This year, the Central States Numismatic Society Convention 
marks its 80th anniversary. Heritage Auctions is proud to be part of the Midwest's premier numismatic event, and it is our 
pleasure and privilege to be the Official Auctioneer once again.

We have a strong core of Featured Collections that will attract your interest and challenge your bidding skills. 


The Chinook Collection 


Our consignor is an avid fisherman and outdoorsman who loves the Pacific Northwest. Chinook 
salmon provide one of his favorite challenges, routinely tipping the scales anywhere from 10 to 
25 pounds, and sometimes they get much larger. (Chinook weighing upwards of 100 pounds 
are reported, although they are rare that large). The three dollar gold series is replete with 

its own rarities in both circulation strike and proof formats, and that popular series forms the 
largest part of The Chinook Collection. Three dollar gold is a long-running series where low 
mintages are the rule, rather than the exception. Examples are especially challenging in mid-to-high 
Mint State grades, and proofs for most dates are rare at any level. The Chinook Collection is virtually 
complete by date and mint. Some important three dollar patterns include a trio of 1869 pieces in 
copper and aluminum ... a rare 1868 aluminum Judd-655 from the Pittman Collection ... an 
1867 three dollar struck in nickel (PR58, Judd-655, R.8) ... and an 1875 three dollar struck in gilt é 
copper, representing the 1875 date in this high-grade collection. A handful of nice double eagles § 
supplements The Chinook Collection, including an 1869 PR64 PCGS aluminum double eagle 
(Judd-785, high R.7), with CAC endorsement. We suggest you cast several aggressive bids at lots 
within The Chinook Collection, which will improve your odds of reeling in a "lunker rarity" from 
this outstanding collection. 








The William Rehwald Proof Set Collection 


We are privileged to offer a large and essentially complete set of proofs dated 1859 to 1916 -- nearly all in the PR64 grade 
-- covering the copper, nickel, and silver denominations, and lacking only a few ultra-rare or esoteric proofs. Formed over 
a period of 30+ years, this set offers exceptional quality for the grade, and is almost entirely housed in older-generation 
holders, as explained by our consignor: 


"I'm Bill Rehwald, born and raised in Santa Monica, California. My love of coins was 
handed down to me from my dad, John Rehwald. | remember scouring bank rolls for 
coins to fill the press-in slots of Whitman albums, and | remember receiving the Boy 
Scout Coin Collecting merit badge as a young man! My dad, god bless him, never 
met a telemarketer he didn’t like. | cannot tell you how many items like proof sets from 
Trinidad and Tobago, coins from Israel, and "battleship" one-ounce silver ingots from 
the Franklin Mint, he had stashed away. In fact, my dad's collecting was so prolific, 

that after his passing, we had boxes and boxes of stamps and coins, unopened, to 
sort through. Many thanks to John Mcintosh for help us find new homes for all of that 
material. 


"As | progressed through the better numismatic items from Dad's collection, | 
always thought of someday collecting coins myself. When PCGS burst upon the scene, | 
remember buying MS65 common date Morgan dollars for way too much money (being 
certified, they were perceived as being 'rare’). It was in the mid-1980s that | decided 
to pursue a collection of coins that was attainable, reasonably priced, and but still very 
nice coins. | settled on proof coins in the PR64 grade, from 1859 to 1916. | wanted 
proofs in all denominations -- except for gold, and what | call the esoteric one offs such 
as the 1884 and 1885 Trade dollars, which did not fit my ‘reasonably priced’ definition. 
| stuck to my PR64 limit with only a few exceptions; for example, the short sets in PR66 





for 1936 thru 1942, and 1950 thru 1952. Time and again, | saw that PR64 
coins were much nicer than the '63s, and in an excellent price range. At one 
time or another, | purchased every proof date and denomination that fit 

my parameters from 1859 thru 1916. | cannot tell you how many times, as 
was perusing the bourse (mostly at Long Beach) | was offered a coin that | 
needed, but as a PR63 or PR65. | would only buy a PR64. The hardest coins 
in the set to find were two of the 1878 Morgan dollar varieties, and of course, 
the coveted 1895 Morgan dollar. 





"| mostly enjoy brilliant white proofs, although there are some attractively 
toned coins in my collection, too. | only purchased the 'right' coins, rather than 
just filling the slot. | believe, as you look at the coins in the collection, that you 
will appreciate a discerning eye (even If | do say so myself). | am sure many of 
my coins will upgrade, as about half of the collection are CAC coins, and nearly 
all of the coins are in old holders from 20+ years ago. | really enjoyed pursuing 
the proofs, and forming this set over the last 30-plus years. The collection

| have. Going forward, my latest endeavor is completing one of the top ten 
Peace dollar collections.

Night lineup come from Jim O'Neal's collection. Nearly every example is high 
Condition Census for the variety, many with impressive pedigrees. All have 
outstanding eye appeal. 


The Perfection Collection of DMPL/Prooflike Morgan Dollars 


Previous consignments from this long-time Heritage client have never failed to live up to the 
"Perfection" billing. In fact, the Mr. Perfection namesake appears frequently among All-Time 
Finest and Current Finest PCGS Set Registry categories for different denominations and t 
collecting interests. The #4 ranking in the Morgan Dollars Prooflike Basic Set, Circulation Strikes 
(1878-1921, both All-Time and Current) serves as a foundation for many of the 58 selections 
included in the current consignment. These are exceptional Morgan dollars, most with prooflike 
or deep mirror prooflike finishes, plus a few additional key-date silver dollars in high-end 
circulation strike format.

Likewise, an 1883-O dollar has similar credentials, 
certified MS66+ Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS, CAC, with spectacular cameo contrast. We encourage § 
Morgan dollar enthusiasts to study each lot -- this collection will provide upgrades for even the finest Pu 
and most-advanced sets. : 









The Jersey Shore Gold Collection 


Although focused on mid-to-late 1800s and early 1900s U.S. gold, The Jersey Shore Gold 
Collection adds a few patterns and assorted gold type to a long list of Mint State or nearly 
Mint State Liberty Head and Saint-Gaudens gold. Selections from the collection appear 

in every floor session including Platinum Night, as well as several sharp gold pieces in the 
online Signature® Internet session. This carefully assembled collection includes numerous 
better dates and conditionally scarce examples, with a keen eye for visual appeal and 
collector-preferred dates and grades. Carson City gold figures prominently among the 
various gold denominations, as do selected dates and denominations from the other branch 
mints. Platinum Night includes a near-Mint State 1854-O three dollar gold piece, popular 

as the sole O-mint issue in the series. We also note a particularly nice 1884-CC eagle -- rare 
in Mint State -- graded MS61 NGC with gleaming, orange-gold surfaces. Its counterpart 
1884-CC double eagle is a favorite Carson City date in Mint State and rare any finer, certified 
MS62 NGC. Numerous prooflike gold pieces stand out throughout the collection. 


The Uptown Collection of Bechtler Territorial Gold 


Platinum Night offers a terrific selection of Territorial gold, including a fine collection of rare 
varieties from the private mint founded by Christopher Bechtler and his family. The Bechtler 
mint is one of the most interesting and certainly the longest-running of all private mints 
from the 1830s to the 1850s, when the nation saw two important gold rush periods -- one in 
the East, the other in the West. The Eastern gold rush was localized in the rural Piedmont/ 
Appalachian areas of North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, where the North Carolina Bechtler 
mint struck gold dollars, quarter eagles, and half eagles from the 1830s until the mid-1850s, including 
many rare varieties eagerly sought by Territorial gold specialists. This consignment includes key 
varieties from all of the Bechtler denominations and striking periods, including a rare C. Bechtler 
quarter eagle, Kagin-9, XF40 PCGS, Star in Field over 75 G., an R.7 variety with just a half dozen 
pieces known. 


The Marcello Collection, Part VI 


The few Blake & Co. gold ingots that exist are extremely popular with collectors, not only for their rarity, 
but also for their appearance. The polished surfaces are bright and smooth, and the raw edges nicely 
beveled -- perhaps a sign that the ingots were designed to change hands in commerce. Blake & Co. ingots 
from The Marcello Collection are favored far beyond their size and weight by collectors. We are pleased 
to bring an equally exceptional ingot to Central States, where a record price may be in the offing for this |= 
19.15 ounce ingot. Lettering is sharply stamped front, top, and bottom, while the back side shows seabed |- 
encrustation with tiny gold flakes -- like toasted oats on a muffin -- a reminder of the shower of gold that 
accompanied the wreck of the S.S. Central America. 





The Jack-The-Knife Collection of Lincoln Cents 


The average grade of this solendid, PCGS-graded Lincoln cent collection is MS67, with all of the 
copper pieces receiving the Red color designation. Focused on key Lincoln cent dates and mints, 
the collection includes a stunning 1909-S MS67 Red PCGS, Ex: Jack Lee ... a 1913 MS67 Red 
PCGS ... the 1913-D MS66+ Red PCGS ... the key 1914-D MS65 Red PCGS ... a Superb 1921 MS68 
Red PCGS ... a 1923-S MS65 Red PCGS ... an amazing 1924-D MS65 Red PCGS, 

Ex: Tom Mershon Collection ... a 1924-S MS65 Red PCGS ... and a 1925-S MS65 Red PCGS, Ex:

The Cedar Crest Collection, Part | 


High-grade commemorative silver makes up the entirety of The Cedar Crest 
Collection, Part | -- with the lots divided between Floor Session 3 and the online 
Signature® Internet session. Advanced classic commemorative collections require 
Gem, Premium Gem, or Superb Gem examples (depending on the issue) to rank 
among the finest sets. Nuances of surface quality, eye appeal, and grade make all 
the difference. This is an extraordinary collection in that regard. Amazingly, 34 of the 
36 pieces have CAC endorsement, more than half carry the PCGS Plus designation, 
and 21 coins are certified MS67 or MS67+. Two pieces are MS65 or MS65+, and the 
rest are MS66 or MS66+. Eye appeal is excellent, with beautiful border toning around 
lightly toned centers the rule. 


The Lake County Collection 


This interesting little type set runs a gamut of grades and denominations. A mere dozen coins do the job, 
ranging from a Good 6 1796 dime to a pair of VG coins (a Classic Head half eagle and an early half dime) 
to a nice collector-grade Flowing Hair dollar certified Fine 12 NGC. A Fine 15 Flowing Hair half dime takes 
up that rung on the grading ladder, followed by an 1805 Draped Bust half dollar, O-110 (R.5) certified VF35 
NGC. An XF45 1874-CC double eagle comes next, then two AU58 coins -- an 1883-CC five dollar gold, and ee tN 
a pleasing 1852 ten dollar gold piece. The set concludes with a trio of Mint State coins, including an 1878-S Trade #i shay 
dollar certified MS62 NGC, an 1888-O MS62 NGC eagle, and a splendid MS67* NGC three cent silver. 


The Morris Collection 


An eclectic group of type coins makes up The Morris Collection, with a preference for 
early type. Highlights include a 1795 Flowing Hair half dollar, O-106, certified VF25 
PCGS -- a coin that sneaks into the low-end of the Condition Census for the variety. A sa 
1795 B-1, BB-21 Flowing Hair dollar represents the Two Leaves type, graded Fine 15 
PCGS. An 1891-CC five dollar gold piece grades MS62 PCGS, and is a sharp Carson 
City type coin for a Mint State collection.

The obverse depicts a map 
of the Eastern hemisphere with the legend ARGENTUM - 
UNIVERSALE and the date. The reverse depicts a map of the 
Western hemisphere with the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and ONE TALENT. These pieces, reported as one part 
gold to four parts silver, are attributed to Mr. Emil Greeff who was 
identified in a May 14, 1896 newspaper article appearing in The 
Newark Daily Advocate, repeating an article from the New York 
Herald. William Woodin displayed examples of each size at the 
1914 ANS exhibition, although neither was illustrated. 

In Our August 2017 ANA Sale, we offered an 1896 fifth 
talent, the only example of this distinctive, privately produced 
pattern issue that we had handled at any time in the company’s 
history. The smaller fifth talent is 24.3 mm. and 6.5 grams, while 
this larger piece is 37.0 mm. and 32.59 grams. Stack’s Bowers 
handled an example of each size in Part 23 of the John J. Ford, Jr. 
Collection, both earlier from EC.C. Boyd, and a worn example 
of the larger size one talent piece was illustrated in the July 2, 
2017 edition of the email newsletter, E-Sylum. An example of 
the one talent denomination was displayed at the April 11, 1934 
meeting of the Brooklyn Coin Club, although its provenance is 
unknown. Richard Kenney mentioned and illustrated the one 
talent piece in the June 1962 installment of “Unofficial Coins of 
the World” that was published posthumously in The Numismatist. 
The illustrated piece may be a fourth example of this issue as it does 
not appear to match the others. 

While some evidence of cleaning appears at the center of the 
obverse and reverse, this sharply detailed example has pleasing 
gold toning over its still lustrous surfaces with no evidence of wear. 
As one of just three examples that we know of, this opportunity is 
tremendously important. While not an official pattern issue of the 
United States, these pieces deserve a place in an advanced cabinet 
as experimental pieces toward an international coinage.

The combination of striking 
the coin in high relief and uncluttering the surfaces allowed the 
viewer to concentrate on the central devices, thus creating a more 
dynamic design. 

Both Saint-Gaudens and President Roosevelt thought it best 
to not include mention of the deity on the new gold coins, thus 
removing the traditional motto INGOD WE TRUST. Moving E 
PLURIBUS UNUM to the edge freed up more space, but required 
the use of a tripartite collar. Such a collar had never been used on 
a regular production coin, but had been used on pattern Morgan 
dollars in 1885. The success of these design decisions is readily 
apparent on the bright, satiny surfaces of the present coin. At first 


glance, this example appears to be much finer than the stated grade.

of Augustus Saint-Gaudens and his few contemporaries in the 
late 19th century, sculpture in America was more of an artistic 
afterthought and when encountered it was of variable quality. 
Saint-Gaudens emphasis on realism transformed monumental 
sculpture in the United States, and the students he taught carried 
his influence well into the 20th century, decades after his death. As 
a teacher he is best remembered through the coins his finest pupils 
later designed, sculptors such as Adolph Weinman, James Fraser, 
and Laura Fraser. Saint-Gaudens’ direct and realistic depictions, 
best exemplified by his ten and twenty dollar gold pieces, gave 
American sculpture and coinage at the dawn of the 20th century 
clearly understood figures and symbols. The sweep of the history 
of art would flow into abstraction around the time of World War 
I. However, in the earliest years of what became The American 
Century, Saint-Gaudens provided sculptural realism that required 
his finest work on a coin be struck in high relief for the twenty 
dollar gold piece.

Saint-Gaudens went to school in Paris in 1867 (rather than Rome 
or Florence), the choice of studying in the City of Light was not 
chosen because it was regarded as the best training ground for 
forward-looking sculptors. His residency in Paris actually had more 
to do with having French relatives who, in theory, could look after 
him. However, it turned out to be a fortuitous decision. He was 
immediately exposed to a multitude of high-quality sculptural 
works at the Paris Universal Exposition, which undoubtedly 
had a profound impression on him. His exposure to the finest 
sculpture in the Western World lasted ten years, in Paris and 
later in Rome, and influenced him to produce some of the finest 
monumental sculpture ever made when he returned to the United 
States. Curiously, it was his earlier experience as a cameo cutter 
that enabled Saint-Gaudens to carve superb bas-reliefs beginning 
in the 1870s, and later proved instrumental in his engravings for 
the ten and twenty dollar gold pieces, struck in high relief in 1907.

Notice how similar his description of Saint-Gaudens’ bas-reliefs 
is to the effect we see on the 1907 twenty dollar gold piece, struck 
in high relief. All the same visual and textural elements are present 


on each. In each case, the reliefs display a vitality that is undeniable. 


The deep, incised lines of the drapery on the figure of Liberty is 
realistic, but not overstated. It is this lifelike quality that seems to 
have “grown or emerged” from the background of the coin that gives 
the High Relief twenty its enduring popularity with collectors. 

The Flat Rim variant of the High Relief double eagle was the 
second, corrected version. After a second warning from the Mint 
Director, the die faces and collar were adjusted to minimize the 
fin, or so-called Wire Rim.

It does not enter into our daily lives, nor belong to the list 
of luxurious necessities like water colors and oils.” Sculptor and 
art critic Lorado Taft made a pointed extension of this state of 
sculpture in America when he wrote: “ ... we know what we like, but 
we don’t know what that means.” Over a lifetime of monumental 
sculptures and bas-reliefs, Augustus Saint-Gaudens moved the 
American perception of sculpture as “exotic” to something more 
frequently encountered. This is especially evident with the limited 
production run of 12,367 double eagles struck in high relief - a 
three-dimensional design for coinage that was adapted from the 
figure of Nike (Victory) in the Sherman Monument, located at the 
south entrance of Central Park. Beginning in 1907, anyone who 
could afford a High Relief twenty dollar gold piece had immediate 
access to the formerly “exotic” art of sculpture.

Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is an amount below which the lot 
will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE WRITTEN ”Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN 
ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF THE HAMMER PRICE DOES NOT MEET THE 
“Minimum Bid”, THE CONSIGNOR MAY PAY A REDUCED COMMISSION ON THOSE LOTS. ”Minimum 
Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a 
consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the

”Minimum Bid” for an Auction have been posted, we will require the consignor to pay full Buyer’s Premium 
and Seller’s Commissions on such lot. 

The highest qualified Bidder recognized by the Auctioneer shall be the Buyer. In the event of a tie bid, the 
earliest bid received or recognized wins. In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an Auction, 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration of the winning 
Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether by floor Bidder or other 
means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare 
the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 
Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through 
the Internet or otherwise. Regardless that bids are made on a Property, Auctioneer reserves the right to 
withdraw the Properties, or any part of the Properties, from the Auction at any time prior to the opening of 
any lot containing such Properties for sale by the auctioneer (crier), or in the case of Internet-only auctions 
when the bid opens for either live bidding online or the beginning of the extended period, if any. 

Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole discretion. 
A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible person, a person 
under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles references, or otherwise. 
Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is 
deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 
Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or very 
nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the Auctioneer may 
pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low estimate). 
In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, disputed 
ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for any other reason and 
in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve 
the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) and any other 
damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer periodically 
schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which Bidders cannot participate or 
place bids. If such outages occur, we may at our discretion extend bidding for the Auction. Bidders unable to 
place their Bids through the Internet are directed to contact Client Services at 877- HERITAGE (437-4824). 
The Auctioneer, its affiliates, or their employees consign items to be sold in the Auction, and may bid on those 
lots or any other lots. Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any such bids at any time 
prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its affiliates. The Auctioneer may 
extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots shall be 
considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales including but 
not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers.

All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a 
check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate 
credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or 
more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com 
website. 

Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer reserves 
the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of the Auction. In 
cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to 
pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any other damages pertaining to the lot 
or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount 
of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the 
Bidder or secure its claim against any of the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer. 

Lots you purchase may be subject to taxes or fees imposed by various foreign taxing agencies. You are 
responsible for paying all foreign imposed taxes whether VAT, GST, etc. prior to delivery unless other 
arrangements are made in writing. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable 
state and local taxes, unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Should state sales tax become 
applicable in the state for delivery prior to delivery of the property on the invoice, the bidder agrees to pay all 
applicable state sales tax as required by the delivery state as of the shipping date. Bidder agrees to pay 
Auctioneer the actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an 
expired, inaccurate, or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the 
applicable statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified 
by Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received by 
Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different Auctions 
may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the maximum 
statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck and your financial 
institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot be completed using the 
selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit card on file. 

If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance will bear 
interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice not paid when 
due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an 
attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, and other collection costs incurred 
by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the 
matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell the lot(s) 
securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at subsequent private or 
public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A defaulting Bidder agrees to pay 
for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted 
by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any difference between his total original invoice for the 
lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent 
hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 
Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of the Auction 
invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any other property of the 
buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any Auction invoice or any other 
amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall 
have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but 
not limited to the right of sale (including a 15% seller’s commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by 
Auctioneer). In addition, with respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights 
of offset he might otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on 
the invoice. Ifa Bidder owes Auctioneer or its affiliates on any account, Auctioneer and its affiliates shall have 
the right to offset such unpaid account by any credit balance due Bidder, and it may secure by possessory lien 
any unpaid amount by any of the Bidder’s property in their possession. 


31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility of the buyer 
to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a common carrier or 
third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, ifany. Please refer to Auctioneer’s website 
HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine purchases 
from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be shipped in a 
commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the shipping fees is 
received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that Service and Handling 
charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the credit card on file with 
Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified customs 
declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. NOTE: Declaration 
value shall be the item’(s) hammer price together with its buyer’s premium and Auctioneer shall use the 
correct harmonized code for the lot. Domestic Buyers on lots designated for third-party shipment must 
designate the common carrier, accept risk of loss, and prepay shipping costs. 

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all shipments in which Heritage charges the 
Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee infra, any risk of loss during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the 
shipping carrier's confirmation of delivery to the address of record in Auctioneer’s file, this is the “Secure 
Location”. A common carrier’s confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; if the client has a 
Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without Signature. Auctioneer 
shall arrange, select, and engage common carriers and other transportation vendors on your behalf. Transit 
services are subject to the following terms and conditions: 

a. Scope of Transit Services: Your properties for transit will be insured under one or more insurance policies 
issued by an authorized broker to Auctioneer. The properties will be insured for the invoice price of the 
properties (hammer price plus Buyer’s Premium) (“Insured Value”). For each shipment, you will provide 
a Secure Location to which the items will be delivered. NOTICE: Auctioneer is neither an insurance 
company nor a common carrier of any type. 

b. Auctioneer’s Compensation for Transit Services: Auctioneer will provide transit services to Buyer for %4 
of 1% of the Insured Value, plus packaging and handling fees and fees for the common carrier (collectively, 
“Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee”). You agree to pay Delivery, Handling, and Transit Fee and comply 
with all terms of payment as set forth in paragraphs 23 to 31 of this Agreement. 

c. Auctioneer’s Limitation of Liability for Transit Services: You understand and agree that Auctioneer’s 
liability for loss of or damage to the items, if any, ends when the items have been delivered to the Secure 
Location, and Auctioneer has received evidence of delivery. If you claim that any property has sustained 
loss or damage during transit, you must report any such loss or damage to Auctioneer within seventy-two 
(72) hours of the delivery date. Your recovery for loss of or damage to any property is limited to the lesser 
of actual cash value of the property or the Insured Value. Under no circumstances is Auctioneer liable 
for consequential or punitive damages. 

35. It shall be the responsibility for the successful Bidder to arrange pick-up or shipping in a timely manner 
(within 10 days). Held Lots will be subject to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee 
plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the 
event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage 
or moving fees, including a 20% Seller’s Commission. 

36. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically. Plant and animal properties include (but are not limited 
to) items made of (or including) Brazilian rosewood, ivory, whalebone, turtle shell, coral, crocodile, alligator, 
lizard, or other wildlife. These items may not be available to ship internationally or, in some cases, 
domestically. Domestic bans and restrictions exist in these states: 1) California state law prohibits the 
importation of any product containing Python skin into the State of California, thus no lot containing Python 
skin will be shipped to or invoiced to a person or company in California.

DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the items or 
second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders who 
do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been made part 
of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to any 
description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and 
are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine 
Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue of 
consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property. Auctioneer 
disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular purposes. All images, descriptions, 
sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for 
advertising, promotion, archival records, and any other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents may be provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held responsible 
for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms and 
Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, 








typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a 
granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 
Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 
liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial.

e LOT 3667: The Judd-1 1792 Silver Center cent is an iconic, classic American 
rarity from the first days of the U.S. Mint, prized by collectors since the 
earliest days of the hobby. This coin is well-documented within the roster of 
12 surviving examples, graded SP35 PCGS, CAC. Silver Center cent patterns 
are perhaps the most highly sought among all of the 1792 patterns that 
helped form the basis of the U.S. monetary system. 


LOT 3694: Also a famous 1792 pattern, the Judd-10 pattern disme (struck in 
copper with reeded edge) ranks number 13 in the Judd-10 census compiled 
by Pete Smith, Joel Orosz, and Len Augsburger. This piece grades 
SP25FCGs. 


LOT 3958: This is one of the rare, seldom-seen varieties from the early days 
of the Bechtler private mint -- a rare offering of the Kagin-9 quarter eagle 
-- one of the six-known examples of the "star in field over 75 G." variety, 
struck from native North Carolina gold. 


LOTS 3974 and 3975: With new findings from the S.S. Central America and 
greater awareness of the true scarcity of gold ingots, we have witnessed a 
tremendous uptick in their popularity and collector value. Two great ingots 
are in Platinum Night. Lot 3974 is a rare Blake & Co. gold ingot, 19.15 ounces 
of .892 fine gold, and lot 3975 is a larger Kellogg & Humbert ingot, 48.74 
ounces of .809 fine gold.

3662 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Large Planchet, No Pellets at Trunk, 
MS61 NGC. Noe-2, W-700, Salmon 2-C, R.5. 71.6 gn. No Pellets 
at Trunk. The diamond-shaped tree, tall 6 pointing straight up, and 
5 positioned under LA in ENGLAND are characteristics of Noe-2, 
sometimes referred to as the Straight Tree variety. The last Uncirculated 
example from this die pair we had the pleasure of handling was the 
Eliasberg-Partrick coin in MS64. While that finest-known piece grades 
three points higher than this MS61, it lacked the complete legends 
seen here. It is typical to encounter these Large Planchet shillings 
with clipped edges — a tactic employed by Boston mint employees 
to reduce the weight of their product. This survivor is mostly well- 
rounded with a couple of obtuse angles. Glossy gunmetal surfaces 
show myriad raise lumps in the reverse fields and the obverse die is 
worn, suggesting a later striking period. A mark near the second T in 
MASATHVSETS is the only one of note. Listed on page 51 of the 2019

Ex: Jackman 
Collection. Although several types of copper coins circulated in 
colonial America in the late 17th and early 18th centuries, none of 
those issues were actually minted in the new world. The St. Patrick 
coinage was produced in Ireland and made legal tender in New 
Jersey in May 1682. William Wood produced his Rosa Americana 
issues in England in the 1720s, along with his Hibernia coinage that 
was intended for circulation in Ireland. There were others, including 
the French colonial coinage, but all of those issues were struck in 
Europe. While silver coins were produced in Massachusetts in 1652, 
the first copper coins struck anywhere in colonial America were the 
1737 Higley coppers that were minted in Connecticut. 


The actual number produced will likely never be known. 
However, it is known that these pieces were coined of exceptionally 
high quality copper, often called pure copper. The high quality of the 
copper is one of the reasons, perhaps the main reason, that so few of 
these pieces exist today. 

The large number of die varieties suggests a significant 
production. Dan Freidus discussed 15 die varieties in his outstanding 
1994 article: “Die Varieties of Higley Coppers” that appeared in The 
Token: America’s Other Money that was edited by Richard Doty and 
published in New York as part of the American Numismatic Society’s 
Coinage of the Americas Conference. Part of his article was a registry 
of all known examples of each variety. Freidus enumerated 63 Higley 
coppers, an average of just four surviving examples per variety. While 
several more have turned up since the publication of his article, the 
population is certainly still below 80 examples. 

While Freidus listed eight examples of his 3.2-C die marriage, 
we know of 12 examples today, and two of those are held in museum 
collections, one in the Smithsonian Institution and the other in the 
British Museum. This variety is the most plentiful of the 15 varieties, 
and yet just 10 pieces are available to collectors. Such is the rarity of 
Higley coppers. 

This example has considerable detail that PCGS rates as Fine 
details, although other observers may suggest that the piece warrants 
a rating of VF details. The sable surfaces show heavy porosity that is 
evenly distributed across the obverse and reverse. However, the flan 
is complete and round with no apparent scratches, rim bumps, or 
other flaws. Listed on page 61 of the 2019 Guide Book.

Rare New Yorke in America Token 
Undated, Brass, VF20 
Rulau-E-NY-621, W-1705 


3664 Undated TOKEN New Yorke Token, Brass, VF20 PCGS. 
Rulau-E-NY-621, W-1705, R.6, This rare token was issued by Francis 
Lovelace, the British governor of New York from 1668-1673. The 
obverse design features Cupid and Psyche (Crosby says Venus) under 
five palm trees. The mythological figures are believed to be a play 
on the issuer’s name, and the eagle on the reverse is identical to the 
crest on the Lovelace coat of arms. Other facts that help establish 
an approximate date for the token include the spelling of the city’s 
name. The name New Yorke was adopted in 1664, when the British 
occupied the city, and the final E was dropped from the spelling 
around 1710. 

The token is farthing size, and the weight, composition, and 
die axis are similar to the 1670 farthing tokens of Bristol, England. 
The tokens may have been manufactured in Bristol, as there is no 
evidence that they ever circulated in this country, and those with 
long pedigrees have typically been found in Europe. The discovery 
specimen (the first described) was a pewter example located in the 
Hague about 1850. Today, approximately 20 pieces are known in 
brass, with four examples in pewter. 

The present example shows even, well-balanced wear over each 
side. The high points are tan-yellow, and contrast sharply against the 
russet patina that surrounds and is seen within the recesses of the 
devices. The surfaces are clean and problem free, except for a few 
spots of corrosion on the reverse. Listed on page 59 of the 2019 
Guide Book. Population: 1 in 20, 4 finer (3/19).

Manuel Pardo, the Spanish governor of 
Texas, authorized the production of 8,000 copper coins in 1817. 
Those coins were soon withdrawn from circulation and replaced with 
an emission of 8,000 similar pieces dated 1818. The latter coins bear 
the initials, JAG, of Jose Antonio de la Garza. The 1818 Texas jolas 
were struck on large and small planchets, the latter offered here. In 
addition to the makers’ mark, the denomination (1/2 for half real) is 
presented sideways, and below that appears the date. The population 
data is insufficient to conclude which of the two sizes is rarer, but 
examples are infrequently seen in the marketplace. This olive and 
charcoal example has excellent surfaces for one of these crudely 
produced coins. A glass reveals slight corrosion. The design elements 
are nicely centered on the planchet. Listed on page 90 of the 2019

First Coin Struck Inside the U.S. Mint 
Classic American Rarity 


3667 1792 One Cent, Judd-1, Pollock-1, High R.6, SP35 PCGS. CAC. The Silver Center cent is one of the most famous and iconic issues of 
American coinage. Most numismatists believe it was the first coin actually produced inside the walls of the first U.S. Mint, although a few other 
patterns were struck earlier, before the Mint was actually ready for coinage operations. Its historic importance can scarcely be overstated and 
examples have been prized by collectors since the earliest days of the hobby. 


Design 

Liberty faces right with hair flowing behind. The obverse periphery reads LIBERTY PARENT OF SCIENCE & INDUSTRY, with 1792 just below 
the bust. The reverse has a wreath tied with a ribbon at the bottom; ONE CENT is within. Around the rim is UNITED STATES OF AMERICA with 
the fraction 1/100 below. Struck in copper with a silver plug in the center, with a reeded edge. Medallic alignment. Average diameter is about 
22.9 Tin 


Origin of the Silver Center Cent 


The Silver Center cent was long thought to be the brainchild of Chief Coiner Henry Voigt, based on Thomas Jefferson’s famous message to 
President George Washington on December 18, 1792: 


“Th. Jefferson has the honor to send the President two cents made on Voigt’s plan by putting a silver plug worth 34 of a cent into a 
copper worth 4 of a cent. Mr. Rittenhouse is about to make a few by mixing the same plug by fusion with the same quantity of copper. 
He will then make of copper alone of the same size, and lastly he will make the real cent as ordered by Congress, four times as big.” 


The small-size copper cent Jefferson mentioned (copper alone of the same size) may have been intended to model a fiat copper coinage as 
an alternative to the bimetallic coinage, while the proposed large copper pieces became known as the famous Birch cents (Judd-3 through 5). 
Research by Len Augsburger, Joel Orosz, and Pete Smith in their book, 1792 Birth of a Nation’s Coinage, indicates the concept for the unique dual 
metallic composition of the Silver Center cent may have originated with famous patriot and essayist Thomas Paine. Paine was living in London 
when he sent Jefferson a September 28, 1790-dated letter outlining his ideas for a national mint and coinage. Despite the obvious advantages of 
copper as a metal for coinage (inexpensive and easy to work with), Paine believed that “to give the cents the intrinsic value they ought to have by 
weight, they will be too heavy and bulky for the use they are intended for.” He suggested three possible solutions to this problem: 


“Ist. Making silver and copper in fusion; 2d. Plating the copper with silver; 3d. Plugging the copper with silver. But against all of 
these, there are very capital objections.” 


Paine believed the bimetallic coinage was impractical and suggested issuing a fiat copper coinage of convenient size instead. The Mint 
would actually try most of Paine’s suggestions in 1792, in the form of the Silver Center cent Judd-1) and the Fusible Alloy cent Judd-2), as well 
as a small-size fiat copper piece. As Paine predicted, all of these solutions proved impractical for actual coinage. The fiat copper pieces would 
not have been acceptable to the public, since they were underweight and of low intrinsic value. The Fusible Alloy cents were indistinguishable 
from pure copper cents and thus highly vulnerable to counterfeiting, and the mechanical problems encountered when preparing and striking 
the copper cents with a silver plug were too great to overcome in high-volume coinage operations. 

The Mint recognized these difficulties almost immediately. It seems the few specimens actually struck were primarily intended as essay 
pieces, to demonstrate the design to President Washington and members of Congress. Modern testing reveals that most (if not all) of the Fusible 
Alloy cents were actually struck in pure copper and measurements of the silver plug on the Silver Center cent indicate it was too small to contain 
3/4 cent worth of silver. No Silver Center cents were ever produced for circulation and no official mintage figures have ever surfaced. Today, we 
know of 12 surviving examples, most of them in relatively high grade, and a single copper setup piece struck without the silver plug. 

In the end, none of the proposed cent patterns was deemed suitable for regular coinage, but the value of copper was reevaluated in 1793, 
and Congress lowered the specifications for the cent to 208 grains of pure copper. This made it possible to produce a copper cent with full 
intrinsic value that was not too large for practical purposes. The resulting “large” cents were produced the following year and served the U.S. 
economy admirably until 1857. 


The Present Coin 

The coin offered here is a fairly recent discovery, found in a pub in the 1960s. The first owner of record was named Nigel Willmott and it has 
a previous auction appearance in a Glendining’s sale in 1997, where it brought 28,750 British pounds. It passed through a number of well- 
known American numismatists and coin dealers, including Kenneth Goldman, Stuart Levine, and Anthony Terranova, before finding a home 
with prominent collector Martin Oghigian. The piece had been in Oghigian’s estate since his death in 1998, until offered in Heritage’s 2016 
ANA Signature auction as Platinum Night lot 3951, which realized $352,500. 

The coin is well-centered on the reverse and slightly off-center to the south on the obverse, with only the top third of the dentils showing 
on the obverse. Actual wear is relatively light, and the pleasing olive-brown surfaces show only scattered, minor abrasions — the worst being 
a small dig above the forehead in the obverse field. The design elements were strongly impressed on the obverse, while the reverse is sharp on 
the peripheries and soft in the center. The silver plug is bright and stands out in dramatic contrast to the copper planchet. Altogether, a most 
attractive specimen of this classic American rarity.

Breen Die State II. The obverse is the same die as found on the famous 
Chain AMERI. cent, and the reverse is the first that had AMERICA 
spelled in full. This was the second of five Chain cent varieties that 
were all struck in March 1793. Contemporary Mint documentation 
tells us that one-third of all Chain cents were delivered (from the coiner 
to the Mint treasurer) on March 1, 1793. Walter Breen suggested that 
that delivery of 11,178 cents was the entirety of production for the 
first two varieties, although there is no documentation itemized by 
die pairing. Mythology is the term for undocumented history. This 
pleasing Chain cent has faint hairlines and trivial marks that are only 
visible with magnification. The surfaces appear smooth and exhibit 
light olive patina with faint blue overtones. An exceptional piece for 
an advanced variety, date, or type collection.

Breen Die State III, with clash marks below the bust. The sharpness 
of this Chain cent is slightly finer than the overall grade that PCGS 
has assigned. Dark brown surfaces with lighter tan on the highpoints, 
especially on the obverse. The surfaces are finely granular. Abrasions 
are evenly distributed and of little consequence to the overall 
appearance of the coin. A few faint scratches and minor pitmarks are 
only evident with a glass. The edges, primarily on the obverse, have 
several minor bruises that are typical on these old pieces of copper, 
but insufficient to prevent PCGS from grading this piece.

3670 = 1793 Chain, Large R/AMERICA, S-3, B-4, Low R.3, AU53 
PCGS. CAC. Ex: Halpern-Loring. The obverse die, appearing only on 
S-3, has a large R in LIBERTY that leans to the right, suggesting a 
“Leaning” R nomenclature to some. The reverse die has AMERICA 
spelled in full, appearing on four of the five known Chain cent 
varieties (S-2, S-3, S-4, and NC-1). 

When Walter Breen prepared the manuscript for Encyclopedia 
of Early United States Cents 1793-1814, he built upon the work of 
previous students and numbered the early cent varieties in the order 
he believed they were struck. He took that study a step further and 
attempted to assign a “mintage figure” for each variety and correlate 
those figures with original delivery dates, presenting the actual dates 
for the mintage of each variety. His study seemed logical. However, 
the limited sample of surviving early cents, especially those of 1793, 
is insufficient for a statistical study. While an emission sequence is 
plausible on its own, any further correlation is impossible, in this 
cataloger’s opinion. 

Breen Die State III, with heavy obverse clash marks. The reverse 
field is wavy, especially below UNITED, a result of die resurfacing 
or, as Breen writes, “grinding away the clash marks.” Choice surfaces 
exhibit chocolate-brown interspersed with light tan that offers traces 
of frosty luster. Some apparent field roughness is exclusively a result 
of the late die state, with a small patch of magenta on the reverse. 
A tiny reverse rim bruise at 2 o’clock is the only blemish. Our 
description is virtually identical to the Stack’s description in 1988: 


“Light brown and olive toning, with hints of original color 
in and around the devices on the reverse. A trifle softly 
struck at the centers, with a minuscule reverse rim nick. 
The obverse surfaces as nice and clean as anyone could 
expect on a large cent of this series. Apparently tied for 6th 
finest known of this popular variety.” 


This lovely cent was graded XF45 in the Halpern catalog, 

and that grade is equally appropriate today. Although the Loring 
specimen is not enumerated therein, the Bland census of the finest 
known examples includes five coins that grade MS63 down to AU50 
and five others graded XF45, all tied for sixth finest known.

State 
Ill has the obverse rim break, and State IV has obverse and reverse 
rim breaks. Bill Noyes records just five examples of 29 in the earliest 
die state, and none finer than VF30 based on his grading. 


Although a glass reveals the usual scattered marks on the 
chocolate and golden-brown surfaces, they fail to prevent a PCGS 
grade for this piece. Most of those marks are in the reverse periphery, 
with a small scratch in the left obverse field. This lovely cent survives 
from a mintage estimated at under 100,000 coins, despite recorded 
delivery figures that totaled 756,838 coins.

The 
coins virtually vanished from circulation during the Civil War, due 
to widespread hoarding, but they were seen again after the war, and 
many were redeemed at the Mint in the 1870s. By the 1880s they 
were seldom seen in everyday transactions.

In full Red 
preservation, PCGS has certified 515 as MS64, 500 as MS65, 203 as 
MS66, and just 10 pieces as MS67. The same service has graded many

The present lot is a different example in the same 
grade. It is sharply struck and minimally abraded with medium to 
deep walnut-brown toning. Due to the rising cost of copper, cents 
transitioned from bronze to copper-plated zinc during 1982. The 
quality of strikes declined, and modifications were made to the 
obverse legends, including the date, to allow faster press production 
of the zinc cents. At Denver, the Small Date subtype was introduced 
after the remaining bronze planchets were coined. Any surviving 
1982-D Small Date bronze cents are transitional alloy errors, cousins 
to the famous 1943 bronze cents.

Although this variety was described in the Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine in July 1962, it was not widely known until the 
mid-1970s. Since the coins circulated for decades before the variety 
was noticed, few high-quality examples were preserved, making the 
issue elusive in all grades and conditions today. This impressive XF 
specimen shows some light wear on the bison’s horn and the hair 
ribbon, but most interior detail remains intact.

All working dies were made in 
Philadelphia in 1918, and mintmarks were added later when the dies 
were shipped out to the branch mints. 


This attractive AU55 coin displays satiny olive-gray patina 
and little wear. Considerable strike weakness on the devices is 
characteristic of the variety, as is the die erosion in the fields. The 
overdate feature is sharp on this coin, visible to the unaided eye.

3690 =1918/7-D FS-101 AU55 PCGS. CAC. The “Mademoiselle 
from Armentiéres” was a popular song sung in the trenches during 
World War | when this important overdate variety was struck. Therein 
lies more than coincidence, perhaps. 


Numismatists have long noted that many of the famous 20th 
century overdates, produced from hubbing of a single working die 
from two differently dated working hubs, were the product of the 
wartime eras of either the First or Second World Wars. It may have 
been that key Mint personnel were serving their nation in foreign 
lands when those pieces were produced, and less-skillful workers 
serving as replacements created the overdated die. David Lange also 
mentions the possibility that the 1918/7-D could be an intentionally 
produced variety, but that explanation seems less likely, as the first 
example appeared in the numismatic press only 12 years later. 


This example shows good remaining luster. It appears to be a 
later striking as each side has heavy metal flow around the margins 
as well as within the recess around the Native American’s eye and 
temple region. The devices are softly defined, as usual, and the soft 
gray patina has a few specks of carbon on each side.

From a mintage of more than 
8.3 million pieces, the 1918-D Buffalo nickel is not too difficult 
to locate in lower grades, but the issue is rare at the MS66 grade 
level, and finer coins are virtually unobtainable. Unfortunately, the 
1918-D was not a well-produced issue, and many examples seen are 
softly struck, with lackluster surfaces. The date is best known for the 
1918/7-D overdate variety, but the normal date is a prime condition 
rarity in the higher reaches of Mint State. 

The present coin exhibits unusually sharp definition in most 
areas, with just the faintest trace of blending on the bison’s shoulder.

It is 
interesting to note that the Cherrypickers’ Guide gives its highest 
rating of 5 for both Interest Factor and Liquidity Factor for each of 
the three popular Buffalo nickel varieties, the 1916 Doubled Die 
Obverse, the 1918/7-D, and the 1937-D Three-Legged. This seems 
to be out of kilter, as there are many collectors, even type collectors, 
who would likely consider the purchase of a 1937-D Three-Legged 
Buffalo in preference to the other rarer varieties; thus, we believe 
its Interest Factor should be even higher. The demand especially for James Earle Fraser 
Gem examples of the Three-Legged 1937-D can never approach the 

limited supply. The surfaces of this piece are bright and satiny, and 

each side has a layer of muted reddish-golden patina. There are no 

mentionable abrasions on either side, and the strike is above-average 

for this normally weak issue.

3694 1792 Disme, Judd-10, Pollock-11, High R.6, SP25 PCGS. 
The 1792 patterns are all rare and historically important issues that 
laid the foundation of the monetary system of the United States, 
the most efficient and successful monetary system in the history of 
the world. The 1792 disme (a French term, soon Americanized to 
dime) was an especially important denomination, as it established 
the decimal base of the system, freeing U.S. currency from the 
cumbersome calculations of the old English system of 12 cents to the 
shilling, 20 shillings to the pound, etc. The dismes were struck in silver 
(Judd-9, three examples known), copper, with a plain edge Judd-11, 
three examples known), and copper, with a reeded edge (Judd-10, 
19 specimens traced). The SP25 example offered here is number 13 
in the Judd-10 census compiled by Pete Smith, Joel Orosz, and Len 
Augsburger in their seminal work, 1792: Birth of a Nation’s Coinage.

The Present Coin 
This handsome mid-grade example has been a highlight of several 
important collections since it first surfaced in 1997 (see pedigree 
below). The medium brown surfaces exhibit underlying traces of 
copper-red and lilac patina, with some grade-consistent abrasions in 
the fields on both sides. The central design elements were strongly 
impressed and retain much interior detail in Liberty’s hair and the 
eagle’s wings. The legends and date remain legible in most areas, but 
a circular depression over SCIE of SCIENCE partially obscures those 
letters, and some planchet flaws and rim nicks on the reverse make 
TED of UNITED indecipherable. The overall presentation is most 
attractive. This coin possesses an admirable combination of absolute 
rarity, pleasing appearance, and unmatched historic importance. We 
expect intense competition from both dime collectors and pattern 
enthusiasts when this lot is called.

3695 1800 JR-1, R.4, MS62 PCGS. Field star 12 does not touch 
the beak, an immediate confirmation of the JR-1 variety. The reverse 
die served the Mint well, having been previously used to strike 
1798 JR-4 dimes and 1798 BD-2 quarter eagles. A number of dual 
denomination reverses exist from the late 1790s and early-to-mid 
1800s, when the Mint was in dire need of serviceable dies and not 
particularly concerned with matching up dates or denominations. 


JR-1 dimes are scarce to rare, and seldom seen in Mint State. 
A raised dot between 1 and 8 identifies the obverse, as does the 
upraised B in LIBERTY, which sits high between | and E. This coin 
is struck from a late die state, with a die crack from the rim to the 
second feather of the eagle’s left (facing) wing, which has formed a 
small cud. The 2015 Zack, Scuderi, and Sherrill reference confirms 
the rarity of Mint State JR-1 examples, stating “at most two are known 
in true MS condition.”

1800 dime varieties, being particularly elusive in XF and finer grades. 
The obverse die is shared with JR-1, while the reverse is also seen on 
the JR-1 1801 die pairing. The present JR-2 representative displays 
iridescent lavender-gray patina with areas of deeper olive and gold 
color in the recesses on each side. The central definition is bold, 
although the border denticles grow slightly soft around the upper- 
right periphery, a common characteristic of genuine examples. The 
1800 issue in general is somewhat scarcer than is often realized, 
appearing at auction less frequently than most other dates in the 
Draped Bust type. It may be a long time before a JR-2 representative 
of comparable quality is again offered publicly.

Details. A jagged, Mint-related planchet flaw to the right of 2 in the 
date is the initial culprit, although an attempt to repair the flaw at the 
opposing reverse rim may be the ultimate reason PCGS declined to 
give this coin a numeric grade. Regardless of variety, 1802 dimes are 
scarce — just 10,975 pieces were struck, and perhaps 175 to 225 
examples survive in all grades and varieties. 


JR-4 is the fourth and final variety, and a scarcity in circulated 
grades. It is rare in Mint State, with fewer than a dozen such pieces 
known. This example is prooflike in the fields beneath canopy 
of multicolor toning. Pale-blue, peach-gold, and reddish-orange 
patina predominates on both sides. The strike shows a bit of central 
weakness, and the undamaged areas of the periphery are sharp. Mint 
luster remains beneath the attractive toning.

If the efforts of Theodore 
Roosevelt and Augustus Saint-Gaudens triggered a renaissance of 
American coinage, it was soon followed an age of enlightenment 
starting with the Mercury dimes, Standing Liberty quarters, and 
Walking Liberty half dollars. Somehow, the Denver Mint’s earliest 
contribution went largely unnoticed, a mere pittance compared 
to the Philadelphia Mint’s production of 22 million 1916 Mercury 
dimes.

The public was slow on the uptake, not recognizing the key 
date and mintmark combination until much later.

Undeniably the key to 
the short twenty cent series, seemingly all 1877 proofs were either 
included with the silver proof sets sold (an estimated at 350 sets) or 
melted. A total of 510 proofs were struck, and no circulation strikes 
since the series was officially discontinued. Among the survivors, 
many coins are cleaned or otherwise impaired, leaving a small 
number of attractive, original examples for specialists in the short, 
eminently collectible series. 

This near-Gem proof has the look of a coin that was long 
preserved in its early method of storage. Much cameo contrast exists 
between the frosted devices and mirrored fields, while the perimeters 
display deep, cobalt-blue and russet-brown shades that surround 
the bright-silver centers. The eye appeal is spectacular. Both sides 
possess a pinpoint-sharp strike, and the overall Choice proof quality 
is confirmed by CAC endorsement.

Tompkins Die State 1/1, 
perfect dies. Later die states of the B-2 die pair show the obverse 
lapped at the hair curls and cracked through the RTY in LIBERTY. 
This coin is evenly worn with medium gunmetal-gray and golden- 
olive patina. Other than some minor weakness at about 2 o’clock 
on the reverse, the border dentils are complete around each side. 
Scattered light contact marks appear beneath a loupe, and portions 
of the fields appear mildly granular. The Mint struck only 6,146 
quarter dollars in 1796, and then the denomination was shelved until 
1804. With the Mint’s limited resources in its infancy, production was 
focused on copper coinage, as well as on silver dollars, the preferred 
denomination among depositors of silver at the Mint.

The 6 nearly touches the 
drapery, identifying the more plentiful B-2 die marriage. This pleasing 
XF example has several prominent die cracks through BERTY. At 
least five individual, interconnected die cracks are visible through 
those letters, including some that reach the hair curls below LIBERTY. 
Although the B-2 die marriage is plentiful, with perhaps as many as 
400 survivors, only a few of the late die state pieces are known. 


A census of the late state coins compiled by Rory Rea, Jim 
Koenings, and Aram Haroutunian show 11 pieces that grade from 
MS63 down to VF20, and perhaps another dozen exist in lower 
grades. The present lovely XF specimen is not recorded in their roster, 
and it is probably the fifth finest known of the late die state. They 
record four Mint State pieces (including one that is unverified) and a 
single AU55 example. The next piece in their listing grades XF40 but 
was once plugged. This new example is the fifth finest, discounting 
the unverified appearance. 


A wonderful pewter-gray specimen, this late state B-2 quarter 
has delicate gold toning on both sides with traces of pale blue. 
The surfaces show grade-consistent marks of no consequence. The 
centering is excellent and the eye appeal is strong. The advanced 
specialist will certainly welcome the opportunity to bid on a 
remarkable late die state example of the debut 1796 quarter dollar.

Four obverse dies and three reverse dies combine for four varieties 
of 1819 quarters — two are the Large 9 type, and two are Small 9 
varieties. Browning-3 and Browning-4 represent the Small 9 variants, 
although B-3 was actually struck after B-4 based on die state. Few 
1819 quarters of any variety are known in near-Gem or finer grades. 
The mintage of 144,000 pieces circulated extensively, and few high- 
grade Uncirculated coins survive. 


This is a lustrous and sharply struck B-3 quarter, with bold 
obverse definition on the stars and portrait. The reverse is crisply struck 
as well, and shows only slight incompleteness on the eagle’s talons 
and wing tops. B-3 and B-4 share the same reverse, which is known 
for wide repunching of the denomination numerals 25. The obverse 
exhibits its late die state, with a diagonal crack through the upper tip 
of the first 1 in the date that continues across the drapery and bust 
into the obverse field near Liberty’s chin. Smooth, unabraded surfaces 
display attractive reddish-gold and bluish-brown toning. Census: 6 in 
64, 1 finer (3/19).

Later 
in the year, an additional 43,000 coins were made with drapery, 
giving the 1840-O two Guide Book entries. This is a fully struck near- 
Gem No Drapery quarter, with die clashing visible within the reverse 
shield and a widely repunched 8 in the date. Lustrous, silver-gray 
surfaces display pearlescent mint luster, with faint golden accents 
at the rims. A few minuscule marks are widely scattered about the 
obverse, visible with a lens. All 1840-O No Drapery coins have small 
dentils that are often incomplete, but on this crisply struck piece the 
dentils are sharp and fully formed throughout both sides. Examples 
of the No Drapery variant are rare in Choice Uncirculated or finer 
grades, with just three finer pieces reported by PCGS and NGC 
combined (all at NGC).

Briggs 1-A. Only 12,000 business-strike 
Seated Liberty quarters were struck at the Philadelphia Mint in 1881, 
accompanied by a generous proof mintage of 975 examples. Only 
one die was used for the business-strike production, identified by 
a sharp die scratch that shows between vertical lines 6 and 7 in the 
shield. The 1881 is slightly more elusive than the previous two issues 
in this series, which boast similarly low mintages. 


The present coin is a magnificent MS68 example, with well- 
detailed design elements that show just a touch of the usual softness 
on some star centers. The impeccably preserved surfaces radiate 
vibrant mint luster on both sides, with subtle highlights of pale gold 
and lavender toning.

Briggs 2-B. The 1859 is the first 
readily collectible proof issue in the Seated Liberty quarter series. 
The Mint struck 800 pieces, and enough survive in the lower grades 
that this date is obtainable for many collectors. High-grade pieces, 
however, are conditionally elusive, and are major rarities at the 
Superb Gem level. 


The present offering should not be overlooked. Sharp stars 

surround a bold Liberty on the obverse, and the eagle’s plumage and 
talons are crisply struck. Struck from proof dies, glassy reflectivity 
in the fields leaves no doubt as to this coin’s proof origin, and deep 
aquamarine toning on the reverse complements softer golden-gray, 
lavender, and sea-green hues on the obverse. This PR67 piece is tied 
as the finest non-Cameo at PCGS, nor has NGC graded any finer 
non-Cameo proofs.

Offered 
here is a golden-tinted, satiny VF25 coin with strong remaining detail 
for the grade. Some old, light marks are apparent on Liberty’s portrait 
when viewed with a loupe but they are not significant. 

The 1901-S is one of the “big three” key dates in the Barber 
quarter series. Barber coinage was a workhorse of commerce in 
contemporary days, as few people preserved examples of any issue 
for numismatic purposes. Today, the Barber quarter series is replete 
with challenging acquisitions, but perhaps chief among them is the

3713 1923 MS67 Full Head PCGS. For most issues in the Standing 
Liberty quarter series, MS67 Full Head is the finest grade typically 
collectible. Such is the case with the 1923, even though this issue 
is plentiful in lower grades. PCGS has seen merely eight MS67 Full 
Head representatives and none finer. NGC lists two MS67 Full Head 
pieces and two MS68 Full Heads finer (2/19). It is important to note 
that no MS68 Full Head coin has ever appeared at auction. Even the 
magnificent Just Having Fun Collection piece, which holds the record 
auction price realized for a 1923 quarter, grades MS67 Full Head. 

This PCGS coin is an essential part of a high-ranking Registry 
Set. It is satiny and nearly brilliant, showing only a few flecks of 
russet toning in the margins. Typical of the 1923, the shield details 
are well brought up, although the 1 in the date is weaker than the 
other numerals. Liberty’s head, while decidedly full by grading 
standards, exhibits trivial weakness at the temple, which is an almost 
unavoidable characteristic of the 1923. No bothersome abrasions are 
noted and eye appeal is pleasing.

The Y in LIBERTY is cut 
over a star, the remnants of which remain visible and aid in variety 
attribution. According to Tompkins, one near-Mint example qualifies 
for the O-121 Condition Census, and Stephen Herrman reports that 
an AU50 was last offered in 2010, attesting to the conditional rarity 
of this 1795 die marriage. 

This well-struck Flowing Hair half dollar enjoys strong detail 
on the portrait, wings, and even on the breast feathers, which are 
faintly visible. All the peripheral elements are similarly strong. Mostly 
light silver with golden and gunmetal accents at the rims. Adjustment 
marks occur around the upper-right reverse border.

3715 1796 15 Stars, O-101, T-1, R.5, VF30 NGC. Amato-132. 
Tompkins Die State 5/1. The Draped Bust Small Eagle half dollar, 
bearing the dates 1796 or 1797, is one of the three keys to a 
collection of U.S. type coinage, the other two being the 1796 No 
Stars and 1808 quarter eagles. NGC reports 17 examples of the 1796 
15 Stars half dollar variety, four of which are in the Very Fine 20 to 
35 grade category and nine finer. PCGS shows 61 examples of the 15 
Stars variety, 21 of which grade Very Fine 20 to 35 and 14 pieces finer 
(2719), 

This VF30 offering displays golden-gray patination accented 
with whispers of deeper bluish-gray and soft rose. The design 
elements exhibit strong definition, including considerable detail on 
Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s wing and tail feathers. The devices are 
nicely centered on the planchet, and dentilation is sharp throughout. 
The surfaces are remarkably clean for a coin that saw moderate 
circulation, and neither side reveals adjustment marks. Indeed, we 
are hard pressed to locate pedigree identifiers, though a minute mark 
midway between star 7 and Liberty’s head will aid in this purpose, as 
will a light toning streak across Liberty’s portrait. The diagnostic crack 
visible on most 1796 15 Stars examples extends from the obverse rim 
at 5 o’clock through the drapery to stars 15, 14, and 13 to the rim at 
3 o'clock. 

This is a higher-end midgrade example of this numismatic rarity, 

and as such is sure to elicit spirited bidding. Moderately circulated, 
problem-free Small Eagle halves are not seen all that often. The 
advanced type or date/variety collector should capitalize on this 
infrequent opportunity.

Tompkins Die State 1/1. The right foot of T in STATES has a leaf tip 
directly below its serif to confirm the scarce O-102 die pair. Draped 
Bust half dollars with the Small Eagle reverse comprise one of the 
rarest types in all of the federal series, and a greatest challenge for 
collectors of early coinage by die variety. Four die marriages represent 
the entire 1796-1797 half dollar mintage — a mere 3,918 coins in 
all were struck by the fledgling Mint. Of the four varieties, the 1797 
O-102 die marriage is by far the most rare, with an estimated survival 
of about 30 pieces. 

The present coin once belonged to our colleague, numismatist 
and Heritage cataloger Dr. Jon Amato, who passed away in August, 
2017. Among his many numismatic writings and achievements, he 
authored the award-winning 2012 reference, The Draped Bust Half 
Dollars of 1796-1797: Numismatic Background and Census. In that 
book, he described this exact coin: 


“An Upstate New York Collector’s Specimen. Moderate 
mark midway between star 3 and third curl from the top. 
Horizontal pinscratch from bottom of neck curl into hair, 
in line with inner point of star 3. Minor rim ding above 
first T of STATES, and another above space between AM 
in AMERICA. Faint vertical staple scratch through right 
(facing) wing.” 


We note attractive gunmetal-gray toning that deepens into the 
margins, with lighter silver-gray patina on the raised devices. The 
coin is housed in an early generation, small ANACS holder.

3717 1797 O-102, T-2, High R.5 — Surfaces Smoothed — PCGS 
Genuine. XF Details. Amato Unlisted. The Overton-102 (T-2) 1797 
Small Eagle half dollars are always in demand as the rarest variety of 
the rarest design type in all of U.S. silver coinage. A total of 3,918 
Small Eagle halves were struck, about evenly split between the 
1796 and 1797-dated coins. Two varieties of 1797 halves exist, of 
which O-102 is by far the rarest. The late Dr. Jon P. Amato published 
a comprehensive Condition Census of 1796 and 1797 half dollars 
in his 2012 book, The Draped Bust Half Dollars of 1796-1797, 
Numismatic Background and Census. In that ambitious book, Dr. 
Amato identified just 35 1797 O-102 specimens. A few additional 
examples have come to light since that Condition Census was 
released, and the present coin ranks high among the newly recorded 
examples based on its sharpness. 

The frequently updated Census by Stephen Herrman is 
perhaps the most up-to-date snapshot of the finest O-102 pieces 
known. According to the Autumn, 2018 listing, the O-102 Census 
is 61,554+,55,50,50,40 as of (3/19). The XF40 in the Census is a 
net-graded coin by ANACS. 

This example shows solid XF sharpness throughout both sides. 
The surfaces are granular and microscopically porous, and the 
obverse is a bit subdued. Random tiny rim marks exist outside of 
stars 9 to 13, and some noticeable scratches run downward outside 
stars 11 to 14. The surfaces show traces of smoothing to minimize 
scratches and small marks in the obverse fields and on Liberty’s 
portrait. On the reverse, a few Mint-made adjustment marks radiate 
inward from the margins, plus some light pinscratches exist beneath 
the eagle's right wing. Faint hairlines from a past cleaning remain. 

In hand, the coin is sharp for the date and variety. No more 
than a handful of O-102 examples exceed it in that regard. This is an 
important opportunity for the variety specialist to obtain a visually 
impressive example of the rare and challenging variety. For many 
who seek to complete the rare superfecta of all four 1796-1797 Small 
Eagle varieties, it presents a chance to acquire the only true “stopper” 
in that short set, a major accomplishment achieved by only a small 
number of advanced early half collectors.

The 1801 half dollar 
overall is rare in Uncirculated condition and scarce in the upper 
AU grades.

3719 = 1805/4 O-101, T-4, R.3, MS65 NGC. CAC. Ex: “Col.” 
E.H.R. Green and Eric P. Newman Collection. This amazing Gem 
displays brilliant-silver mint luster that shines through deep golden- 
brown and iridescent toning on each side. The strike is exceptionally 
sharp and the surfaces are splendid, with only a few inconsequential 
handling marks. Here is an amazing Draped Bust, Heraldic Eagle half 
dollar — a true centerpiece for an extraordinary collection. Careful 
examination reveals faint obverse clash marks, yet no die cracks or 
polishing lines. The reverse also shows light die clashing, yet no other 
die defects. 

At least two unused obverse dies for half dollars were created 
with the 1804 date, confirmed by two different 1805/4 obverse dies 
that are known today. The O-101 and O-102 varieties share one of 
the obverses, and O-103 employs the other. While each of O-101 
and O-102 die pairs is more plentiful than O-103, only about 1,000 
pieces survive of all three varieties combined in all different grades. 
Of these, the Eric P. Newman specimen and the Eliasberg/Pogue 
specimen, both certified MS65, are easily the finest known 1805/4 
half dollars. We believe that the Newman and Eliasberg/Pogue coins 
are the only two Gem examples known today, and that they are in 
fact the two finest 1805 half dollars that exist of any variety. 


When we offered the Eliasberg coin in August 1998, that 
specimen was called the finest-known 1805/4 half dollar. The coin 
realized over $100,000 at a time when few coins reached the 
six-figure mark. It more recently brought $111,625 as part of the D. 
Brent Pogue Collection in May, 2015, certified MS65 PCGS. 

In comparison, the present coin last changed hands in Heritage’s 
ANA Signature Auction in August, 2014 for a record $152,945 as part 
of the Oliver Jung Collection. It had previously held the record of 
$152,750 when it appeared as part of our Eric P-, Newman Collection, 
Part Il (Heritage, 11/2013). It remains in its special Eric P. Newman 
holder as MS65 NGC, CAC. 

B. Max Mehl was fond of writing that the 1805/4 half dollar 
was “the closest a collector could come to an 1804 half dollar.” He 
was obviously making that statement in an attempt to borrow from 
the fame and fortune of the 1804 silver dollar. Today, the 1805/4 is 
well known to collectors and stands on its own merit as an important 
numismatic delicacy and an essential early type overdate. Silver 
deposits were minimal in 1804, as evidenced by the low production 
of dimes, quarters, and silver dollars (dated 1802 or 1803). There 
were no half dimes or half dollars minted in 1804, although half 
dollars were obviously intended. The finest certified 1805 Normal 
Date half dollars only reach the MS63 grade level, making the present 
coin arguably the finest 1805 half dollar available to collectors based 
on its outstanding pedigree and high grade (with CAC endorsement), 
and recent record-setting auction appearances.

Seldom seen in Mint State, this O-111 die marriage relatively available 
through the XF level, and moderately so in low About Uncirculated 
condition. This near-Mint example ranks third in the Tompkins 
Condition Census (or is tied for third), exceeded only by a single 
MS63+ and an MS61. This is the former Queller Family Collection 
coin and George “Buddy” Byers specimen — an impressive pedigree 
to accompany the notable sharpness and eye appeal. 

Rose-gold toning with pale-blue accents provide much of the 
visual allure. A sharp strike attends the central motifs, with the stars 
characteristically flat for this variety. Remnants of die clashing are 
most visible beneath Liberty’s chin. Much mint luster remains within 
the recesses of Liberty's hair and flanks the raised elements. There are 
no adjustment marks or significant abrasions — just a few tiny ticks 
here and there, certainly within expectations for the assigned grade. 
Only the slightest wear visits the high points. This is a special coin in 
an exceptional collector grade, sure to elicit strong bids from early 
half enthusiasts.

The final digit of the date was initially impressed upside down on this 
variety, and the remains of an undertype numeral are clearly visible 
below the primary 6. The Choice Mint State Norweb coin (though it 
exhibits a disturbing planchet flaw) is easily the finest known example 
of this die pair, although this former Eric P. Newman coin is well within 
the Condition Census for the variety, and certainly in the conversation 
for an even higher ranking in terms of eye appeal. 

The design elements are well-detailed, with some softness on 

Liberty’s drapery and the eagle’s right (facing) wing and tail. A bit 
of cabinet friction is noted on the wing tips, Liberty’s shoulder, and 
highest curls. The minimally marked surfaces are naturally toned in 
shades of gray, lavender, and golden-brown, with strong underlying 
mint luster. A cud has formed above TED in UNITED, adding cachet 
to the coin and confirming a middle-to-later die state. A faint die 
crack is seen above UN, the precursor to a full cud that develops 
in the latest die state. This lot is an important opportunity for the 
advanced variety collector.

The only Draped Bust halves that are 
marginally available in Mint State for type collectors are the 1806 
and 1807, and these are also the only dates in the series that exist in 
any meaningful quantity — even if small — at the Gem level. This 
Plus-graded 1807 is effectively the sole second-finest at PCGS, and 
it is a high Condition Census example of the O-105 die pairing. The 
only finer examples of the variety are an MS66 NGC coin and the D. 
Brent Pogue MS66 PCGS example (Stack’s Bowers, 5/2015), lot 1115, 
which realized a strong sum of $152,750. NGC lists one additional 
MS66 coin, an O-110 example that appeared in our FUN Signature 
sale (Heritage, 1/2016), lot 5363. 


This high-end MS65, however, carries the distinction of being 
one of only two Gems with a CAC endorsement — something not 
awarded to any finer example of the variety or date. This piece is 
also the first PCGS-graded Gem regular-issue 1807 Draped Bust half 
we have ever offered at auction, even though PCGS lists seven other 
non-Plus-graded MS65s (2/19). This coin displays a razor-sharp, even 
strike that defines all peripheral stars and the central reverse eagle 
and stars. Liberty’s portrait is equally bold. This frosty, lustrous coin 
showcases original mint luster. The interiors have light champagne 
toning, but the peripheries exhibit deep russet and gunmetal-blue 
hues that attractively frame the devices. Only a few trivial ticks are 
seen under a loupe. This die state shows both dies clashed with 
faint peripheral cracks. Later states of the reverse exhibit advanced 
deterioration, as this is that die’s only use. The obverse was later 
employed for O-106 and -107.

3724 1807 Capped Bust, Bearded Goddess, Large Stars, 50/20, 
O-111b, R.5, AU50 PCGS. Ex: Link. In many ways, the 1807 Bearded 
Goddess is the unchallenged “demand rarity” of all early Capped 
Bust varieties — and a star of the entire Lettered Edge half dollar 
series. It ranks high on the wantlists of innumerable Bust half and 
die anomaly enthusiasts. Overall, the 1807 O-111 die marriage is 
remarkable in many ways — not the least of which is its rarity in both 
the very early and very late die stages. The early, uncracked die state 
is undoubtedly rarer, but the late-state Bearded Goddess wins the 
popularity contest hands down. 

Less noticed but equally important, the denomination is 
blundered on the reverse, ostensibly a 5 over a mispunched 2, yet 
the real drawing card of this About Uncirculated coin is the long 
die crack that runs, Rasputin-like, between Liberty’s chin and chest. 
On this example, it is equally strong from the headband all the way 
toward the bottom rim, ending left of 1 in the date. A parallel crack 
curves through the left-hand stars. Mint luster remains in protected 
areas on both sides of this smoothly worn, silver-gray example. 
Silver highlights gleam at the margins and among the crevices of 
the central motifs. The devices are well-struck for the variety, visibly 
so on the eagle’s wings and neck, with only occasional high point 
incompleteness where light wear is seen. Rare this nice, arguably 
among the top half-dozen or so Bearded Goddess examples in the 
advanced die stage, and an important Guide Book variety (2/19).

This intensely frosted 
O-102a displays a wide halo of violet-gray toning at the margins, 
which frames shimmering, virtually untoned pearlescent centers. As 
with the majority of O-102 half dollars from the year, radial die cracks 
extend out from the obverse border at 12 o’clock and 6 o’clock and 
nearly bisect the portrait, forming a V-shaped junction — with die 
chips — where the cracks meet just below Liberty’s bow. 

Also on the obverse, the date shows recutting at the base of 
1, and 08 is noticeably closer than 180. The reverse is cracked as 
well,confirming the late die stage, while bits of sea-green color 
partially outline the eagle and decorate recesses between the shield 
stripes. This is a fantastic, high-end Gem 1808 Bust half regardless of 
die marriage, and certainly one of the finest-known O-102a examples 
extant.

The preservation of 
this exceptional 1808 Bust half is far superior to most other examples 
of the issue, regardless of variety. Indeed, this example is tied at the 
top of the Condition Census for the O-107 die marriage with one 
other coin (the early die state Eliasberg/Kaufman coin, graded MS66 
NGC). This is the late die state variant O-107a, showing a prominent 
rim-to-rim die crack extending across the obverse from star 5 to star 
9. 


Radiant, original luster illuminates dappled olive, lavender-gray, 
and champagne toning on each side. The central devices are well- 
defined, with moderate die fatigue evident around the peripheries 
— a legacy of the late die state. Multiple die cracks on the reverse 
suggest imminent die failure. We note only a faint strike-through or 
hair-thin scrape in front of Liberty’s neck, hidden in the toning. Variety 
is of little significance at the Premium Gem grade level, as any 1808 
half dollar is extremely rare this fine.

This is a smooth 
and beautifully toned Gem example of the scarce 1809 Overton-109b 
variety, which has an R.4 rating in the advanced die state. A strong die 
crack runs through the center of AMERICA and across the arrowhead 
tips, with die chipping visible along the way. Die state aside, it is the 
extraordinary luster, colorful and rich amber-gold toning framed by 
iridescent shades at the borders, and near-flawless preservation of 
this well-struck half that excels. It is the former Hain-Pogue coin, and 
joins the Ebsen-Worrell-Hamilton O-109a at the Gem level. In our 
opinion, the Hain-Pogue O-109b ranks behind only the outstanding 
Buddy Byers coin among the few Overton-109 examples to reach the 
Gem or finer grade, regardless of die state. 


This piece has the experimental III edge, as does the Byers coin 
— although there is some confusion about that. In the Byers sale (and 
in the Pogue catalog) the Byers coin is described as an XXX edge, 
but we have handled that coin as well, and it has the III edge device. 
At Gem or finer grades, such technical features are interesting but 
less important than the sheer beauty and quality of the coin. This 
wonderful 1809 speaks for itself in that regard, and we expect an 
appropriately strong result when the lot is called.

An impressive 
example of a surprisingly scarce die marriage, this is the finest- 
known O-104 regardless of die state. It represents an extremely early 
die marriage with bold obverse and reverse border details and no 
evidence of die cracks on either side. Highly lustrous satin surfaces 
display sky-blue and champagne toning that is evenly dispersed 
across both sides. The strike is sharp, with star 9 stubbornly flat at its 
center, as usually seen for the variety. 


Some angled die lines extend upward from the eagle’s left 
(facing) wing, occupying the space between the shoulder and neck. 
A small, smudgelike defect sits on the two top horizontal shield lines, 
left of the apex, to confirm the reverse die. When we last saw this 
coin, it was part of the outstanding Hamilton Collection, housed 
in an old MS63 PCGS holder with a Gold CAC label. It has since 
received a well-deserved upgrade.

Although plentiful, 
the O-103 variety is rarely seen without die clashing, which soon 
becomes heavy — especially in the left obverse field. This high-end 
Premium Gem example shows no die clashing on either side, and it 
is remarkable for that fact alone. Tall, well-dentilated rims surround 
smooth, hard surfaces, and the stars are well back from the edge 
suggesting the earliest of die states. The O-103 strike is a bit blurry at 
best even on the highest-graded examples, with softness at the ribbon 
clasp and the right-side stars.

The dies clashed early and often, and soon were lapped to 
create the equally interesting O-106a Single Leaf late die state. 


This Premium Gem example was struck from an intermediate 
die state, with die clashing visible and several diagnostic die cracks in 
evidence. A few stars are drawn just slightly toward the rim, while the 
reverse legend shows faint flowlines among the letters. The reverse 
dentils are slightly weak but complete. Traces of prooflike surface 
remain on both sides of this splendid coin, with lovely iridescence at 
the borders and glowing mint luster beneath attractive lilac-gray and 
translucent gold toning.

Kaufman/Link specimen, lightly toned in translucent slate-gray and 
vibrant gold hues. Attractive steel-blue accents at the borders join 
amazing cartwheel mint luster that flashes across the smooth and 
frosted surfaces. 


As always in the Bust half series, it is the overdates that attract 
most of the attention from collectors. Of the two 1820/19 varieties, 
the Square Base 2 O-101 is the scarcer type overall, yet it offers 
more high-grade Mint State examples. Leading the way are two Gem 
Uncirculated coins that historically vie for finest-known of the variety. 


The current piece competes at the top of the O-101 Condition 
Census with the former Suros/Pogue coin, which sold for $47,000 in 
Part Il of The D. Brent Pogue Collection (Stack’s Bowers — Sotheby’s, 
9/2015). Both coins at one time resided in MS66 NGC holders, and 
were subsequently reholdered by PCGS — the more deeply toned 
Pogue specimen as MS65+ PCGS, and this lightly toned coin as MS65 
PCGS.

On the reverse, AME in AMERICA 
are joined at the base. This example is beautifully preserved, with 
the frosted surfaces remarkably pristine even under magnification. 
Lovely multicolored peripheral toning surrounds warm golden-gray 
centers, imparted by an old album. The eagle’s talons and the obverse 
stars show slight weakness (a characteristic we have noticed on all 
Mint State examples of the variety), but the strike is otherwise sharp. 


The result is a truly outstanding coin for the date or type 
enthusiast. A number of 1825 half dollars are available in grades 
from MS62 through MS64, but at the Gem level the date becomes 
conditionally rare.

Apparently examples with the single reverse crack, 
which must be designated as O-104, are plentiful, while those with 
both cracks can be called O-104a, and they are quite rare. 

A distinctive feature of the reverse die is the horizontal crossbars 
in the shield that pass over the left shield border. Most reverse dies 
with crossbars extending to the left facing wing have those crossbars 
passing under the shield border. This delightful example has frosty 
champagne luster across brilliant silver surfaces with splashes of 
gold and blue peripheral toning.

A challenging die pair 
in all grades and die states, the O-114 — and the rare O-114’ — are 
not listed higher than MS65 in the current Steve Herrman revision 
(Autumn, 2018), nor does an example exceed MS65 in the Parsley 
reference. Yet here is a splendid MS66 example, beautifully toned 
in classic album-infused shades of deep blue at the borders, ceding 
to pearlescent gold at the centers, with deep and abiding mint luster 
throughout both sides. 

Seldom available in grades above About Uncirculated, the 
O-114 die marriage is rarely seen in any die state. The “prime” state 
with sharp obverse stars and no trace of filling of the upper N in 
UNITED is especially rare. This coin represents a more advanced die 
stage than the earliest strikes, with the upper stars rather flat, and 
all of the stars drawn to the edge.

Struck from an early 
state of the dies, and infinitely more desirable with a bold underdigit, 
this resplendent 1827/6 is tied with one other example for the finest 
O-102 certified. Amazingly, both coins were included in the D. Brent 
Pogue Collection, Part III auction. This coin is perhaps the more 
aesthetically pleasing of the two (depending on one’s individual 
preferences, because both are spectacular). A vibrant frame of golden 
toning at the margins surrounds frosted lilac-gray centers, punctuated 
with red, amber-orange, and violet accents. Three 1827/6 varieties 
exist among the 49 different die marriages for 1827 halves — O-101, 
O-102, and O-103. The O-103 variety is by far the rarest, with O-101 
and O-102 of about equal scarcity. At the MS66 grade level, all are 
rare. 

Most collectors opt for either an O-101 or O-102 to represent 
the overdate, since the outline of a remnant 6 is clearer on those 
varieties and high-grade pieces are more available. This coin is well- 
struck, with only slight weakness at the cap folds, and stars 7 to 13 
lack full details at their centers. The milling blurs only slightly on 
this high-grade example. A few tiny marks exist near Liberty’s ear 
and above the eagle’s head are visible with a loupe.

This obverse 
is paired with a reverse die showing a long, curved flag atop the 5 in 
the denomination — one of three uses in the year, along with O-106 
and O-107. The reverse die is not yet far enough along in die lapping 
to diagnose the later O-101a state.

This MS65 example is among the finest known of the variety with 
pleasing, turquoise-blue margins merging into reddish-gold hues and 
silver-gold centers on both sides of the coin. Clean, unabraded fields 
surround well-struck central devices, with the eagle especially bold 
and Liberty’s hair fully defined. Steve Herrman’s Autumn 2018 report 
shows this coin tied for second behind a single MS66 example in the 
Condition Census. 

The O-115 variety is identified by sharp stars cut close to the 
milling and by Star 7 pointing to the lower-half junction of the curl 
and headband. On the reverse, the shield extends into arrow feathers 
at the bottom and the lower-most arrowhead is recut near the shaft. A 
pair of pincer-like tines is visible at the tip of the branch stem above

Breen, the steam press had been the goal of Mint directors since 
1797, but “for a variety of reasons, no foundry in the USA could build 
a steam coinage press until 1836.” Actually, Thonnelier invented the 
press sought by the Mint in France. Philadelphians Merrick, Agnew, 
and Tyler imported the press in 1836. Franklin Peale of the U.S. 
Mint made improvements to the equipment, and after a limited trial 
mintage in 1836, more than 3.6 million half dollars were struck in 
1837. 


It is likely a number of these pieces were set aside by collectors, 
as several dozen 1837 Reeded Edge halves are known today in 
Gem and better grades. This Gem piece has the sharp strike one 
would expect from the closely monitored early operation of the new 
steam press, although it is less sharp at the top of Liberty’s cap and 
surrounding stars, and incomplete at CE of CENTS on the reverse. The 
coin displays lovely, variegated toning on each side with rich, softly 
frosted mint luster. A tight frame of blue toning encircles the reverse, 
while a dappling of the same blue covers the obverse.

Among the 
eight 1839 varieties identified by Dick Graham in his Reeded Edge 
halves reference, GR-7 is the most-available die marriage, but it is 
almost always seen in lesser grades — as are all 1839 Reeded Edge 
halves. Gem or finer coins are equally rare (or rarer) than the 1839- 
O, and only one coin is certified finer than the handful of Gem coins 
available from all varieties combined. 


This is a splendidly toned Gem, struck from an early die state 
with a diagnostic die line above Liberty’s eye that extends from the 
hair. Prominent die lumps below the bust tip and above the bust fade 
in later die states, but they are prominent on this coin. Sharply struck 
with thick mint frost, the surfaces display colorful iridescence that 
glows from both sides. Pale-blue and golden hues predominate, with 
subtle colors visible throughout the pearlescent fields and sharply 
struck devices.

3752 1887 WB-101 MS67 PCGS. CAC. Despite consistently low 
mintages throughout the 1880s, Uncirculated half dollars were set 
aside speculatively by collectors and dealers with an eye toward future 
profit. Such is the case for the 5,000 coins struck in 1887. Examples 
can be found with little trouble through near-Gem condition. Only in 
MS65 does the issue become rare, and the numerically finest coins 
top out at MS67 at both PCGS and NGC. 

Eugene Gardner called the 1880-era halves “eye candy,” and 
had one other MS67 example of the 1887, which realized $24,675 
as lot 30524 in our sale of the first installment of his collection 
in June 2014. This is a different coin with the Gardner pedigree, 
equally impressive, that displays uniform blue and rose toning on 
the obverse, with significant rose and green concentric color on the 
reverse. The surfaces show prooflikeness at the margins, tempered 
somewhat by the attractive toning that blankets each side. The strike 
is sharp overall, with a bit of weakness at Liberty’s top hair strands 
and the flanking stars. Three tiny marks exist near star 11, visible with 
magnification, although the fields are otherwise pristine. Beautiful, 
overtly original surfaces with unsurpassed preservation make this a 
must-have piece for advanced collectors and Registry specialists.

Very Rare Branch Mint Proof Striking 


3753 1892-0 SP66 * NGC. When Walter Breen compiled 
his definitive study of proof coinage in 1977 (updated in 1989), he 
included chapters covering branch mint proofs struck in New Orleans, 
San Francisco, Carson City, and Denver. Among New Orleans pieces 
were the 1895-O and 1898-O half dollars, the only two dates of the 
Barber half dollar series that he identified as proofs. Breen wrote: “Many 
of the employees of branch mints went to them from Philadelphia 
where they would have learned the techniques for making proofs. Any 
branch mint could have struck proofs, though there is no evidence that 
Charlotte or Dahlonega actually did. Facilities for buffing dies, strip, 
or blanks certainly existed, or could be improvised, and the trick of 
replacing a coin onto the lower die within the collar was well known.” 
Authentication as a true branch mint proof, according to Breen, was 
the same as for Philadelphia Mint proofs. 


The New Orleans Mint operated from 1838 until 1861, when 
it was closed at the beginning of the Civil War. During that period, 
numerous proofs were coined, beginning with the famous 1838-O half 
dollar. After the Mint reopened in 1879, a smaller number of branch 
mint proofs were produced, mostly Morgan dollars. 

Among Barber half dollars, a few amazing prooflike examples 
appeared in the Eliasberg Collection, including an 1892-O of nearly 
equal quality to the present piece and an 1897-O of undeniable beauty. 
The existence of two similar quality 1892-O half dollars actually seems 
to lend credence to the possibility of these pieces being intentional 
branch mint proofs. They were also the first Barber half dollars, and 
the first half dollars struck in New Orleans since 1861. Discussing the 
Eliasberg coin, Dave Bowers wrote: “It is not difficult to envision a 
scenario in which on the first day of striking this new design at the New 
Orleans Mint some special pieces were made for presentation.” 

This example was clearly minted with great care. The planchet 
was undoubtedly polished to a highly mirrored finish, and the dies also 
show some evidence of polishing or special preparation. The nearly 
perfect strike shows weakness only at the junction of the right shield 
edge and the wing, and on the right (facing) claw and arrow feathers. 
Nearly identical weakness can be seen in the plate of the Eliasberg 
coin, further indicating that the two pieces were probably struck at 
the same time. The obverse die is perfect, while a few faint die cracks 
are barely visible on the reverse. Such die cracks may suggest that 
the coin was struck after initial examples from the die pair, although 
another possibility is that the die actually cracked before it was used 
to strike any coins. Slight evidence of a double strike, especially on 
| a few reverse letters, lends further support to the branch mint proof 
Pig a a a hypothesis.

127 ie than any other 1892-O half dollar that we have seen, again with the 
enamel exception of the Eliasberg coin, and differ from any other Barber half 
dollar except the proofs. The coin is brilliant throughout, and the 
absence of color makes the finish of this piece accessible to all who 
view it. The fields are deep and shimmer with mirrorlike intensity, once 
again unlike the finish on any Barber half except a proof. The devices 
are frosted and, in fact, a Cameo designation would easily be justified. 

Certified as a Specimen by NGC, there is ample evidence to 

suggest that this special half dollar was intentionally struck for a special 
purpose, probably as a branch mint proof.

3760 1964 SMS SP67 PCGS. Certified by PCGS as a 1964 “SMS” 
Kennedy half dollar, this coin represents the rarest issue by far in the 
series. There has been much debate regarding whether or not these 
coins were originally issued in special sets, since they were never in 
any form of special Mint packaging, and official Special Mint Sets 
were not issued until 1965. “Sets” of 1964 coins, including special 
strikes of the cent through half dollar, first began appearing in Stack’s 
sales in the early 1990s. It is believed that most of those sets came 
from New York coin dealer Lester Merkin. 

The 1964 SMS Kennedy half dollar is struck on a 90% silver 
planchet, from a single pair of dies, showing much sharper detail 
than the regular issue and having a satiny surface texture. Die 
markers include: on the obverse, a tiny apostrophe-shaped lump 
of extra metal protruding from the bottom edge of the crosslet of 
the 4 in the date; on the reverse, a discernible die polishing line 
connecting the bottom tip of the lower crossbar of the (O)F to the 
A(MERICA), and another connecting the same crossbar of the (HAL) 
F to the rim near the D(OLLAR). This Superb Gem example exhibits 
all of those markers clearly. It is one of only about a dozen pieces 
known. Our detailed roster includes just 11 confirmed entries, plus a 
few additional appearances that may or may not represent additional 
coins. This piece displays luminous satin surfaces with near-flawless 
preservation, complementing needle-sharp definition on the devices. 
The obverse displays a dusting of lilac-gray and pale champagne 
toning, while the reverse is essentially brilliant. A beautiful example 
of the king of Kennedy half dollars.

Bowers Die State IV. The 1799/8 B-3, BB-141 die marriage is one of 
six major types required for a complete set of Guide Book varieties. 
The underdigit 8 is clearly visible beneath the second 9. The 15 Stars 
reverse die has seven stars in the top row, six in the second, and two 
in the third. The end stars in the top row are mostly hidden beneath 
enlarged clouds that the engraver expanded to cover his embarrassing 
mistake. All Heraldic Eagle silver dollars from 1798 through 1804 
display 13 stars on each side with a single exception: this reverse die 
used for 1799/8 B-3, BB-141 and 1799 B-4, BB-153. 

Die state analysis allows us to determine sequencing of the 
BB-141 and BB-153 varieties. This is the latest die state seen for the 
B-3, BB-141 die marriage. The reverse has several peripheral cracks, 
including a terminal one below the left upright of the M to the right 
(facing) wing that do not appear on BB-153 representatives, proving 
that this overdate was struck after the Normal Date 1799 B-4, BB-153 
die variety. 

Even more significant, this is the finest known 1799/8 15 Stars 
Reverse dollar. The 1993 Bowers-Borckardt Si/ver Dollar Encyclopedia 
recorded an MS64, three MS63s, and 10 MS60s under Notable 
Specimens. The 2013 Encyclopedia shortened and modified the list 
to two MS6@4s and four MS63s. A more up-to-date roster includes this 
MS64+ representative, followed by three near-Gems and a similar 
number of Select Uncirculated survivors (2/19). 


Both sides of this spectacular Draped Bust dollar exhibit frosty 
mint luster beneath splashes of mottled blue, violet and golden patina. 
Hints of lime-green and strawberry-red patina are further apparent 
under magnification. The right obverse field shows faint evidence of 
die sinking, with some indistinct details at the opposing point on the 
reverse.

“Bowers Die State 
III.” An unlisted die state with UNITED clashed along the left-side 
stars. BB-184 shows doubling on the R in LIBERTY and a defect 
on the E in AMERICA. In 1800, the reported silver dollar mintage 
amounted to 220,920 coins, and 16 die pairs have been identified. 
Production quality is better for this year than previous ones, with 
survivors showing fewer adjustment marks and better strike definition 
on average. Nevertheless, Mint State representatives are rare with 46 
total Uncirculated submissions at NGC and PCGS combined for all 
1800 dollars, regardless of variety. Probably multiple duplications are 
included in those figures. Bowers lists a single MS63 example finer 
than this piece on his Condition Census for the BB-184 die marriage, 
though no MS6@2 is included. 

This is a lightly toned example with pinpoint sharpness around 
the borders. The central devices are just a touch incomplete and 
have some high-point contact that limits the grade. Antique golden- 
gray patina graces each side without limiting or subduing the partial 
mint luster that remains.

3764 1870-CC MS62 PCGS. OC-9, Low R.4. Osburn-Cushing 
Die State a/a. To think that 12,462 silver dollars would require nine 
die pairs seems to fail the “reasonability test,” even if it was the first 
year of operations at the Carson City Mint. It stands to reason that 
coins were struck on multiple occasions throughout the year, rather 
than in a single production run. With each brief striking period, dies 
appear to have been freshly polished and the planchets may have 
been polished as well, since nearly all 1870-CC dollars show signs 
of careful mintage. The few Uncirculated pieces that exist are nearly 
always prooflike, and any example certified MS62 or finer tends to be 
a showpiece. 

According to the 2018 Osburn-Cushing reference, the present 
example comes from the final die pair in the emission sequence. 
Neither the obverse nor the reverse die was used on any other variety 
for the year. Attractive dappled-gold toning covers the reflective 
silver surfaces, with only a few tiny handling marks and a crisp strike 
throughout. The reverse is narrowly strike doubled, visible at the olive 
leaves and legends. This is an exceptionally pleasing example of the 
rare first-year issue, sure to bring strong bids from multiple Seated 
dollar enthusiasts and Carson City specialists.

3765 1860 PR65 Cameo PCGS. CAC. OC-P1, R.2. Scarce and 
often underrated as a circulation strike, the 1860 Seated dollar proofs 
are equally challenging in Gem or finer grades. A single set of proof 
dies was later used for some circulation strikes, a source of confusion 
between the two formats. PCGS has identified this coin as a proof, 
and it is indeed struck from the only proof dies. The strike is sharp but 
not full, with slight weakness of the upper hair strands on Liberty’s 
head and some rounding on stars 4 to 6. 

Visually, the coin is a hands-down Gem proof, with glassy- 
mirrored fields and frosted devices for strong cameo contrast. A 
curious depression crosses the eagle’s beak, apparently a strike- 
through (surely seen by PCGS but not mentioned), and there is a 
thin, short abrasion through the first S in STATES. The coin is brilliant 
throughout both sides with flashy fields and outstanding eye appeal.

1877-CC Trade Dollar, MS65 
High Condition Census Rarity 


3766 = 1877-CC MS65 NGC. The Trade dollar was a success in the 
Orient, particularly with China, which by 1877 preferred the U.S. 
dollar over the long-prestigious Mexican dollar. Foreign demand for 
Trade dollars from San Francisco averaged over 687,000 coins per 
month, and occasionally far more. The Mint Director’s Annual Report 
of 1877, stated in part: 





“On the first of October last there were several hundred 
thousand Mexican dollars held by bankers in San Francisco. 
One of these bankers telegraphed to London asking the 
price at which Mexican dollars could be sold in that city, 
and received an answer that there was no demand for that 
coin for export, and it was being used for melting purposes. 
At the same time the Chinese residents in San Francisco 
were paying for trade-dollars 2 per cent above the price of 
Mexican dollars in London, both coins being nearly equal 
in intrinsic value. This shows a decided preference for the 
trade-dollar.” 


The newfound prestige of the Trade dollar with Chinese trade ports 
was rooted in the heavy silver weight of the coins, which exceeded the 
equivalent in U.S. subsidiary coinage by about 8.5%. This made the 
coins highly competitive with the Mexican dollar but unsuitable for 
domestic circulation. The Annual Report stated: 


“The trade-dollar has of late entered to some extent into 
domestic circulation, and this for the reason that, from time 
to time since United Stated notes have appreciated nearly 
to par with gold, holders of silver bullion have been able to 
have the same manufactured into these coins, and exchange 
them at par for United States notes with a small profit. This 
fact, on becoming known, was regarded as indicating that 
the trade-dollar coinage was, for the time being (October 
last) in excess of the export demand, and led to the issuing 
of an order by the Secretary of the Treasury to temporarily 
intermit the receipt of deposits at the mints for these coins.” 


Trade dollar coinage at Carson City in 1877 amounted to 534,000 
pieces, intended solely for export according to the law. Many were 
exported, but some domestic circulation occurred, supplying a number 
of worn coins for numismatists to acquire today. Numerous chopmarked 
pieces exist, having survived a trip to China in the 19th century without 
being melted, which was the fate of most exported dollars. 

Where the 1877-CC Trade dollar becomes a collecting challenge 
is in Mint State, particularly above MS63 where it is genuinely rare. The 
Condition Census includes three coins — this MS65 NGC example, 
a numerically equal PCGS coin, and a Premium Gem PCGS coin 
(3/19). The MS66 has never appeared at auction. The MS65 PCGS 
coin appeared twice, first in the Dallas Signature (Heritage, 11/2005), 
lot 2267, where it realized $69,000, and second in the recent FUN 
Signature (Heritage, 1/2019), lot 4537, where is realized a record price 
for the issue of $78,000. 


This remarkable example has satiny luster that displays uniform 
lavender-gray and champagne hues with no distracting abrasions. There 
are no areas of notable strike weakness, and eye appeal is pleasing. 
This is one of only a handful of high-end 1877-CC Trade dollars that 
managed to escape both export to China and domestic circulation. It 
may be years before an example of similar quality again appears at 
auction.

Accordingly, a series-record mintage of 1,987 proof Trade dollars 
was accomplished that year, to satisfy collector demand. Despite 
the generous production total, relatively few examples have survived 
with Deep Cameo surfaces. This delightful Premium Gem offers 
razor-sharp definition on all design elements and the deeply mirrored 
fields contrast profoundly with the richly frosted devices. The mostly 
brilliant surfaces are impeccably preserved, with a few hints of pale 
gold and lavender toning.

Moreover, 
PCGS lists a paltry six finer coins (2/19), which most collectors will 
find out of reach, even if they can be located. 

This lustrous Gem displays untoned surfaces and semiprooflike 
fields.

Apparently most 
or all of the 3.2 million examples struck at the San Francisco Mint 
that year entered circulation as relatively few have survived in Mint 
State. PCGS and NGC, combined, have certified just 806 examples 
that grade MS60 or finer.

3775 —1884-S MS62 NGC. Production of Morgan dollars at the San 
Francisco Mint was a relatively modest 3.2 million pieces in 1884, 
down considerably from the 6.2 million examples struck the previous 
year. Many coins were released into circulation in the 19th century, 
and the issue is not difficult to locate in circulated grades today. Mint 
State coins are a much different story. It seems that few high-quality 
specimens were saved by contemporary collectors and the coins held 
in government storage were probably melted under the provisions of 
the Pittman Act in 1918.

3776 ~=1884-S MS63+ PCGS. CAC. “The amount of gold and silver 
received for coinage or manufacture into bars varied but slightly from 
that deposited during the previous year. The coinage of silver was 
about the same, but a greater proportion than heretofore was coined 
at the Philadelphia and New Orleans Mints. The San Francisco Mint 
was principally engaged in the coinage of gold bullion.” — The Mint 
Director’s Annual Report, June 30, 1884. 
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Silver dollar coinage at the San Francisco Mint in 1884 totaled 
3.2 million pieces, approximately half of the previous year’s mintage 
and the lowest production total of S-mint Morgan dollars since 
the inception of the series in 1878. Silver bullion purchases at the 
West Coast branch mint were diminished during the fiscal year “in 
consequence of the accumulation of silver coins at San Francisco.” 
Silver dollars especially were stock-piled. Including coinage from all 
mints, in October 1884, the Treasury held in reserve more than 142 
million silver dollars, of which more than 45 million were in excess 
of the total certificates outstanding. By contrast, only a little more 
than 40 million standard silver dollars were “in circulation,” meaning 
outside of the Treasury’s control. 

Nonetheless, circulation seems to be where the bulk of the 
1884-S dollar mintage went, and any quantities held in reserve 
were likely melted decades later under the terms of the Pittman 
Act of 1918. Worn survivors are plentiful and bring only a modest 
premium in low grades. However, in Mint State, the 1884-S dollar is 
challenging to locate, and it is decidedly scarce in MS63 and finer 
condition. CAC-approved coins in these grades are undeniably rare. 

This Plus-graded coin showcases radiant cartwheel luster 
beneath a delicate champagne hue. Deeper tinges of amber toning 
are present around the borders, and there are remarkably few 
distinguished abrasions for the grade. A few faint grazes in the left 
obverse field appear to be all that prevent an MS64 designation. This 
piece is generally well-struck, although some faint, diagonal roller 
marks (mint made) are not fully struck out of Liberty’s cheek. Eye 
appeal is spectacular for the issue and the grade. Population: 59 in 63

These pieces are highly sought-after for Registry Sets, and 
only a handful are recognized for high-end quality with a CAC green 
label. This is one of those pieces. Arguably, the only finer 1890-O 
dollar known is a lone MS66 Deep Mirror Prooflike coin at PCGS. This 
Prooflike piece is deeply reflective in the fields, although a cartwheel 
effect remains evident in-hand.

Q. David Bowers 
offers several interesting comments about the 1891 -O issue, including 
this take on prooflike pieces: “Quite a few prooflike and partially 
prooflike coins exist, many of which are well struck (an exception 
to the general rule for 1891-O). DMPL coins exist, some well struck, 
others not.” 


The Bowers quote highlights two key aspects of the challenge 
posed by 1891-O Morgan dollars: strikes are often poor, and while 
Bowers is correct that Deep Mirror Prooflike examples “exist,” they 
are far from numerous, with only a few dozen such pieces certified— 
certainly not enough to meet demand. Add in the complication of 
condition rarity, and it is little wonder that Gem examples with Deep 
Mirror Prooflike surfaces should be so elusive. 

This piece has light layers of gold-gray toning over the deeply 
mirrored fields. The mildly frosted design elements are well, but not 
fully, struck. Heavy mint frost is not the norm for this New Orleans 
issue, regardless of the condition of the dies, but this piece exhibits 
bold field/device contrast. A few small marks visit the obverse, but 
the only defect warranting individual mention is on the reverse, 
where it seems to form an underline to the E in STATES. Overall eye 
appeal is terrific.

The present example likely traded as Mint State prior to the advent 
of third-party grading and certification. The devices show a hint of 
rub on the obverse high points and a mere touch of clouding of the 
otherwise intact luster.

3789  1893-CC MS64 PCGS. The Carson City Mint shut down their 
coinage presses in 1893 after producing 769,402 coins with a face 
value of $1,485,040. The total included 677,000 Morgan dollars, 
60,000 half eagles, 14,000 eagles, and 18,402 double eagles. The 
same year that this coin was minted, Augustus G. Heaton published 
A Treatise on the Coinage of the United States Branch Mints: 


“As the new mint at Philadelphia will have a capacity equal 
to all existing United States Mints, it is probable that others 
will be greatly restricted or even abolished in no long 
time, and that mint marks will not only cease as an annual 
expense, but be a treasure in time to those who have the 
foresight to collect them now.” 


Heaton’s words were prophetic, as the Carson City Mint ceased 
coinage operations in June 1893 with the silver dollar production. 
Charlotte and Dahlonega had closed at the beginning of the Civil 
War, and New Orleans would halt production just 16 years after 
Heaton’s work was published. 

This Choice Mint State example is an extraordinary representative 
of the final Carson City coinage, featuring brilliant silver surfaces, 
excellent design definition, trivial grade-consistent marks, and satin 
luster. PCGS has only certified 15 numerically finer examples of this 
issue (3/19).

Silver dollar production at Carson 
City in 1893 produced consistent six-figure deliveries through May 
of that year, but coinage operations were ceased on May 23, marking 
the end of Morgan dollar coinage with the coveted CC mintmark. 
Some coins entered circulation, and large quantities of others went 
into long-term storage at the Carson City Mint building until 1899, 
when they were transferred to San Francisco and the Treasury building 
in Washington D.C. In A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, fifth 
edition, Q. David Bowers writes that bags of Carson City dollars, 
which likely included 1893-CC coins, were paid out to public with 
little numismatic interest through the 1920s. By the time of the GSA 
sales of the early 1970s, only a single 1893-CC dollar remained in 
government vaults. 


This near-Gem survivor of the final Carson City Morgan displays 
radiant, untoned mint luster and remarkably few abrasions. The 
central sharpness is impressive considering the reputation of this 
issue to be deficiently struck.

The 1893-CC dollar is an issue that 
is hard for collectors to resist since it has so much going for it. It is 
the final year of issue for the Carson City mint, it has a relatively 
low mintage of 677,000 pieces, and better-grade Uncirculated pieces 
are a semikey issue in the Morgan series. Two problems are widely 
known by collectors for this issue, weakness of strike and pervasive 
bagmarks. This particular coin is fully struck in the centers, unlike 
many Mint State survivors. The surfaces do show a number of small 
abrasions and breaks in the luster, but the effect is largely subdued by 
the light golden-rose toning seen over each side. For most collectors, 
the 1893-CC is unattainable in higher grades.

The strike is good considering the mint and era of origin, and the 
distributed minor obverse grazes are insufficient to challenge the 
grade. The reverse field is well-preserved, and the eagle’s breast is 
void of obtrusive marks. This piece is mildly prooflike, a feature rarely 
noted on the 1893-O, which has the lowest New Orleans production 
of the type. Among O-mint issues, only the 1895-O is scarcer overall.

Mints that year. Records indicate a token mintage of 12,000 business- 
strike examples was accomplished at the Philadelphia Mint, but none 
have ever been seen by numismatists. The New Orleans facility struck 
a small total of 450,000 pieces and the San Francisco production was 
even more limited, at a meager 400,000 specimens. 

The 1895-S can be found in lower Mint State grades, as a few 
bags were released from the San Francisco Mint in the 1942-1950 
time frame, but the issue was not well-represented in the Treasury 
releases of the 1960s.

Me OF torage and handling, and a number of pieces were damaged by an

improper coin counting device. Although the issue is usually seen 
with a decent strike and attractive mint luster, excessive bag marks 
and surface abrasions severely limit the supply of high grade pieces. 
Accordingly, the 1895-S is an elusive issue in high grade and one of 
the keys to the Morgan dollar series. 

The present coin appeared previously in lot 5039 of the 
FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2009). At that time, the PCGS holder 
pedigreed the coin to prominent Morgan dollar specialist Wayne 
Miller. Miller had an outstanding eye for quality and formed one of 
the finest collections of Morgan dollars of all time. A Miller pedigree 
is a mark of distinction for any Morgan dollar. The design elements of 
this Plus-graded Premium Gem are sharply detailed throughout and 
the devices are richly frosted, providing bold cameo contrast with the 
reflective fields.

Despite 
an impressive mintage of nearly 7 million coins, few have survived 
in any Mint State grade. Rather than the usual “strike and store” 
policy that affected most Morgan dollar issues, these coins were 
actually placed into circulation at the time of issue. Examples held in 
government storage almost certainly met their fate under the Pittman 
Act of 1918. 

In his Silver Dollar Encyclopedia, David Bowers described the 
typical Mint State 1901 Morgan dollar: 


“Most Mint State 1901 dollars are poorly struck and have 
inadequate luster. A coin that is MS-60 to MS-62 from a 
technical viewpoint, can be dull and unattractive. As it this 
were not enough, most show unsightly bagmarks. ... higher 
grade Mint State dollars exist but are exceedingly rare. The 
typical specialist in silver dollars will often find that years 
elapse between stocking coins in as high as MS-63 grade. 
Forget about MS-64 and MS-65.” 


For the collector who has a serious interest in this piece, we 
recommend reading the above comments while viewing the coin in 
person. The following will be noted: While not fully struck, it is a 
clear exception to the usual rule of poorly struck coins. Only one 
or two bag marks are visible on each side, none “unsightly.” Not 
only does this piece display adequate luster, it is highly lustrous, fully 
brilliant, and most attractive. This is an attractive near-Gem 1901 
Morgan silver dollar, a conditionally rare and highly desirable coin. 
It is almost exactly the opposite of the usually seen representative of 
this date.

This is the lone MS67 in 
this contrast category at NGC. It is tied with one other at PCGS.

Each side of this dramatically mirrored and impressively 
frosted New Orleans Registry coin features a thin, dusky overlay 
with only the faintest hints of color around the upper-left obverse 
border.

However, over the decades 
many have been cleaned; remember, it wasn’t always the case that 
collectors and dealers valued originality. The results are predictable 
with just a handful of proofs from this year that still survive with 
intact, uncleaned surfaces. This particular coin shows the attributes of 
original 1882s when they are found. The strike details are completely 
defined over each side. Also, the depth of mirroring in the fields 
is profound, which gives the frosted devices a cameo contrast on 
each side. What prevents a Cameo designation, however, are the 
rings of iridescent color that encircle both obverse and reverse. 
An exceptionally attractive, early proof Morgan and impossible to 
upgrade.

We last handled a PR67 specimen 
in the Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 5-6/2012), lot 4450, which 
realized $17,250.

3808 1890 PR67+ Cameo NGC. Bimetallism works in a financial 
system when gold and silver are legal tender at a fixed ratio to each 
other. When one metal fluctuates in value independently of the other, 
opportunities for arbitrage exist and traders seek to take advantage of 
the differing prices for the same asset — for example, Treasury Notes 
redeemable for either silver or gold. In 1890, the ratio of silver to 
gold declined from 16:1 to 20:1, and soon a run to exchange Treasury 
Notes for gold was rampant. Still, the Mint pounded out silver dollars 
by the tens of millions. Financial panic loomed. The Mint reduced the 
number of proofs to a near all-time low of just 590 pieces. 

This Superb Gem Cameo proof is a resplendent relic of 
those turbulent days. The serene portrait of Liberty is frosted and 
unblemished, set on mirrorlike reflective fields. Metaphorically, the 
silver surfaces are restrained by a thin band of gold at the rims, a sign 
of the times.

The repeal of the Sherman 
Silver Purchase Act had a profound effect on the business-strike 
mintage of Morgan dollars in 1893, but the Philadelphia Mint still 
produced a more-or-less average sized proof mintage of 792 pieces 
to satisfy collector demand. The proofs were delivered quarterly, 
with the biggest batches in March and December. Some coins are 
softly struck, as the dies were spaced too far apart. However, this 
spectacular Plus-graded Superb Gem exhibits razor-sharp definition 
on all design elements, and the deeply mirrored fields contrast 
profoundly with the richly frosted devices to create an intense cameo 
effect.

King of the Morgan Dollars 


3810 1895 PR63 PCGS. CAC. Morgan silver dollars have long 
captivated numismatists for their size, heft, and their almost euphoric 
connection to the “Old West,” where the denomination circulated in 
the late 19th century. However, the “king of the Morgan dollars” is 
not one of the historic Carson City issues, nor one of the low-mintage 
San Francisco keys, but rather a Philadelphia proof — a coin whose 
only real tie to 19th century history is the heraldry it has received 
among numismatists from the earliest days of its existence. 


In 1895, the Mint struck 880 proof Morgan dollars for 
distribution in the annual silver proof sets. However, unlike in other 
years, plans to strike circulation coins came and went with, at most, 
a brief “hurrah” that never even made it out of the Mint. Mint records 
indicate that 12,000 circulation strikes were made, but none have 
ever been known to collectors. It is often debated whether or not 
the coins were actually struck (and later melted) or if their “coinage” 
was nothing more than an accounting error on the Mint’s books. 
Contemporary numismatists, such as the Chapman brothers, believed 
that no circulation strikes were ever produced. Modern research 
clouds the water on this point, but with no circulation strikes known, 
one inherent fact remains: the 1895 Morgan dollar is only known in 
proof format. And therein lies its status as the “king of the Morgan 
dollars.” That proof mintage of 880 coins is the effective grand total 
mintage of the date, making this far and away the lowest-availability 
Morgan dollar overall. 


Extant 1895 proofs run the gamut of numeric grades, and for a 
price, an example in most grades will eventually be made available. 
However, the availability of a piece is always met with feverish 
bidding in a live auction. In A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars, 
fifth edition, Q. David Bowers writes: “The ownership of an attractive 
Proof is a fine thing to contemplate.” 


The Select example offered here is one of only nine for the grade 
with CAC endorsement. Each side displays deep orange-gold, lilac, 
and blue-gray toning that masks any grade-limiting hairlines. The 
strike is sharp, and luster on the central devices is satiny.

No Business Strikes Known 


3811 1895 PR63 PCGS. CAC. According to Mint records, a modest 
mintage of 12,000 business-strike Morgan dollars was accomplished 
in 1895, accompanied by a normal-size production of 880 proofs. 
The fate of the regular-issue dollars is a numismatic enigma of the 
first order, as not one example has ever surfaced. Some numismatists 
believe the business strikes never existed and the reported mintage 
figures are simply clerical errors. Others believe the coins were struck 
and stored in Treasury vaults until 1918, when the entire mintage 
was destroyed under the provisions of the Pittman Act. In any case, 
the 1895 Morgan dollar is essentially a proof-only issue which has 
always experienced intense collector demand. 

The elusive nature of the 1895 issue was recognized almost 
immediately by contemporary numismatists and the 1895 proof sets 
began appearing at auction within months of the time of issue. The 
cataloger singled out the rarity of the dollar in the description of lot 
161 of the F. Merritt Alden Collection (S.H. & H. Chapman, 4/1896), 
“1895 Brilliant proof set. Dollar rare.” By 1898, collector George 
Rice was speculating that no business-strike coins had ever been 
struck in the pages of The Numismatist. The rarity of this date has 
become more and more evident, with the growth in popularity of the 
Morgan dollar series in recent times. Today, the 1895 is recognized 
as one of the two most important keys to the series, along with the 
1893-S. The 1895 is often called the King of the Morgan Dollars. 

The present coin is an impressive Select proof, with razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements. The lightly marked surfaces include 
hazily reflective fields, under low-intensity shades of pale gold and 
lavender toning. Only trivial signs of contact are evident on close

3812 1895 PR64 Cameo PCGS. The Morgan dollar is a favorite 
series in American numismatics, and for good reason. A host of issues 
are available in high grades, while others are collectible in circulated 
condition but become major rarities in Mint State. A number of 
issues, like the 1889-CC and 1893-S are moderately available but 
subject to intense demand because of their attractive low mintages. 
This creates a interesting blend of obtainable and elusive issues that 
keep collectors searching. 

Then there is the 1895, perhaps the most enigmatic emission in 
the entire set. Philadelphia Mint records show that 12,880 Morgan 
dollars were struck in 1895, including 880 proofs. That leaves 
12,000 circulation strikes that were supposedly manufactured. There 
is only one problem: No such coins have ever been located. Over 
time, researchers drew various conclusions. Some thought the coins

Many 
examples have Cameo surfaces. Speaking of the 1898 Morgan dollar 
proofs, Mike Fuljenz notes, “This date was probably the best made in 
the entire series.”

Congress authorized the gold 
dollar in March 1849. The denomination was struck sporadically at 
the San Francisco Mint from 1854 through 1860, and then again in 
1870, after which gold dollars were struck at the Philadelphia Mint 
only. The 1854-S is not only the first-year issue from this mint, it is 
also the only San Francisco issue of the Type One design. Just 14,632 
pieces were struck.

However, the thinner planchet also caused strike problems, 
and the Type Two design was quickly replaced in 1856 with a lower 
relief Liberty portrait. 


Type Two gold dollars in Gem condition are scarce and highly 
sought-after. This first-year example shimmers beneath a_ light, 
revealing original peach-gold and honey hues. The coin is fairly well 
struck for the type and presents outstanding eye appeal worthy of 
the finest gold dollar collection.

3817 1860 PR65 Cameo NGC. JD-1, R.6. The Philadelphia Mint 
was early in its new policy of offering proofs to the general public for 
greater than face value, which may explain the high mintage of 154 
gold dollar proofs dated 1860. The 1859 gold dollar mintage was 
80 proofs (sold in sets at face value), and the Mint might logically 
expect an increase in sales — although it seems unlikely the sales 
would almost double. Perhaps the gold dollar proofs were touted as 
Christmas gifts. 

This is a glittering Gem Cameo proof, with glassy-smooth 
mirrored fields and nicely frosted devices. Attractive, medium-gold 
color contrasts boldly with the raised elements, while the only 
mentionable abrasions include a trio of faint slide marks on Liberty’s 
cheek, visible with a loupe. The 2018 John Dannreuther reference 
for proof gold estimates 18 to 20 1860 proofs survive, while the 
Bowers’ reference indicates as many as 30 pieces may exist in all 
proof formats.

3818 1860 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. JD-1, R.6. Numismatics 
was on the upswing in 1860, although somewhat distracted by the 
prospect of war. The art of coin collecting in its modern form was in its 
infancy, and the first few collectors of American coinage were largely 
focused on the “old copper” cents and half cents, Colonial coinage, 
and Washingtonia. 

From that perspective, the Mint’s reported production of 154 
proof gold dollars seems unusually large. especially with only 25 to 35 
pieces that survive today. John Dannreuther’s recent research is even 
more conservative, estimating the number of 1860 proofs that survive 
at 18 to 20 known, and supported by a detailed roster to that effect. 


Bowers notes that “perhaps Proofs were also distributed 
elsewhere, such as when the Japanese ambassador visited the Mint and 
received a full Proof set of the year, and others in his retinue possibly 
received single Proofs.” Dannreuther quotes R.W. Julian’s research that 
“the excess 1860 and 1861 gold proofs were sent to Melter and Refiner 
in January 1862 and consigned to the melting pots.” 


The present Premium Gem Ultra Cameo is the sole finest in this 
classification at NGC, and none are finer (3/19). The finest Deep Cameo 
at PCGS is also a sole PR66 coin. This piece is deeply contrasted with 
appealing medium yellow-gold color and thick mint frost against an 
absolute minimum of post-Mint marks. A couple of tiny lint marks in 
the field are as struck, as is a small indented planchet defect on the 
leaf left of the bow. Isolated areas of “orange peel effect” exist, due to 
overheating of the planchet.

Although the mintage 
of 1861 proof gold dollars is recorded as 349 pieces the great 
majority was apparently melted as unsold, leaving few extant 
specimens. Walter Breen in his 1988 Encyclopedia says “probably 
fewer than 25 survive, some impaired.” NGC/PCGS population data 
are more or less in line with Breen’s estimates—the two services have 
graded 34 examples, 12 of which are Cameos (a number of these are 
undoubtedly resubmissions). John Dannreuther’s table of significant 
examples includes 17 pieces, apparently all different examples. 
Immaculately preserved brass-gold surfaces greet the observer of 
this gorgeous Superb Gem. An exacting strike delivers crisp definition 
to the frosted design elements that stand out against the mirrored 
fields. This is a wonderful example of this Civil War era specimen 
that is sure to draw serious attention from aficionados of proof gold 
coinage.

The only die pair for 
the year. A lustrous honey-gold specimen with distinctive green and 
rose overtones, this satiny specimen has a typical strike with design 
weakness in the usual locations, especially on the left (facing) leg 
on the reverse. The surfaces have few abrasions, and the overall 
eye appeal is exceptional. In his 2008 reference on Charlotte Mint 
gold, Doug Winter writes: “Due to a number of reasons, this date 
is typically found in lower grades than most other Charlotte quarter 
eagles.” He estimates that only four to six Mint State examples of the 
1844-C survive from a total existing population of 150 to 175 coins.

The Ultimate Gold Rush Souvenir 


3821 1848 CAL. AU53 PCGS. It is widely believed that the 
1892 Columbian Exposition half dollar represents the inaugural 
commemorative issue in United States numismatics, but one must go 
back 44 years for the veritable first-year souvenir coinage issue: the 
1848 CAL. quarter eagle. 

James Marshall’s discovery of gold on John Sutter’s property in 
January 1848 had unprecedented effects on the economy, political 
landscape, and demographics of the United States and shaped its 
history as few events have. Recognizing the massive changes about to 
take place, President James Polk announced in his December 5, 1848 
annual address: 


“The accounts of the abundance of gold in that territory 
are of such an extraordinary character as would scarcely 
command belief were they not corroborated by the 
authentic reports of officers in the public service who have 
visited the mineral district and derived the facts which they 
detail from personal observation.” 


Three days later on December 8 the first deposit of California 
gold arrived at the Philadelphia Mint. It was delivered by David 
Garter and amounted to 1,804.49 ounces after assaying. The next 
day, December 9, another 228 ounces of .894 fine gold arrived at 
the Mint, sent by R.B. Mason, Jr. from California. Regarding that 
delivery, Secretary of War W.L. Marcy wrote to Mint Director Robert 
M. Patterson: 


“If the metal is found to be pure gold, as | doubt not that 
it will be, | request you to reserve enough of it for two 
medals ordered by Congress and not yet completed, and 
the remainder, with the exception of one or two small 
bars, | wish to have coined and sent with the bars to this 
department. As many may wish to procure specimens 
made with California gold, by exchanging other coin for it, 
| would suggest that it be made into quarter eagles with a 
distinguishing mark on each ... .” 


After a month’s delay related to assaying the gold and having 
the coins struck and impressed with the CAL. stamp above the eagle’s 
head, the commemorative quarter eagles were ready on January 5, 
1849. These were made from the 228 ounces delivered December 9, 
while the two medals to which Marcy referred were struck from gold 
received the day before. It is believed that 1,389 counterstamped 
quarter eagle were struck and that about 150, certainly no more than 
200 pieces survive. 


This AU53 representative in an old green holder features 
undeniable prooflike reflectivity in the fields. Strike detail is pinpoint- 
sharp around the borders and shows a touch of softness on the 
eagle’s neck and left leg, and on Liberty’s middle curls. Specks of 
deep reddish patina on the obverse complement rich yellow-gold 
color overall. Small marks are trivial. An important example of our 
country’s first commemorative coin and the ultimate Gold Rush 
souvenir.

Beginning in 1902, the Mint 
altered its process for finishing proof dies such that the devices 
seldom produced a cameo effect on the struck coin. Less than 10% 
of the 1902 proof quarter eagles reported by PCGS have a Cameo 
designation, and no Deep Cameos are reported. In their gold 
Encyclopedia, Garrett and Guth write that “most of the coins seen 
are less than superb.”

It showcases a needle-sharp 
strike and rich orange-gold color with wisps of brighter silvery hues 
throughout. Both sides have modest field-device contrast, particularly 
the reverse.

3823 1907 PR65 PCGS. JD-1, R.4. The proof 1907 quarter eagle 
comes from a mintage of 154 coins, making it moderately collectible 
among proof Liberty Head gold issues. However, it is not as plentiful 
as the certification totals suggest. The combined PCGS and NGC 
certified population exceeds the mintage total by 76 coins. It is 
likely that the actual survivorship of this issue is about half what the 
certified total is, as John Dannreuther suggests: “100 to 120 known.” 


The Gem proof offered here displays a full strike and satiny 
devices, with deep mirroring in the fields. The bright yellow-gold 
color is attractive. Strong cameo contrast is apparent on the reverse, 
although the obverse is less well contrasted and prevents a Cameo 
designation from PCGS.

Most of the Indian quarter eagles known 
in MS66 are dated 1908 or 1925-D. The 1911, along with many other 
issues, is a grand rarity in such fine condition. This is a Condition 
Census example. NGC reports just seven other MS66 pieces (one of 
which is Star-designated) and PCGS lists only one; neither service 
reports a finer coin (3/19). This example represents possibly the single 
most important opportunity for Registry Set collectors of this sale. 
The NGC Set Registry lists some 534 Indian quarter eagle circulation 
strike sets. The highest-ranked of these almost all share a common 
denominator: they contain a 1911 in MS66. Top-grade examples 
of this issue are synonymous with top-tier quality in the NGC Set 
Registry. The present example offers glistening satin luster and 
original honey-gold color. The strike is sharp, and the preservation is, 
in a word: exceptional.

3825 1911-D MS64 NGC. According to Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth, writing in their Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins: “The 1911-D 
Indian Head quarter eagle is the key to the series in all grades. It 
boasts not only the lowest mintage (by far), but few examples were 
saved at the time of issue. Most of the survivors are in lower Mint State 
grades, and even those often show areas of minor friction on Liberty’s 
cheek.” This near-Gem is obviously unworn. Each side exhibits crisp 
definition, including on the often-indistinguishable mintmark. Rose- 
gold color and satiny mint luster blend over well-preserved surfaces, 
with the usual partial wire rim along the upper obverse border. The 
only notable abrasions occur above and behind the eagle’s head.

3826 1911-D MS64 PCGS. Strong D. A mintage of only 55,680 
quarter eagles was accomplished at the Denver Mint in 1911, and the 
denomination would not be coined there again until 1914. The Mint 
Director’s Annual Report for the fiscal year 1911, stated in part: 


“The gold quarter eagle is a coin for which there is no 
demand for business uses. There is a call for them each 
year, about the holiday season, for gift purposes, and during 
the remainder of the year they drift back to the Treasury.” 


The 1911-D is the key date in the Indian quarter eagle series, 
but since commercial use of this denomination was limited, many 
Uncirculated survivors are known. Even so, most grade MS63 
or lower. This Choice example is among the finest coins typically 
available to collectors, as Gems are decidedly rare — only 26 such 
pieces are reported at PCGS (11/18). This near-Gem is sharply 
struck and has a strong mintmark. Luster is wheat-gold in color and 
attractively shimmers across each side.

3827 1911-D MS64 NGC. The 55,680-piece mintage is by far 
the lowest of the series, although there are a couple of Indian Head 
quarter eagles that are marginally scarcer in high Uncirculated grades. 
Overall, the 1911-D is by far the rarest issue in all grades combined. 
Demand is unrelenting for any 1911-D, and those who prefer to wait 
for a particularly high-end coin should pay close attention to this 
near-Gem example. 


A diagnostic raised wire rim encompasses the entire right side 
of the coin (a good indicator of a bold strike), while the all-important 
mintmark is razor-sharp, as is the eagle’s feather definition and the 
Indian’s headdress. Sparkling orange-gold color radiates from both 
sides, with eye appeal seldom seen for this challenging Denver mint 
issue. A loupe reveals only a few tiny marks, and most of those are 
tiny planchet irregularities.

3828 1914 MS65 NGC. No Indian quarter eagle issue is truly 
rare in the absolute sense, although the 1911-D is a key date in all 
grades because of its low mintage. However, this does not hold true 
for the series in Gem condition. In MS65, there are three significant 
condition rarities that pose an obstacle for the collector seeking to 
complete a Gem date and mintmark collection: the 1911-D, 1914, 
and 1914-D. The 1911-D is the rarest Indian quarter eagle in MS65, 
but the two 1914 issues are not much more available. Between the 
two, the Philadelphia coin appears at auction slightly less frequently 
in Gem and better grades than the Denver issue. 


This Gem 1914 Indian quarter eagle displays luminous wheat- 
gold mint luster that is devoid of bothersome abrasions. The strike is 
sharp and eye appeal is outstanding.

Indian quarter eagles are one of 
the most widely collected gold series in American numismatics, with 
few stoppers and a relatively short production run. The Philadelphia 
Mint was the most regular coiner of this series in each production 
year, but in 1914, only 240,000 pieces were struck — the lowest 
mintage in the series after the key-date 1911-D. This Gem displays 
frosty wheat-gold mint luster and a bold strike.

At the Gem grade level, the date becomes a 
rarity in the context of the series, and here ranks as the third rarest 
date overall (trailing only the 1911-D and the 1914-D). The design 
elements are sharply struck throughout, though one could make a 
technical exception for the lowest headdress feather which ill-defined 
in select areas. The luster is satiny and honey-gold in color, and the 
well-preserved surfaces are fully deserving of the assigned Gem 
grade.

3831 1909 PR64 PCGS. JD-1, High R.4. The PCGS estimate 
of fewer than 100 survivors for the 1909 proof quarter eagle is 
generous, likely based off of the certified population, which includes 
111 submissions at PCGS and NGC combined. John Dannreuther 
estimates a much smaller survivorship of just 50 to 60 pieces. He 
writes in United States Proof Coins, Volume IV: Gold, “The change 
to the Satin (or Roman, as they are also called) style for Proofs in 
1909 also saw the mintage drop significantly to 139 coins with the 
number sold reported as 78.” This is more consistent with the auction 
appearance rate of this issue. Since our Permanent Auction Archives 
began in 1993, we have handled a 1909 proof quarter eagle on only 
27 occasions, including some reappearances of individual coins. 

This near-Gem example displays razor-sharp definition and 
luminous straw-gold surfaces. Neither side has mentionable 
imperfections.

Tied for Finest at PCGS 
Incredibly Rare This Fine 


3832 1914 PR67+ PCGS. CAC. JD-1, Low R.5. Proof Indian 
quarter eagle production dropped off toward the end of the short- 
lived matte proof series. Contemporary collectors were uninspired by 
the sandblast finish and interest in proof gold coins fizzled. In 1914, 
the Mint used a coarser sand for the sandblast finishing process. 
Walter Breen wrote in his Proof Encyclopedia: “Coarse sandblast 
finish, darker than 1913. Under a microscope the facets appear larger 
than on 1913.” John Dannreuther supports this assessment in his 
recent reference work, United States Proof Coins, Volume IV: Gold: 
“The darker finish seen on 1914 quarter eagles is the result of coarser 
sand used in the sandblasting procedure.” 

Collector orders for proof quarter eagles in 1914 brought about 
the coinage of only 117 coins, of which perhaps only 70 to 80 pieces 
survive today. The combined PCGS and NGC certified population of 
134 coins is highly inflated by resubmissions. Since our Permanent 
Auction Archives began in 1993, Heritage has handled a proof 
1914 quarter eagle on only 23 occasions, including reappearances 
of some individual pieces. Nine of those 23 offerings have been 
Superb Gems, albeit all certified by NGC. This is the first PCGS- 
graded Superb Gem proof that we have handled, and it is only the 
second CAC-approved example we have seen in this grade. The only 
comparable past offering in our archives is the PR67+ NGC CAC coin 
in the Central States Signature (Heritage, 4/2015), lot 5281, which 
realized $64,625. That is an auction record for this issue, and the 
PCGS twin offered here could easily surpass it. 

This coin displays pristine matte surfaces with rich olive-gold 
color. The sharpness is superb and eye appeal is outstanding. PCGS 
lists one other PR67+ coin but none finer. This piece is also one of the 
three finest 1914 proof quarter eagles with CAC endorsement. A true 
prize for the Indian gold collector. Population: 4 in 67 (2 in 67+), 0 
finer.

3833 1915 PR67 NGC. Proof Indian quarter eagles were struck 
for the last time in 1915, when a meager mintage of 100 coins was 
produced. The 1915 is considered the key to the proof series, as it 
is the most elusive issue in absolute terms and the second rarest in 
high grade. It is likely that some proofs went unsold and were either 
melted or released into circulation after the end of the year. In The 
Gold Indians of Bela Lyon Pratt, Allan Schein estimates the surviving 
population at no more than 60 examples in all grades. 

This magnificent Superb Gem proof exhibits razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements and the impeccably preserved 
orange-gold surfaces show the flat matte luster typical of the series.

1854-D AU50 PCGS. Variety 1-A. A small mintage of 1,120 
three dollar gold pieces was accomplished at the Dahlonega Mint in 
1854, the first year of the denomination. As things worked out, it was 
also the last, and only, year three dollar gold coins were struck at the 
famous Southern mint, making the issue a “must-have” for branch 
mint type collectors and series specialists alike. Most examples seen 
are in the VF-AU grade range and Mint State specimens are sought- 
after rarities. The coin offered here is an impressive AU specimen 
with well-detailed design elements that exhibit just a touch of wear 
on the high points. Some clash marks are evident on both sides. The 
lightly abraded orange-gold surfaces retain traces of original mint 
luster.

Variety 1-A. The three dollar gold piece 
went into production in 1854 at three mints — Philadelphia, New 
Orleans, and Dahlonega. San Francisco began producing gold three 
dollar pieces in 1855, albeit sporadically. As for the New Orleans and 
Dahlonega, the 1854 coinages were to be the only production of the 
odd denomination at those facilities. By far the lowest mintage of the 
two belongs to the D-mint coin: just 1,120 pieces. Dahlonega gold 
authority Doug Winter estimates that fewer than 175 pieces survive 
in all grades today. The issue is prohibitively rare in Mint State, and 
attractive AU coins are auction highlights whenever offered. 


The present coin displays satiny honey-gold surfaces with hints 
of luster in the protected areas. Central sharpness is good, although 
the borders are weakly defined.

It is one of 24,000 examples 
struck, all from the same set of dies. The variety attribution merely 
refers to the die state in this case. The 1854-O is available in the 
absolute sense, but ever-strong demand drives prices at the near-Mint 
level. Uncirculated survivors are genuinely rare. 

This AU58 has bright straw-gold surfaces with partial mint 
luster. Strongly detailed aside from the previously mentioned lapping 
on 85 in the date and the ribbon below. Small abrasions peppered 
throughout. The NGC Census reports 24 finer submissions (2/19).

3837 1854-O MS61 NGC. Variety 2. As the only three dollar 
gold piece struck at the New Orleans Mint, the 1854-O is a popular 
one-year type coin, from a mintage of 24,000 pieces. Only one pair 
of dies was used to strike the entire production, but Doug Winter 
notes two different die states, traditionally identified as Variety 1 
and Variety 2. This coin represents the late die state Variety 2, with 
extensive lapping on the ribbon knot. The 1854-O is not as difficult 
to locate as the mintage figure would suggest, but collector demand 
far outstrips the supply for this issue and the 1854-O is rare in Mint 
State grades. 

This attractive MS61 example exhibits well-detailed design 
elements, with just a trace of softness on the curls below LIBERTY 
and some incomplete detail on the reverse, due to the noted lapping.

Most of 
the coins were released into circulation in the hard-money economy 
of the Western United States, where they suffered extensive wear 
and attrition over the years. Q. David Bowers estimates the surviving 
population at 100-130 examples in all grades, with the average grade 
in the VF range.

The present coin is an impressive MS60 specimen, with well- 
detailed design elements and pleasing greenish gold surfaces that 
show a mix of satiny mint luster and prooflike reflectivity in the fields.

Lightly circulated or impaired pieces are occasionally seen, but in 
Mint State this coin is a great rarity. NGC lists only 27 Uncirculated 
submissions, with the most common grade being MS61 (likely inflated 
by resubmissions). This collectible MS60 coin has bright yellow-gold 
surfaces and semireflective fields. The strike is impressively sharp, 
and grade-limiting abrasions are relatively light and unobtrusive to 
the naked eye.

3844 1873 Closed 3, MS62 Prooflike NGC. The two major 
varieties of 1873 three dollar gold pieces are the Closed (or Close) 3 
and the Open 3. We use Closed 3 here due to numismatic tradition 
that began with Harry X Boosel, although the term Close 3 is more 
appropriate as the loops of the 3 are clearly separated. The 1873 
three dollar issue is a great rarity, although the original mintage figure 
remains unknown. The Mint Report records 25 proofs as the only 
coins of the denomination struck during the year. That is clearly 
incorrect as a larger number of circulation strikes are known today. 
NGC has certified 51 pieces, including seven that are prooflike 
(3/19), 

One of those prooflike pieces is the coin offered here, tied for 
third finest of the prooflike specimens behind two numerically finer 
Prooflike examples at NGC. This pleasing piece has brilliant yellow- 
gold surfaces with scattered marks and a few minor hairlines on the 
mirrored fields. The devices lack full detail, but show strong luster 
with exceptional contrast. This piece would fit nicely in an otherwise 
proof collection of three dollar gold pieces.

3845 1877 MS61 PCGS. Ex: South Texas. Sandwiched between 
the high mintage 1874 and 1878 three dollar gold issues are the proof- 
only 1875 and 1876 productions, and the low-mintage 1877, from 
a business-strike production of only 1,468 coins. The Smithsonian 
Institution has just one example that is graded AU58 Prooflike. This 
specimen from the South Texas collection is slightly finer at MS61. 
Although the contrast is undesignated, this example has mirrored 
straw-gold fields with splashes of pale blue and light orange toning. 
A glass is required to see the trivial hairlines and surface marks on this 
impressive piece.

3846 1878 MS66 NGC. The Mint miscalculated the public’s 
desire to exchange paper money for gold coin. In an offer not made 
since 1861, anyone could exchange paper bills for gold at par — 
causing the Mint to shore up its supply of three dollar pieces at the 
end of December 1878. When the right of exchange commenced on 
January 1, 1879, the public preferred paper currency, and more than 
82,000 three dollar gold pieces, freshly minted, remained in bank 
vaults. Some were returned to the Treasury in mint bags and were 
melted, while the rest just sat around, waiting for the price of gold to 
increase. 


The 1878 is well-known for its scintillating, jewel-like surfaces 
in high grades — a characteristic shared by this outstanding Premium 
Gem example. Pleasing wheat-gold color is deeply immersed in mint 
luster and coruscated, with frosted surfaces that lock in the brilliant 
shine.

1854 three dollar gold pieces struck is uncertain; we know of at least 
15 coins that were delivered to the Secretary of the Treasury in late 
April 1854, but it is possible that a few more were produced later in the 
year, after business strike production began in early May. The combined 
NGC and PCGS certified populations count only 15 coins (3/19), likely 
including at least a few resubmissions. We estimate only about 10 
to 12 examples are extant, one of which permanently resides in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Our archives show only eight previous offerings of this first-year 
proof issue in the past decade. The present piece is numerically the 
lowest-grade example we have handled, and it is an ideal opportunity 
for the budget-minded collector to acquire this extremely rare proof 
issue. The design elements are fully brought up and are set against a 
deeply mirrored, straw-gold backdrop that delivers excellent visual 
appeal.

3852 1864 PR64+ Cameo PCGS. CAC. JD-1, High R.6. Ex: 
Friend. The 1864 three dollar gold piece is an elusive issue as a 
date. According to Mint records, only 2,630 regular-issue examples 
were struck at the Philadelphia Mint, accompanied by 50 proofs. 
No coins were produced at the branch mints and few high-quality 
business strikes were saved for numismatic purposes. Although the 
proof mintage was more than adequate to satisfy collector demand, 
which was quite small at the time, the rarity of high-grade business- 
strikes put intense pressure on the small supply of proofs as the hobby 
expanded in later years. 


There were many reasons for the decreased demand for proofs 
in 1864. The economic and political uncertainties of the Civil War 
caused widespread hoarding of all precious metal coinage, which 
was seldom seen in circulation during the war years. As a result, the 
U.S. government suspended specie payments late in 1861, and did 
not resume them until 1879. This policy prevented the Mint from 
accepting the government's own paper money at par in exchange 
for gold. Two options were open to collectors who wished to acquire 
gold proof sets during this era, neither of them very attractive. They 
could choose to pay in greenbacks at an exorbitant premium, or they 
could pay in gold, which usually meant dealing with a bullion broker 
to acquire the necessary gold coins, also at a substantial premium. 

The proofing charge (first instituted in 1860), and postage, etc., 
continued to apply, as well. The complicated and expensive ordering 
process discouraged all but the most committed collectors at a time 
when most people had more serious demands on their personal 
finances. It is doubtful that all 50 gold proof sets produced in 1864 
were actually distributed, as the normal mintage in surrounding years 
was on the order of 25-35 sets, and there is no reason to believe 
more than that number were sold in 1864. The unsold remainder was 
probably melted after the end of the year. PCGS CoinFacts estimates 
the surviving population at 25-35 examples in all grades, as the 
survival rate seems to have been higher for the three dollar coins 
than for the other denominations of the year. Frequency of auction 
appearances indicates the issue may be scarcer than population data 
suggests, however, and Q. David Bowers estimates only 11-14 proofs 
are extant. John Dannreuther offers an estimate of 14 to 16 coins. 


The present example shows the diagnostic date placement, 
slightly left of the position on business strikes, and an unintended 
area of die polish on the neck, near Liberty’s hair. The vivid orange- 
gold surfaces show just a touch of the orange-peel texture evident on 
the best proofs of this era. The design elements are sharply detailed, 
with diagnostic doubling on the ribbon bow. The frosty devices 
contrast boldly with the deeply mirrored fields and the well-preserved 
surfaces show only a few minor signs of contact. Population: 2 in 64

The date is centered below DOLLAR, with the upright of the 1 
below the left base of the first L. Two restrikes (circa 1869-1870) exist 
from different dies, showing the date further left with an upward cant 
to the right. John Dannreuther estimates that only 12 to 14 original 
proofs survive. Duplication is likely represented in the 21 coins 
reported by NGC and PCGS. We have previously handled a proof 
1865 three dollar gold piece on only four occasions. Two of those 
appearances were more than two decades ago. The other two were 
in the recent FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2019), lots 4640 and 4641. 
One of those coins was a JD-1 Original, graded PR60 NGC, the 
other a JD-2 Restrike, graded PR61 NGC. This Gem Cameo Original 
surpasses them both by leaps and bounds in terms of quality. 


Bright yellow-gold surfaces yield sharp, frosty design elements 
and liquidlike glimmering fields.

3854 1867 PR66 Cameo NGC. JD-1, High R.6. The 1867 three 
dollar gold has long been a rarity within the series in both proof and 
circulation strike format, although its rarity as a proof is far greater than 
often realized. Proof coinage in 1867 occurred on two occasions, in 
March and July, with deliveries of 25 proofs each time. All 50 pieces 
were struck from a single die pair, which is easily differentiated from 
the circulation strike dies by the placement of the date — on the 
proof, the upright of the 1 in the date is under the base of the first 
L in DOLLAR, whereas the circulation strike shows the date further 
left. Walter Breen, in his Proof Encyclopedia, listed proofs from two 
different die pairs, but recent studies by John Dannreuther suggest 
that one of Breen’s varieties merely constitutes prooflike business 
strikes, which have been confused with proofs in the past. 


PCGS estimates a generous survivorship of 25 to 30 coins. The 
combined certified population lists 23 submissions in all grades, 
including possible duplication. Dannreuther’s estimate of 14 to 16 
coins is in agreement with the auction appearance rate of this issue. 
Since our Permanent Auction Archives began in 1993, we have 
handled a proof 1867 three dollar gold piece on only 14 previous 
occasions, including three prior appearances of the Premium Gem 
Cameo offered here, plus six appearances of a single impaired coin. 
In fact, this specific coin is one of only three different problem-free 
1867 proofs that we have handled during the past two decades, and 
it is by far the finest. Such is the rarity of the 1867 proof three dollar 
piece. 


Both sides of this stellar coin are covered in rich, mellow orange- 
gold coloration, with highly reflective fields and well-frosted devices 
creating noticeable contrast. There are a few tiny strike-throughs 
on the obverse, which serve as pedigree markers for such a high- 
grade gold proof. Strike-throughs of this nature are common on 1867 
proofs. This will be a prize acquisition for the advanced proof gold 
collector.

3855 1872 PR63 PCGS. JD-1, R.6. The Philadelphia Mint struck 
only a few circulation strikes (2,000 pieces) and a mere 30 proofs 
in 1872. The Dannreuther proof gold reference indicates a few 
additional proofs may have been struck by the Mint at the request 
of collectors and dealers. A high proof percentage survives, although 
in absolute terms it is still a small number, and the proofs are rare. 
The date on circulation strikes is positioned slightly higher and left 
than the date on proofs, and obverse die characteristics are different 
as well, so prooflike 1872 circulation strikes should not be confused 
with true proofs. 

This Select coin meets all the proof die criteria. Gleaming 
sun-gold color radiates from mirrored fields, and the strike is sharp, 
particularly on the obverse. Unpolished areas within the openings of 
some letters in the legend and inside the ribbon loops are typical of 
the proof dies. Some minor cloudiness in the left obverse field and 
above DOLLARS exists, but there are no other mentionable marks or 
distractions for the assigned grade. Eye appeal is undeniably strong.

Only 13 to 18 Pieces Believed Known 


3856 1873 Open 3 PR62 PCGS. JD-1, Low R.7. Proof 1873 three 
dollar gold pieces are decidedly rare. This issue is known with both 
the Closed and Open 3 date types, although the Closed 3 variant is 
the rarer of the two with only four to six pieces believed known. In 
The United States $3 Gold Pieces, Dave Bowers and Doug Winter 
estimate that 13 to 18 Open 3 proofs survive. 

Mint records indicate a coinage of 25 proofs, struck in February 
1873, and no circulation strikes. It is unclear if the reported proofs 
were Closed 3 or Open 3 coins, or perhaps a combination. Bowers 
and Winter suggest additional proofs were struck later in the year, 
as evidenced by a rusted die state of the Open 3 coin. Others have 
suggested that some coins are restrikes of later years. Despite a lack of 
Mint documentation, circulation strikes are also known, all showing 
the Closed 3 logotype. 

The rarity of the proof 1873 issue is not always fully 
appreciated. Since our Permanent Auction Archives began in 1993, 
we have handled an 1873 proof on only eight occasions, including 
reappearances of individual pieces. This is the only Open 3 proof 
that we have handled in more than a decade, and we have not seen 
a Closed 3 proof since 2011. This PR62 Open 3 coin is sharp and 
deeply mirrored in the fields. Hairlines on each side limit the grade 
but none are particularly bothersome. Eye appeal is outstanding for 
the PR62 level, although the sheer rarity of this coin is its primary 
appeal. Population: 4 in 62, 8 finer (3/19).

Similar to the 1875 
three dollar gold pieces, the 1876 issue was produced in proof-only 
format. Each of the two issues are necessities for date collectors (with 
no circulation strikes available), and in strong demand. The official 
1876 proof mintage is 45 pieces, although the actual mintage may be 
may be between 60 and 75 pieces. No definitive count is possible — 
PCGS reports 46 grading events, and NGC another 29 certifications 
(3/19) — perhaps extra proofs were struck for the Centennial. John 
Dannreuther reports Virgil Brand once owned 16 1876 proof three 
dollar gold pieces (!). 

This example is attractive with rich, orange-gold color. The 
surfaces retain much reflectivity despite signs of minimal circulation 
and light friction in the fields. The strike lacks sharpness on Liberty’s 
curls and the bowknot, where both areas show light wear. The tallest 
point of the bowknot points directly at the upright of 7 in the date, 
confirming the JD-1 die pair.

Dannreuther Die State c/b. Several faint die marks connect the TE in 
UNITED to the dentils in this die state. Although BD-3 is the only use 
of this reverse die, it is not currently documented with a terminal die 
state. At the early Mint, working dies were frequently used until they 
were heavily cracked. It is presumed that the BD-3 reverse must have 
failed quickly, resulting in few or no coins struck during the terminal 
period. The obverse die, by contrast was employed for BD-2, -3, and 
-4, before an obverse crack led to its retirement. 

BD-3 is a plentiful variety among early half eagles. In fact, it is 
believed that BD-3 represents up to one third of all surviving 1795 
Small Eagle fives, all 12 die varieties included. In Early U.S. Gold 
Coin Varieties, John Dannreuther writes: “Although this is a common 
variety of 1795 Small Eagle coinage, one must realize common is a 
very relative term. Even if there are 200 extant for this die pairing, it 
is still a rare coin.” 

BD-3 is especially sought-after in the upper AU and in Mint 
State grades as a type coin to represent the Small Eagle design and 
the first year of gold coinage at the early Mint. This coin is one of just 
two Plus-graded AU58 pieces at PCGS (3/19). It boasts a sharp central 
strike on Liberty’s hair curls with slight high-point wear on the eagle’s 
head. The borders are also well-defined, and in the peripheries the 
fields display attractive prooflike mirroring beneath a light. This bright 
yellow-gold coin has outstanding eye appeal and no distracting 
abrasions.

1795 half eagle marriages, less than 50 examples are known. Light 
yellow-gold surfaces exhibit peripheral orange toning. Both sides 
have old scratches and myriad surface marks of varying degree.

3861 1795 Large Eagle, BD-15, High R.5, AU53 PCGS. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State b/c, displaying branching die cracks on the 
lower reverse. The 1795 Heraldic Eagle (or Large Eagle) five dollar 
gold pieces were all struck in mid-to-late 1797 or possibly in 1798. 
The issue was certainly struck after the 1797 BD-5 coins according 
to the Bass-Dannreuther reference, but the exact striking sequence is 
unknown. Perhaps as many as 500 to 1,000 pieces were produced of 
the BD-15 die pair, but only 30 to 35 coins are estimated to survive. 


The date is recut, most obviously on the 1(7)95. The 9 is 
positioned lower than the other numerals. On the reverse, the A of 
AMERICA is diagnostic, sitting on wing feather 4 unlike any other 
1795 Large Eagle variety. Multiple die breaks are seen through and 
around the eagle’s tail. The obverse die state is confirmed by a lengthy 
crack that starts at the edge near star 10 and proceeds down through 
the hat, hair, and to the neck. 

No 1795 Large Eagle fives appear at auction with any frequency, 
although the occasional opportunity does arise. When it comes, the 
chances are it will be an offering of the BD-15 variety to be pursued 
not only by date and variety collectors, but also by those who need a 
1795 example for type. 

Sharp detail remains throughout the surfaces of this appealing, 
green-gold coin. The fields display prooflike reflectivity in sheltered 
areas — especially on the margins surrounding the stars and legend. 
Liberty’s cap and hair strands are boldly detailed. The eagle shows 
a touch of the usual weakness at the head, neck, and scroll center. 
The wings and wingtips, shield, and talons are crisp and frosted. The 
fields and devices show only minor abrasions commensurate with 
the About Uncirculated designation. Early gold specialists of all 
disciplines will be on high alert when this attractive lot is called.

On the reverse, die cracks are evident at the 
R in AMERICA, and the | and D in UNITED, but the crack through the 
bottom of the shield has not yet formed. On the obverse, the bisecting 
die crack of the terminal die state (e/c) is beginning, visible to the left 
of the 1 in the date and behind Liberty’s cap. The crack through the 
IBER in LIBERTY is carried over from previous uses of this obverse die 
for BD-2, -3, and -4. The only half eagles struck from this obverse die 
that do not show the IBER crack are early examples of BD-2. 

BD-5 is one of the three moderately plentiful 1800 half eagle 
varieties, with an estimated survivorship of 175 to 250 pieces in all 
grades.

Regardless of variety, any 1800 half eagle is a rarity 
in MS63, and in MS64, only a handful of pieces are certified at PCGS.

Offered here is a lustrous near-Gem with satiny yellow-gold 
mint luster and a hint of field reflectivity. An even, well-centered 
strike brings out the border stars and most central details, although 
trivial weakness is noted on the horizontal shield lines below the 
eagle’s neck.

BD-1 is the most plentiful 1805 half eagle variety, with as 
many as 225 pieces believed extant, according to John Dannreuther 
in Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties. Although a common date among 
early gold issues, the 1805 half eagle is conditionally scarce in MS63 
and rare finer. All varieties combined, we have previously handled a 
Select example of this date on only 16 occasions with a comparably 
small number of finer pieces. Much more often seen are AU-level 
coins, many of which are impaired. 


The piece offered here displays softly frosted yellow-gold luster 
and an even strike. No adjustment marks are seen at the borders 
but a few do appear on the upper hair curls of the obverse portrait.

According to Mint records, 
a substantial mintage of 64,093 Capped Bust Right half eagles was 
struck in 1806, with six die varieties known for the date. Five varieties 
have a Pointed 6 in the date and one, BD-6, represented by this coin, 
features a Knob 6. The BD-6 is an available variety, with a surviving 
population of 600-900 examples in all grades. The 2019 Guide Book 
notes the BD-6 accounted for 54,417 pieces of the reported mintage. 


The present coin is a spectacular Select example, with 
well-detailed design elements that show just a touch of the usual 
softness at the juncture of the shield and the left (facing) wing.

This near-Gem displays frosty, luminous mint 
luster and bright yellow-gold coloration. Only a few light grazes are 
visible beneath a loupe, giving this piece outstanding eye appeal. The 
strike is razor-sharp. 


We have seen only a handful of 1807 Bust Left fives so fine in 
recent years.

The weight and gold content of all U.S. gold coins 
was reduced in 1834, to bring their intrinsic value in line with their 
face value. This measure achieved the desired effect of restoring gold 
coinage to circulation for the first time since 1821. To signify the 
change in specifications, the design of the half eagle and quarter 
eagle was changed to the Classic Head motif. A substantial mintage 
of 657,460 was accomplished, making the issue reasonably available 
in lower Mint State grades today. The issue becomes scarce at the 
MS64 grade level, however. 

This attractive Choice example displays well-detailed design 
elements, with a touch of the usual softness at the left (facing) shield 
border and the curls near the ear.

However, 
all aspects of availability become irrelevant at the Gem grade level, 
where the 1834 Plain 4 five joins the other Philadelphia issues as 
a major condition rarity. NGC and PCGS combined report only 18 
submissions in MS65 and finer condition, including likely duplication 
or crossovers.

The present coin is a happy exception to the rule, as the sharply 
detailed design elements have enough mint frost to create a noticeable 
cameo effect against the deeply reflective fields. The pleasing yellow- 
gold surfaces are well-preserved and overall visual appeal is terrific.

Bela Lyon Pratt’s sunken relief Indian Head design debuted 
in 1909, the same year that the New Orleans Mint ceased coinage 
operations for the last time. There were a few months of overlap, 
however, where New Orleans struck 34,200 Indian Head fives. These 
coins represented the only coinage of Indian gold at the Louisiana 
branch mint, and the only coinage of gold overall at New Orleans in 
1909. 


This Choice About Uncirculated example displays satiny honey- 
gold surfaces with bold detail and little wear.

Indian design. From a meager mintage of 34,200 pieces, the 1909-O 
appeals to numismatists of many collecting disciplines. Fortunately, 
the issue enjoys a fairly high survival rate, but collector-demand still 
far outstrips the supply. 

Just a trace of wear shows on the high points of the strongly 
impressed design elements of this attractive near-Mint specimen 
and the pleasing yellow and rose-gold surfaces are lightly abraded. 
Vibrant mint luster adds to the outstanding eye appeal. This coin 
should find a home in a fine date-mintmark collection or branch mint 
type set.

A total of 164,000 pieces were struck, but remarkably few pieces 
survive in high grades. It is no surprise the 1915-S is the rarest Indian 
half eagle in Gem condition — just one coin has achieved MS65 
certification. 

For many collectors, the MS63 level is the optimal grade for a 
high-end set.

Unfortunately, 
few of those coins were needed in the contracting economy of that 
Depression year. Most of the mintage was stored in Mint or Treasury 
vaults until the Gold Recall of 1933 and subsequently melted. Today, 
the 1929 is an elusive issue at the MS64 grade level, and finer coins 
are condition rarities. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice example, with well- 
detailed design elements and well-preserved yellow-gold surfaces 
that display vibrant mint luster on both sides. Overall eye appeal is 
outstanding.

3889 1929 MS64 NGC. A long, 13-year interruption in the 
production of Indian Head half eagles ended in 1929, when a large 
mintage of 662,000 pieces was achieved. In hindsight, the Mint 
would have been better served to strike far fewer coins, because 
some of the mintage never left its premises, and the balance of the 
mintage languished in bank vaults. Nearly all 1929 half eagles were 
melted as specified during the 1933 Gold Recall. Only a nominal 
number of coins were ever released into circulation. 

The MS64 is an optimal level for a high-grade collection, since 
fewer than two dozen 1929 half eagles are available any finer. This 
Choice Uncirculated example displays satin-smooth, orange-gold 
surfaces and sharply struck motifs. Isolated light marks are confined 
to the obverse fields, while the reverse shows a few random light, 
hair-thin abrasions. In total, PCGS and NGC combined have certified 
a total of 590 Indian fives in all grades, which undoubtedly includes 
some duplication.

3890 1912 PR66 PCGS. CAC. JD-1, R.4. The Mint delivered 
144 sandblast proof half eagles on March 18, 1912. Production 
was similar to the 139 coins struck in 1911, and these two dates 
are similarly challenging to collectors. David Akers considered 
the 1912 proof rare in any condition and listed only 14 auction 
appearances for it from 1941 to 1979. In his Proof Encyclopedia, 
Walter Breen noted that, like the quarter eagle proof of this year, the 
five was “Much rarer than its mintage figure would suggest.” Today, 
John Dannreuther estimates that 80 to 100 1912 proof fives survive. 
This is slightly more generous than PCGS, which estimates 70 to 90 
survivors. In any case, the survivorship is significantly smaller than 
the recorded mintage. Only 73 coins are reported by PCGS and NGC 
combined in all grades, and the auction appearance rate of this issue 
is comparably low. We have previously handled a proof 1912 half 
eagle on only 26 occasions. A minority of those offerings have been 
PCGS-certified. The last PR66 PCGS coin that we offered was in the 
Long Beach Signature (Heritage, 9/2013), lot 6800, which realized 
$58,750. The auction record for this issue was realized about two 
decades ago, when the Walter H. Childs coin realized $69,000 
(Bowers and Merena, 8/1999), lot 767. The Childs coin was graded 
PR67 PCGS, and it was believed to have been purchased directly 
from the Philadelphia Mint by C.F. Childs. 


This Premium Gem could challenge that auction record. It is

3891 1914 PR67 NGC. JD-1, Low R.5. Proof half eagles struck 
in 1908 and then again from 1911 through 1915 featured a matte or 
sandblast finish that was not nearly as popular with collectors as the 
earlier high-contrast, and then brilliant coins produced through 1907. 
Satin or “Roman-finish” proofs struck in 1909 and 1910 garnered 
even less interest from contemporary collectors. Unfortunately, Bela 
Lyon Pratt’s sunken-relief design did not allow for high-polish fields. 
Instead, this finely textured finish that had been employed for certain 
medals from that period was used. 

The 1914 five dollar is particular in that it features a somewhat 
coarser finish than earlier sandblast issues. According to the 
Encyclopedia of U.S. Gold Coins, the Mint increased “the microscopic 
size of the tiny facets” that produced the unique appearance on the 
125 proofs struck. Echoing Walter Breen’s sentiments from his 1989 
Proof Encyclopedia, authors Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth note that that 
these coins appear slightly darker than their predecessors. 

Between 60 and 75 specimens of the 1914 are believed extant. 
NGC and PCGS have certified 59 pieces combined, most in the PR64 
to PR66 range. There are five PR67 submissions at NGC and two 
more at PCGS, with five finer at the former and one better at the latter 
(2/19). 

Finely textured orange-gold surfaces are essentially free of 
contact and void of anything that might be worth mentioning. A 
few as-made lint marks pose no distraction and do not affect the 
grade. Every design element exhibits full definition, as expected. An 
exceptional proof.

3892 179513 Leaves, BD-1, High R.3 —Altered Surfaces — PCGS 
Genuine. XF Details. Bass-Dannreuther Die State indeterminate. 
The United States Mint struck gold coins for the first time in 1795, 
including 5,583 Capped Bust Right eagles. Five die varieties are 
known for the date. This coin represents the BD-1 variety, with star 
11 placed close to Y in LIBERTY and the leaf virtually touching U in 
UNITED. The BD-1 is a relatively available variety, in the context of 
the series, with a surviving population of 225-325 examples in all 
grades. 

In his excellent series reference Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties, 
John Dannreuther speculates there may be a later die state of the 
obverse die than the three he lists in the text. We suspect this coin 
represents that later die state, as the dentils at 6 o’clock show 
advanced crumbling, but none of the die cracks that identify the 
earlier die states are evident on the slightly granular surfaces of 
this coin. It may be that the dies were lapped to remove the cracks 
before this coin was struck. The design elements are well-detailed, 
with some light wear on the high points and much interior detail still 
intact. There is a minor rim ding at 6:30 on the obverse.

3893 1795 13 Leaves, BD-1, High R.3, AU58 PCGS. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State c/b. Ten dollar gold coins were minted for 
the first time in 1795, with a reported mintage of 5,583 pieces. There 
are five known varieties for the date, four with 13 leaves on the palm 
branch and a rare variety with nine leaves. The present coin represents 
the more available BD-1 variety, with the 5 in the date overlapping 
the bust, star 11 near Y in LIBERTY, and a leaf nearly touching the U 
in UNITED. John Dannreuther estimates the BD-1 variety accounted 
for approximately 2,795-5,583 pieces of the reported mintage. Some 
1795 dated coins from the other varieties may have been struck in 
1796. The BD-1 has an estimated surviving population of 225-325 
examples in all grades. 


The early eagles are the only high denomination gold coins that 
have been popular with collectors since the early days of the hobby. 
Numismatists began to study the varieties of this series at an early 
date. In the Randall Collection (W. Elliot Woodward, 7/1885), the 
cataloger listed four different varieties of 1795 half eagles including 
the coin in lot 842 that sounds like an example of the BD-1. The 
lot description reads, “1795 No. 2; small eagle reverse, in the olive 
branch the turned up leaf touches the U; very fine indeed, almost 
proof surface, rare.” Notice the cataloger mistook the palm frond 
for an olive branch. More recent auction offerings include the 
NGC-graded AU58 coin in lot 4193 of the Long Beach Signature 
(Heritage, 2/2018), which realized $78,000. 

The present near-Mint coin is attractive, with just a touch of 
wear on the well-detailed devices. The surfaces are a pleasing light 
greenish-gold color, with only minor abrasions. Satiny mint luster 
is present on both sides and the surfaces show small patches of 
prooflike reflectivity in sheltered areas. Population (all 13 Leaves 
varieties included): 29 in 58, 45 finer (2/19).

3894  1797Small Eagle, BD-1,R.5, AU53 PCGS. Bass-Dannreuther 
Die State b/b, with the usual die crack from the rim below star 16 to 
Liberty’s throat. A small mintage of 3,615 Capped Bust Right eagles 
was struck with the old Small Eagle reverse die in 1797, before the 
design was switched over to the Heraldic Eagle motif. A single die 
variety is known for the date and type, classified as BD-1 by John 
Dannreuther in his outstanding series reference. The BD-1 is scarce- 
to-rare in all grades today, with a surviving population of just 55-65 
examples. This was the only use of the obverse die, but the reverse 
was used previously to strike all the 1796-dated eagles. Die evidence 
suggests some 1796-dated coins were struck first, then the 1797 
mintage was accomplished, and then there was a remarriage of the 
1796 obverse with this reverse (in a later die state) to finish off the 
1796 production. If this is true, the reported mintage for 1797 may 
include some 1796-dated coins, as well. 

The Capped Bust Right eagles were popular with well-heeled 
collectors in the early days of the hobby and the elusive nature of 
the 1797 Small Eagle variety was understood by catalogers by the 
mid-1860s. An example in lot 1616 of the Fifth Semi-Annual Sale 
(W. Elliot Woodward, 10/1864) was described as, “1797 Small eagle 
reverse, four stars at right; a splendid uncirculated piece, of the 
highest degree of rarity.” The lot realized a hefty $40, more than any 
other early eagle in the sale, to prominent Ohio collector Heman Ely. 
Recent sales include the AU50 PCGS example in lot 4849 of the Long 
Beach Signature (Heritage, 2/2012), that realized $103,500. 

The present coin is an impressive AU53 example, with just a 
trace of high-point wear on the strongly impressed design elements. 
The lustrous orange-gold surfaces show the expected number of 
minor abrasions for the grade, but none are large or distracting. 
Under magnification, faint traces of planchet adjustment marks are 
evident on the right reverse border, but the fine scratches are virtually 
invisible to the naked eye. The overall presentation is most attractive.

Genuine. Unc Details. Intermediate Die State. Bass-Dannreuther 
Die State b/b, or possibly later. The obverse is cracked from the edge 
through the L of LIBERTY, into the cap and hair. There is no evidence 
of the second (state c) crack through the R in LIBERTY. With strong 
magnification, faint die cracks are visible joining every letter of 
UNITED. The reverse die was used for 1797 BD-3, 1798/7 BD-1, and 
1798/7 BD-2, but not in that order according to John Dannreuther 
who reports 1797 BD-3 eagles in a later reverse die state than on the 
two 1798 varieties. The conclusion is that some of the 1797 BD-3 
eagles, and also some of the 1797 BD-4 eagles, were all struck in 
1796. 


Two obverse dies that were created in 1797 were never used, 
and were overdated at the beginning of 1798. The other obverse dies, 
those of 1797 BD-3 and BD-4, had already been used in coinage 
production, so could not be overdated. Therefore, some of the 1797- 
dated pieces were struck in that year, then the two 1798/7 varieties 
were struck next, and finally, more of the 1797 BD-3 and BD-4 eagles 
were coined. 


Mintage figures pose a further challenge. Mint delivery records 
show that 7,985 eagles were coined during the first two months of 
1798. However, the Guide Book gives “mintage” figures of 900 coins 
for BD-1, and 842 coins for BD-2. Those figures were the number 
of eagles coined in February 1798, and were probably based on the 
writings of Walter Breen in the 1960s. If those were accurate figures, 
the two varieties would be of approximately equal rarity, but the BD-1 
outnumbers BD-2 by four to one. Much more study is necessary. 


While the bright yellow surfaces of this piece indicate that it has 
been cleaned, the overall appearance is quite good. The cleaning 
resulted in a reflective appearance in the fields, and both sides 
exhibit myriad marks. The strike is excellent. Here is an important 
opportunity for the advanced collector.

Gold Coin Varieties reference. Our Permanent Auction Archives lists 
nine appearances for this die marriage. 


This piece is in a late die state with interesting cracks right of 
star 8, through the left serifs of the L and B in LIBERTY, and from the 
lower right (facing) wing feathers into the shield. Most of the stars and 
legends are bold. Blending occurs over the curls and neck feathers, 
but it does not detract from this olive and reddish-gold 18th century 
Heraldic ten dollar. Lightly marked with the faintest traces of mint 
luster remaining. Early gold specialists will appreciate the rarity of 
this offering and should bid accordingly.

3897 1799 Small Obverse Stars, BD-7, R.3, MS61 PCGS. The 1799 
Capped Bust Right eagle claims a reported mintage of 37,449 pieces, 
with 10 die varieties known for the date. Eight varieties display small 
stars on the obverse, while the final two exhibit large stars. This coin 
is an example of the Small Stars BD-7 variety, with the 17 in the date 
slanted to the right, and star 13 on the reverse positioned away from 
the ribbon. The BD-7 is one of the more available varieties, probably 
accounting for 10,000-15,000 pieces of the reported mintage. John 
Dannreuther believes 250-350 examples are still extant in all grades. 
The present coin is an attractive Mint State example, with vivid 
lemon-yellow and greenish-gold surfaces. The design elements are 
sharply detailed, and the surfaces retain much prooflike reflectivity in 
sheltered areas.

Bass-Dannreuther Die State 
c/d. The BD-1 variety is scarce due to early failure of the obverse die. 
This well-circulated example shows heavy die cracks including one 
between 0 and 1 in the date, and another from the edge through L in 
LIBERTY that extends to mid-portrait. The reverse is an advanced die 
stage as well, where die clashing earns the variety its “Horned Beak” 
moniker, although that feature is not readily visible on this XF coin. 


Antique-gold surfaces display deep-orange accents around sharp 
devices for good eye appeal. Light surface marks are smoothed by 
wear, and we note a small, circular planchet flaw in the field between 
inner points of stars 11 and 12. Surviving early eagles seldom show as 
much circulation. As a variety, the BD-1 die marriage is much scarcer 
than the more-available BD-2, and we have only sold a handful in 
the past 20+ years.

On this 
Small Stars Reverse, the eagle’s upper beak nearly touches a star right 
below its point, and the right bottom serif of the E in STATES is over a 
space between two clouds. This brilliant greenish-gold, problem-free 
example shows superior eye appeal and few singular distractions, 
save for a sole small tick in the right obverse field. This nice, high-end 
piece would fit well into a Mint State gold type set at a fraction of the 
Uncirculated price.

3900 ~=1873 Closed 3 AU58 NGC. The 1873 eagle (all struck with 
Closed 3 in the date) is one in a series of sought-after low-mintage 
rarities. Ten dollar gold production decreased by more than half from 
1872 to 1873, when only 800 pieces were struck. David Akers once 
wrote: “The 1873 is one of the five or six rarest dates in the U.S. 
$10 gold series. Among Philadelphia Mint Liberty Head issues, only 
the 1875 is rarer. There are relatively few known specimens in any 
condition, perhaps 12-15 business strikes and only 7-8 proofs.” Years 
later, the population is estimated to be around 25 to 35 coins. Few are 
as nice as this near-Mint representative. NGC lists four submissions in 
this grade with none finer. There are three AU58 examples at PCGS 
with a single MS60 graded higher (2/19). 


Partly reflective fields surround well-struck motifs on each side. 
Scattered abrasions limit the contrast to a degree, but the eye appeal 
is nonetheless impressive. A hint of softness over Liberty’s ear is the 
only area of noticeable friction. This is a rare opportunity to procure 
one of the finest examples of this Philadelphia key date. Expect fierce 
competition when the lot crosses the block.

Only Three Mint State Survivors 
Blatantly Prooflike, Ultra-Low Mintage 


3901. ~=1877 MS60 PCGS. The Philadelphia Mint continued a trend 
in 1877 that began in 1875: the output of only a few hundred ten 
dollar gold coins per year. Specifically, that total amounted to 797 
circulation strikes in 1877. This issue is nearly as rare as the 1876, 
while the 1875 is still the hands-down key. PCGS pegs the estimated 
survivorship of the 1877 at only 50 to 65 coins, almost all of which are 
in circulated grades. In his Analysis of Auction Records (1980), David 
Akers called the 1877 “one of the rarest, lowest mintage dates in the 
entire series,” and noted that he had only ever seen one piece that 
qualified as Uncirculated: “[It] is by far the finest | have seen or heard 
of.” In their gold Encyclopedia (2008), Garrett and Guth accentuate 
the rarity of this issue in Uncirculated condition: “There’s a brick wall 
separating the circulated pieces from their Mint State counterparts.” 

Today, just three 1877 eagles have been certified Mint State, 
including this MS60 coin and a pair of MS61s — all PCGS-certified. 
This piece is the CoinFacts plate coin. One of the MS61 pieces last 
appeared at auction more than a decade ago (Goldbergs, 2/2007), 
when it realized $42,550. The other MS61 coin last appeared at 
auction more than three years ago (Stack’s, 3/2015), when it realized 
$64,625. Simply put: an Uncirculated 1877 Liberty ten is an incredible 
difficult issue to acquire. 


This coin is fully prooflike and displays a razor-sharp strike. Deep 
orange-gold and tangerine color adorns each side, save for on the 
obverse portrait where rose-gold patina prevails. Scattered marks in the 
fields define the MS60 grade, but they are surprisingly unobtrusive. A 
case could be made for this to be the most eye-appealing 1877 Liberty 
ten known in Mint State.

3902 1879-O AU58 NGC. Variety 1. A tiny mintage of 1,500 
pieces ensured from the outset that the 1879-O ten dollar would be 
a rarity in all grades. NGC and PCGS have graded fewer than 100 
coins, including only three Mint State pieces: a PCGS MS60 and one 
MS61 each at NGC and PCGS. As expected, near-Mint coins like the 
current offering are rare. Indeed, the certified population of 14 AU58 
examples is probably inflated by resubmissions sent in with the hope 
of obtaining a Mint State classification. 

The yellow-gold surfaces of this specimen display semiprooflike 
fields that contrast moderately against the motifs. The strike is 
uniformly sharp with just a hint of softness on the hair strands around 
Liberty’s ear. Several marks appear over each, but they are relatively 
light. Eye appeal for this important rarity is decidedly above-average.

3903 1884-CC MS61 NGC. Variety 1. Carson City’s branch 
mint accomplished a production of 9,925 eagles in 1884. That was 
the last time the facility struck ten dollar gold pieces for six years. 
Unsurprisingly for a Western issue with such a small mintage, the 
1884-CC is scarce in all grades and rare in mint condition. Rusty 
Goe estimated that of the 265 to 300 coins extant in 2003, probably 
only 10 to 12 pieces were Uncirculated. Today, those figures remain 
unchanged. Regarding the prominent die scratches across the portrait, 
Goe explained in The Mint on Carson Street: “It has been suggested 
that there was no intention to even strike gold eagles at this mint in 
1884, but a last minute request required coiner Levi Dague to use a 
partially cancelled obverse die.” 

This is one of the few Uncirculated examples known to have 
survived the hardships of the West. Although lightly abraded, its pale 
orange-gold surfaces maintain vibrant luster and great eye appeal. 
The only trace of softness occurs over Liberty’s ear and the eagle’s 
olive leaves.

It is moderately collectible, albeit scarce, 
a the MS66 grade level, becoming a top condition rarity — much 
rarer than the 1901-S — in Superb Gem condition. Only seven 
submissions have been graded MS67 at NGC, and a single coin 
compares at PCGS. None are known in better grades (2/19). 


Strike definition is completely rendered on each side. Mint frost 
glows from and peach-gold hues color the smooth surfaces of this 
top-certified Registry imperative. There are a couple of microscopic 
flecks on each side, visible only under magnification. A scrape on the 
holder is easily remedied.

3905 =1903-S MS67 NGC. The 1903 and 1903-S eagle have similar 
certification totals, with the Philadelphia issue being slightly more 
available overall. However, the population of the 1903-S is skewed 
considerably toward the MS63 and MS64 levels, whereas the 1903 
is most often seen in lower Uncirculated grades. This Superb Gem is 
better than any of those coins by a significant margin. It is one of only 
seven such submissions at NGC and four at PCGS with none finer 
(2719). 

Each sideshows impressive definition aside from afew incomplete 
radial lines on stars 4 and 6. Reddish accents complement luminous 
peach-gold surfaces awash in vibrant S-mint frost. Remarkably few 
ticks are seen for a gold coin of this size. Spindly die cracks encircle 
the reverse, and the base of the date is repunched, most evident on

1905 Eagle, Exceptional MS67 
Among the Finest Graded 


3906 1905 MS67 PCGS. The 200,992 Liberty eagles manufactured 
at the Philadelphia Mint in 1905 were produced primarily for reserve 
purposes. The Annual Mint Director’s Report of that year explains 
that the law demanded at least $100 million in gold coin be held in 
Treasury vaults at all times, lest the institution suspend the issuance 
of gold certificates. According to the report, this had “the effect of 
causing an unnecessary amount coinage ... . When any important 
demand upon the Treasury for gold is made it is always for export, and 
bullion is wanted.” Probably most 1905 ten dollar gold pieces were 
exported, and the rest were jostled around in bags at the Treasury. 
Consequently, most examples are seen in MS61 to MS63 condition 
with numerous abrasions. 

This Superb Gem is exceptionally clean, ranking among the 
finest submissions at both services combined. Fully struck devices 
and rolling cartwheel frost appear over smooth, peach-gold surfaces. 
A couple of small reddish alloy spots at the lower obverse are 
distinctive.

3907 1909 MS65 PCGS. CAC. The 1909 Indian eagle is a major 
condition rarity in the series. In Indian Gold Coins of the 20th 
Century, Mike Fuljenz writes: “The 1909 date is one of the scarcest 
Philadelphia Mint issues and it ranks behind only the rare and very 
expensive 1933, 1907 Wire Edge and 1907 Rolled Edge varieties.” 
The 1909 is most elusive in Gem and finer grades, with MS65 pieces 
being the finest that most collectors will have a chance to acquire. 
Fuljenz writes: “There are a few superb MS66 examples known but 
these tend to be in strong hands and are seldom offered for sale.” 
This CAC-approved MS65 coin is among the most attractive that 
we have seen for the grade.

Accordingly, the San 
Francisco Mint only struck 59,000 Indian eagles that year, the second 
lowest S-mint production of the series. The coins were released 
into circulation and few were saved for numismatic purposes. Mike 
Fuljenz reports the 1915-S is difficult to locate in all grades above 
AU55 today, and examples in MS63 condition are “quite scarce.” 


This impressive Select specimen displays sharp definition on 
most design elements, but just a touch of softness is evident on the 
eagle’s shoulder. The vivid orange-gold surfaces are lightly marked for 
the grade and both sides radiate vibrant mint luster with outstanding 
eye appeal.

3911  1930-S MS65 PCGS. The 1930-S Indian eagle is an iconic 
gold melt rarity. Only 96,000 pieces were struck. There is an old 
photograph of a San Francisco Mint vault that shows a wall of newly 
minted coins, and in a “small” pile in the corner are a group of 
sealed mint bags marked: “S.F. / MINT / $5,000 / EAGLES / 1930.” 
That photographed vault is believed to have contained almost the 
entire mintage of the 1930-S eagle, of which one surviving example 
is offered here, in Gem condition. 

Sometime after the photograph was taken, a small number of 
coins were made available to the public, either through the Mint 
Cashier or via distribution to the federal reserve banks. Remainders 
from the annual assay may also have been available to coin 
collectors through the Philadelphia Mint. It was not until April 1933 
that ownership of recently minted gold coinage became illegal. 
According to research by Roger Burdette in Saint-Gaudens Double 
Eagles, almost all twenty dollar gold pieces struck at San Francisco 
in 1930 were melted just a few years later, without documentation 
to suggest that any significant quantities were ever even exported for 
trade. A similar fate likely befell the ten dollar gold pieces of this date. 

Without question, the 1930-S Indian ten dollar is one of the 
grand key dates in the series in all grades. And it is especially rare in 
Gem and finer condition. We sold a stunning Gem in our September 
2014 Long Beach Signature auction. That CAC-endorsed PCGS coin 
realized more than $85,000, setting an auction record at the time 
for a 1930-S eagle in this grade, and that record still prevails. This 
piece is visually and technically the equal of that coin. Frosty orange- 
gold surfaces yield tinges of lilac and peach as they are made to 
shimmer beneath light by delicate rotation. The strike is sharp, and 
a tiny mark on Liberty’s jaw is the only imperfection that is readily 
observable. It is a magnificent example of the final eagle coinage of 
the San Francisco Mint, one we expect to equal or exceed the record 
of any 1930-S Gem in a Heritage auction.

Gleaming 
rich-gold surfaces retain a large amount of mint luster beneath areas 
of pale-olive toning. A few tiny marks are shallow and unobtrusive, 
and only brief wear exists on the high points of Liberty’s hair and the 
eagle’s neck feathers.

Unlike some Type One issues, 
relatively few have been recovered from shipwreck finds. As a result, 
the 1858 is a condition rarity at the MS62 grade level. 


This appealing MS62 example exhibits sharply detailed design 
elements throughout. The pleasing yellow and peach-gold surfaces 
show the expected number of minor contact marks for the grade and 
the fields display a mix of vibrant mint luster and prooflike reflectivity.

Today, 
the 1861 is still a plentiful issue, but the 1857-S is considered the 
common date of the series. With a mintage of just under 3 million 
coins, the 1861 had the ninth highest production of any double eagle 
issue from 1850 through 1933, and the third highest mintage of the 
Liberty Head design.

850,000 With Motto twenties were struck at the San Francisco Mint 
that year, but only a few dozen examples are known to survive in 
Mint State. 


This medium yellow-gold double eagle is unworn and well- 
defined for the type. Frosty mint luster issues from the recesses on the 
obverse, while the cartwheel effect is more vibrant on the reverse.

3922  1868-S MS62+ PCGS. Small squat S. The 1868-S double 
eagle has an undistinguished mintage of 837,500 pieces, and 
circulated examples can be found with little difficulty. The problem 
arises when an attractive Mint State coin is needed for a type or date/ 
mintmark collection. This condition difficulty is explained by two 
major factors in the post-Civil War United States economy. First, gold 
and silver coins were widely used in the western states. Naturally, 
when coins are used in the channels of commerce it removes 
top-grade examples from the realm of collectibility for many in the 
numismatic community. Second, and undoubtedly a more significant 
factor, is the increasing use of the double eagle as a gold reserve for 
both newly formed national banks as well as shipment overseas for 
trade purposes. It was this use as a gold reserve that explains why 
mintages for twenty dollar gold pieces continued to be solid even at 
a time when other silver and gold issues saw little or no production. 
This strong production from year-to-year and in all mints continued 
throughout the Type Two series from 1866 through 1876. 

Within the Type Two series the 1868-S is only considered 22nd of 
the 31 date and mintmark combinations that were issued. However, 
because of the shipment of these pieces and subsequent heavy 
abrasions seen on most examples, higher-grade collector pieces were 
all but rendered extinct. To underscore this, here are the combined 
populations of coins certified by both major services in Uncirculated 
condition: MS60 (38); MS61 (52); MS62 (13); MS63 (0); MS64 (1). 
Then subtract from those numbers an unknown number of crossovers, 
and the picture becomes even clearer what a dramatically overlooked 
issue the 1868-S twenty is in MS62+ condition. Considerable 
emphasis should be placed on the Plus designation because this is not 
an ordinary 1868-S or even a sometimes-available MS62. This piece 
has thick, frosted surfaces with only the slightest luster grazes and 
smallest abrasions. Strike details are what is expected from the Type 
Two design, meaning there is central softness evident on Liberty’s 
hair as well as the peripheral obverse stars.

3930 1885 MS61 PCGS. United States twenty dollar gold coins 
were extremely useful in foreign trade during the last half of the 
19th century. Double eagles were immediately recognizable to 
European and Latin American trade partners and their weight and 
gold content were reliably guaranteed, making them ideal as a 
medium of exchange. On the other hand, twenty dollars was a lot 
of money to the average working man, and the coins were too large 
for everyday transactions. Accordingly, double eagles were seldom 
seen in circulation in this country, but the Mint continued to strike 
large numbers of them to serve as currency reserves and settle large 
accounts in foreign trade. For most of the 1880s, the Philadelphia 
Mint tried to limit production of double eagles and encourage the 
use of gold bars for overseas transactions, saving time and resources 
which were needed to strike the vast quantities of silver dollars the 
government was mandated to produce by the Bland-Allison Act of 
1878. As a result of this policy, only 751 business-strike Liberty double 
eagles were struck at the Philadelphia Mint in 1885, accompanied by 
a mintage of 77 proofs to satisfy collector demand. 


Most of the small business-strike mintage was released into 
circulation at the time of issue. Because most 19th century collectors 
preferred to update their collections by purchasing proofs every year, 
few of the business strikes were saved for numismatic purposes. As a 
result, most examples seen are in the XF-AU grade range today, and 
the surviving population probably numbers less than 100 specimens 
in all grades. Although more business strikes exist in lower circulated 
grades, high-grade business strikes are more elusive, and more 
expensive, than proofs of corresponding grades in today’s market. 

The present coin is an impressive Mint State specimen, with 
sharply detailed design elements throughout. The pleasing greenish- 
gold surfaces show the expected number of minor contact marks for 
the grade, with much prooflike reflectivity in the fields. The overall 
presentation is most attractive for this classic 19th century gold rarity.

Three decades ago, Walter 
Breen wrote that this variety was prohibitively rare in AU (or better), 
although today, the average certified grade is 50. NGC and PCGS 
have certified six percent of the mintage (577 submissions), including 
345 examples that are graded lower than the present piece (2/19).

Variety 1-A. Coinage operations 
were suspended at the Carson City Mint after 1885, and the facility 
functioned as an assay office until 1889. The buildings were repaired 
and the equipment was updated in 1889 and coinage was resumed 
late in the year. Only 30,945 Liberty double eagles were struck, but 
the issue is more available than that small production total would 
suggest, due to a significant hoard that surfaced in Europe in the 
1990s. 

The present coin is an impressive Mint State specimen, with 
well-detailed design elements that show just a trace of softness on 
the letters in LIBERTY. The pleasing orange-gold surfaces are lightly 
marked for the grade and retain most of their original mint luster. The 
overall presentation is most attractive.

3933 1889-CC MS62 PCGS. Variety 1-A. Collectible as a Carson 
City date, the 1889-CC double eagle shows a modest mintage of 
30,945 pieces. Most of the mintage went straight into circulation, 
since twenty dollar gold pieces remained a viable denomination in 
the West throughout the 19th century and into the early 20th century. 
Contrary to other gold denominations — in particular, the three 
dollar gold piece and the gold dollar, which were discontinued in 
1889 — double eagles were still in demand by the business public. 


Nearly all 1889-CC twenties are heavily abraded and in 
circulated or low Mint State grades. Bagmarks are the usual culprit. 
This MS62 example is sharp with superior surfaces in comparison, 
and it is scarce as such. Frosted rich-gold color radiates mint luster, 
and the coin is sharply struck from edge-to-edge throughout both 
sides.

3934 1891 XF45 PCGS. A total of 84 1891 twenty dollar gold 
pieces are reported at PCGS and NGC combined. That probably 
includes untold crossovers and resubmissions. It is generally accepted 
that fewer than 100 pieces exist in all grade from a production of 
1,390 coins. The Mint also struck 52 proofs that year. It was those 
coins that most contemporary collectors targeted for their sets, partly 
explaining the low survivorship of circulation strikes. This problem- 
free Choice XF representative maintains a touch of semiprooflikeness 
in the fields and yellow-gold color overall.

Liberty Head double eagle issue known to survive finer than MS65 
(3/19). Premium Gems are rare, but they are collectible for a price. 
This piece displays shimmering, frosty peach-gold mint luster and 
well-struck design elements. A few faint marks hidden within Liberty’s 
hair and on the cheek are all that deny perfection. We have previously 
handled a coin in this grade on only 10 occasions, including the 
NGC Newman coin, which realized $25,850 (Heritage, 11/2014), lot 
3416. The piece offered here is the technical equal of that example, 
and it is only the fourth PCGS-graded coin that we have seen within 
the last decade.

3937 1905 PR65+ Ultra Cameo NGC. JD-1, High R.4. A mintage 
of 92 proofs for the 1905 Liberty Head double eagle resembles those 
of the 1904 and 1906 proof twenties (98 and 94 coins, respectively), 
but of the three, the 1905 is by far the rarest. John Dannreuther 
recently pegged the survivorship between 50 and 65 examples, and 
PCGS estimates only 40 to 45 pieces are extant. Garrett and Guth’s 
estimate of as few as 30 to 40 coins is more in line with the frequency 
of auction appearances, though it could be that a number of examples 
are tightly held and simply do not trade hands. Since the beginning 
of our auction archives in 1993, we have sold only 27 examples of 
this proof issue, including reappearances of previously offered coins. 
There are two pieces in the Smithsonian Institution and a third is out 
of collectors’ hands in the American Numismatic Association. 

This Gem proof enjoys membership in an exclusive club of 
examples that boast any sort of Cameo designation. Because of the 
die preparation process used during the period from 1902 to 1907, 
few examples of this issue were ever struck with distinctive field- 
device contrast. In all grades, NGC lists only 10 Cameos, including 
possible resubmissions. This coin is the only one certified in Ultra (or 
Deep) Cameo at NGC and PCGS combined (3/19). 

The eye appeal high-end proof is outstanding, featuring stark 
field-motif contrast amid warm yellow-gold color. The devices are 
sufficiently frosted, while the fields showcase incredibly deep 
mirroring and are devoid of any obvious hairlines.

3938 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS65 NGC. The striding figure 
of Liberty on the High Relief double eagle was based on the Nike 
of Samothrace, That statue from Hellenistic Greece was excavated 
in 1883 by a young French vice-consul to Adrianople, Charles 
Champoiseau. The role of Nike in the pantheon of Greek gods 
and goddesses was one that was more than just the embodiment 
of victory, which was so desired by soldiers and sportsmen in the 
ancient world. Nike was not an abstract concept, but a goddess who 
chose who would receive her honors. A fragment by Simonides reads 
in part: “[T]o win glory, stepping into the chariot of honored Nike 
(Victory): for to one man only does the goddess grant to jump into 
her great carriage.” It was this singular honor and prominence among 
the nations of the world that Augustus Saint-Gaudens embodied 
his figure of Liberty on the High Relief twenty; America confidently 
striding into the 20th century, a country with no peers. The smooth 
Parian marble of the original Nike of Samothrace is replicated on 
this well-preserved High Relief by the glowing, reddish-tinted satiny 
surfaces that are all but devoid of contact marks. The strike details are 
complete throughout.

3939 1907 High Relief, Wire Rim MS66 PCGS. At the dawn of 
the 20th century America was a changed country. It was quickly 
changing from an agrarian to an industrialized nation. America’s 
military power seemed obvious, but remained untested until it 
tipped the scales in favor of the Allies in World War I. The country 
had a new president after William McKinley was assassinated, 
Theodore Roosevelt; and Roosevelt had his own ideas about how 
the new, emerging nation should be governed. Those new ideas 
also extended to the symbolic. America began empire-building 
with the Spanish-American War, but Roosevelt brokered peace talks 
between Russian and Japan (winning him the Nobel Peace Prize). 

Image was of such importance to Roosevelt that it extended 
down to the coinage in people’s pockets. He disliked the 
unimaginative, low-relief coinage he saw in circulation at the time, 
and he challenged the country’s foremost sculptor, Augustus Saint- 
Gaudens, to redesign the nation’s coins from the common cent to 
the twenty dollar gold piece. The process began in early 1905 and 
eventually only involved two coins, the ten and twenty dollar gold 
pieces. But his redesign of these coins reflected the societal changes 
on the horizon, changes that would eventually label the 20th century 
as the American Century. With his decades-long experience as a 
sculptor, Saint-Gaudens brought a vibrancy and freshness of design 
to his High Relief double eagle that was clearly lacking in the 
Neoclassical designs from the 19th century. Saint-Gaudens insisted 
his double eagle design be struck in high relief, but in fact this was 
not just an artist’s idiosyncratic demand. It was, in fact, necessary 
to strike the design he conceived in high relief because he had an 
almost three-dimensional concept for the figure of Liberty, much the 
same as the figures on his Shaw Memorial. This high-grade example 
of Saint-Gaudens’ concept for a circulating twenty dollar gold piece 
is nearly flawless. The satin-like surfaces show no obvious abrasions. 
The coin has taken on a light reddish patina across both sides and the 
devices are fully detailed throughout.

3940 = 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim, MS65 NGC. Perhaps the most 
famous of all U.S. gold coins is the MCMVII High Relief double eagles. 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens created the designs, following instructions 
from President Theodore Roosevelt whose goal was to improve the 
designs of all U.S. coinage. In a letter to Treasury Secretary L.M. 
Shaw, the president commented: “I think our coinage is artistically 
of atrocious hideousness.” President Roosevelt was pleased with the 
Saint-Gaudens design, and ordered production at the Mint. At about 
the same time, a second design that was created for the double eagle 
eventually became the model of a new design of the ten dollar gold 
piece, featuring an Indian wearing a headdress, and a standing eagle 
on the reverse. This splendid Gem shows the Saint-Gaudens design in 
its full beauty and displays a full strike with virtually flawless, highly 
lustrous surfaces.

3941 1907 High Relief, Flat Rim, MS65 PCGS. The sculptural 
works of Augustus Saint-Gaudens are an interesting blend of what 
is often call “naturalism” and the Neoclassical reworking of ancient 
Roman statuary. On the High Relief twenty dollar both influences 
are seen. The reverse has a realistic portrayal of an eagle in flight 
(borrowed from Christian Gobrecht’s much earlier eagle). The obverse, 
however, skips over the Neoclassical interpretation of Roman statues 
and goes directly to the source, Hellenistic Greece. It was, in part 
this ability to adapt two styles simultaneously that earned him the 
epithet the “American Michelangelo.” American numismatists over 
the past century have certainly agreed, and Saint-Gaudens’ High 
Relief double eagle has justifiably earned its place among the most 
popular issues, not only in U.S. coinage, but among all coins struck 
worldwide and through all time. 


Production of these extraordinary coins was not without its 
problems. One was the small space that remained between the die 
faces and the collar. With the enormous pressure exerted by the 
hydraulic press, a tiny “fin” or wire rim of gold was extruded around 
the rim of each side. The Mint saw this as a production problem 
and eventually they solved the problem, in the process creating the 
Flat Rim variant of the High Relief twenty. These pieces are much 
scarcer than the so-called Wire Rim twenties, and especially so in 
high grades. This is a bright, satiny example that displays significant 
reddish patina over each side, and there are no mentionable contact 
marks.

3942  1908-S MS63 NGC. Not only does the 1908-S twenty have 
a very low mintage of only 22,000 pieces (second only to the 1907 
High Relief), but it is also scarce in all grades. In Mint State, though, 
the 1908-S is especially difficult to locate. 1908-S twenties have a 
reputation for always being sharply struck, and so it is with this piece. 
The surfaces show the soft, frosted luster usually seen, and there are 
virtually no marks visible on either side. In fact, one might wonder 
why this escaped a coveted MS64 grade. Worthy of a premium bid.

3943 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS67 PCGS. CAC. Designed by Laura 
Gardin Fraser, the Alabama Centennial half dollar has one of the most 
dynamic eagles on all of U.S. coinage. This example is particularly 
sharp for the issue, which usually comes lightly struck. Most Alabama 
halves show marks from the original planchet, which remain in areas 
where the strike was incomplete such as Governor Kilby’s cheek, 
although few marks exist on this deeply struck Superb Gem. 


Attractive gold and ice-blue toning accompany pearlescent 
silver luster that glows beneath the moderate toning. The surface 
quality is far above average on this 2x2 example, which had a net 
distribution of just 6,006 pieces — a small number compared to the 
plain Alabama halves (without the 2x2 imprint). This splendid coin 
is housed in a previous generation green label holder, tied for the 
numerically finest-known at either service, and is one of the few 
examples to receive CAC endorsement at the MS67 level.

A 
century later, Sedalia, Missouri was the site of the Missouri Centennial 
Exposition and State Fair that was held August 8-20, 1921. Two 
varieties exist, with or without the incuse 2*4 in the left obverse 
field. It is thought that the variety with the 2%*4 as offered here had 
a substantially lower mintage, although certification totals suggest 
a slightly lower mintage. This lovely Superb Gem has excellent eye 
appeal with gold and gray toning over lustrous surfaces.

3945 1934 Texas MS68 NGC. The 1934 Texas commemorative 
half dollar enjoyed a large distribution figure of 61,463 pieces in its 
first year of issue, and it is always popular with collectors. Given 
its complex reverse design — where virtually every Texas icon is 
represented — it is amazing that any coins reach the Superb Gem 
level, let alone the lofty MS68 grade. The obverse is less complicated 
but equally strike-challenged, with the eagle’s breast and legs 
vulnerable to marks and weakness. 


This exceptional coin is well-balanced and beautifully preserved. 
Colorful iridescent shades occupy the sloping borders, while light- 
gold and lilac hues adorn the centers. Silver mint luster glows from 
the satin-smooth surfaces, which are devoid of any significant marks.

3946 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Round — Cleaned — 
PCGS Genuine. AU Details. Ex: The Blue Hill Collection. The 1915-S 
Round Pan-Pac fifty dollar gold piece is distinguished as the lowest- 
distribution issue in the entire classic commemorative series. Only 
483 coins were sold to collectors and fair-goers at the 1915 Panama- 
Pacific International Exposition, leaving a remainder of more than 
1,000 coins that were melted as unsold. This issue — as well as 
its Octagonal counterpart — represents the biggest “stopper” to a 
complete United States commemorative coin collection. 


This piece offers a rare opportunity to acquire a more affordable 
example of the issue. Hairlines on each side deny a numeric grade, 
and the faintest trace of rub — likely from the cleaning — leads PCGS 
to assign an AU Details designation. Nonetheless, to the unaided eye, 
the coin appears unworn, and the hairlines are not obvious. This is an 
appealing coin that will appeal to numerous classic commemorative 
collectors looking for an obtainable Round Pan-Pac fifty.

3947  1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Round — Cleaned — NGC 
Details. Unc. The Panama-Pacific fifty dollar gold pieces, designed by 
Robert Aitken, depict the head of Minerva, the Roman equivalent of 
the Greek Athena, as the central figure on the obverse. Athena was a 
multipurpose deity. She was the goddess of war, wisdom, women at 
the loom, carpenters, charioteering, horse-taming, and shipbuilding. 
Historian Walter Burket remarked how Athena had united all of these 
“divergent spheres of competence [not as an] elemental force, but 
[as] the force of civilization.” He goes on to say, “It is not the wild 
olive of Olympia, but the cultivated tree which is the fit of Athena. 

. Poseidon excites the waves, Athena builds the ship; Hermes 
may multiply the flocks, Athena teaches the use of wool.” Athena, 
then, was a civilizing ideal. As such, this ancient goddess was the 
perfect representation for the dual celebrations of the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition, the opening of the Panama Canal and the rebuilding of 
San Francisco after the devastating earthquake in 1906. 

The Round Panama-Pacific fifty is the scarcer of the two design 
variants. Only 483 Rounds were sold to collectors. The novel 
Octagonal was more popular, but even its popularity couldn’t sell 
more than 645 examples at the Exposition. This piece shows only 
light hairlining on each side and the overbrightness one would 
expect. Still, the surfaces are pleasing and retain most of the coin’s 
original satiny luster. There are almost no abrasions on either side, 
and locating those that are present requires magnification.

3948  1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Round MS65 NGC. The 
Panama-Pacific International Exposition was a World’s Fair event, 
held to commemorate the opening of the Panama Canal and the 
recovery of San Francisco after the great earthquake of 1906. The 
1915-S Panama-Pacific fifty dollar gold piece was part of an ambitious 
five-coin set of commemorative coins issued in conjunction with 
the Exposition. Numismatic entrepreneur Farran Zerbe conceived 
this unprecedented program of commemorative coinage, with the 
set consisting of two fifty dollar gold pieces, round and octagonal 
versions, a quarter eagle, a gold dollar, and a silver half dollar. The 
coins were initially offered individually, or in sets, with the sets 
displayed in velvet-lined black leatherette cases. More purchasing 
options were offered later to improve lagging sales, including sets 
encased in elaborate glass-fronted copper frames from Shreve & 
Co., a local jewelry firm. Heritage Auctions is privileged to offer a 
spectacular Gem representative of the scarcer round fifty dollar piece 
in this important lot. 

The design for the two fifty dollar commemoratives was by 
sculptor Robert Aitken, who was born in San Francisco in 1878. The 
obverse features a helmeted Minerva, the Roman goddess of industry. 
The reverse features her companion owl (wisdom), perched on a 
branch of western pine. The octagonal and round fifty dollar gold 
commemoratives were intended to have a maximum distribution of 
1,500 pieces each, but sales fell far short of those objectives. The 
Pan-Pac fifties were priced at $100 each, a prohibitively high price 
for most collectors of the time. As a result, only 483 examples of the 
round fifty dollar coins were sold. The octagonal version fared a little 
better, but still only sold 645 pieces. The remainder were melted after 
sales closed. 


The round fifties began appearing at auction at least as early 
as lot 500 of the Cook-Conover Collections Sale (B. Max Mehl, 
11/1916). Lots 500-504 of the sale comprised a five-piece set of 
1915-S Panama-Pacific Commemoratives, with the coins offered 
separately. The set was purchased by a single collector for a total price 
of $200. Recent sales of the round Pan-Pac fifty include the MS65 
PCGS specimen in lot 6123 of our January 2017 FUN Signature, 
which realized $188,000. 


The present coin is an attractive Gem, with sharp definition 
on all design elements and lightly textured lemon-yellow and rose- 
gold surfaces that show no mentionable distractions. Vibrant mint 
luster adds to the outstanding eye appeal of this exceptional gold 
commemorative and we expect intense competition from series 
specialists when this lot is called.

3949 1915-S Panama-Pacific 50 Dollar Octagonal — Altered 
Surfaces — PCGS Genuine. Unc Details. These massive fifty 
dollar gold pieces issued in conjunction with the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition are commonly referred to as “slugs” and for 
good reason. Weighing in at two and a half ounces (83.59 grams), 
each coin measures well over the combined weights of two double 
eagles. 


In fact, the large Pan-Pac fifties were modeled after the so-called 
fifty dollar ingots produced in San Francisco during the early Gold 
Rush period. Robert Evans explains in an August 2013 Numismatist 
article entitled “Augustus Humbert and His $50 Gold Piece: 


“The creation of the $50 gold pieces was part necessity, 
part political compromise and largely experimental. The 
massive amount of gold extracted from California’s hills 
and streams in 1848, 1849 and 1850 was physically and 
commercially overwhelming. The United States Treasury 
reacted to the sudden availability of so much gold by 
introducing the double eagle ($20), first minted for 
circulation in 1850 and containing twice as much gold as 
the eagle ($10). That year, tens of millions of dollars entered 
circulation in the form of double eagles. But these coins 
were made in Philadelphia and New Orleans and did not 
resolve the economic problems in California, as too little 
federally issued coinage reached the Golden State. 


“The introduction of the fifty dollar gold piece by Augustus 
Humbert, Assayer at the United States Assay Office in San 
Francisco, served as a workaround for laws that banned 
states from producing their own coinage, while satisfying 
the needs of commerce. According to Evans: 


“Federal law prohibited the issuance of coins by any state, 
but under authority of a United States assayer, ‘ingots’ of 
$50 and greater value were to be produced for circulation. 
This was intended to stabilize the price of raw gold, securing 
for the hard-working miner more of the fruits of his labor.” 


The octagonal Humbert fifties quickly became a symbol of 
Gold Rush commerce and remains so to this day. The Panama-Pacific 
coins, inspired by the Humbert ingots, are much scarcer and equally 
iconic. 

This example shows no signs of wear and exhibits minimal 
surface marks, although evidence of smoothing is visible. The 
overall eye appeal of this piece remains strong. Here is an important 
opportunity to acquire the largest commemorative coin ever struck 
by a U.S. Mint.

Like the 1876 Centennial Exposition and the 1893 World’s Columbian 
Exposition, the 1915 Panama-Pacific International Exposition served 
to showcase American progress in all its forms, from technology and 
architecture, to agriculture and manufacturing, but perhaps most 
importantly the country’s growing stature on the world stage. Indeed, 
as Maureen Flanagan writes in America Reformed: Progressives and 
Progressivisms, 1890s-1920s: 


“The locations of three major exhibitions held in the United 
States from 1876 to 1915 metaphorically celebrated 
the expansion of the continental United States: from 
Philadelphia to Chicago to San Francisco, the United States 
was complete from coast to coast.” 


Americans had also just completed the construction of the 
Panama Canal in 1914, giving them control of the most important 
waterway in the Western Hemisphere. And by the end of World War 
| in 1918, the United States would firmly establish itself as the leader 
of the new world order. 

This was the context in which the PPIE was held. It was also 
the climate in which sculptor Robert Aitken was tasked with creating 
designs for the fifty dollar commemorative gold pieces issued 
in conjunction with the fair. Aitken understood that he had to “to 
express in my design the fact that this coin is struck to commemorate 
the Panama-Pacific Exposition” and knew that “the exposition stands 
for all that wisdom and industry have produced ... .” As such, he 
chose to feature Minerva, Roman goddess of wisdom and skill, on the 
obverse and her owl perched upon a branch of western pine on the 
reverse. Aitken wrote in a letter to Mint Director Frederick P. Dewey: 
“With these simple symbols, as full of beauty in themselves, | feel that 
| have expressed the larger meaning of the exposition, its appeal to 
the intellect.” 


Aitken was correct both in his belief that his symbolic devices 
would appeal to the intellect as well as express their inherent beauty. 
Even though their initial price at the time of issue ($100 per coin) 
prevented many contemporary collectors from purchasing them, they 
have maintained a consistent popularity with collectors ever since. 
This is an attractive Octagonal that presents much better than its 
grade might indicate. The reddish-tinted mint luster is full and softly 
frosted. The only grade limitations are a few small abrasions on each 
side. This is a coin that should be carefully considered by collectors 
who value originality.

There is no debate that the Pan-Pac fifty dollar gold pieces of 1915 are 
the most prestigious issues in the classic commemorative series. The 
hefty gold weight, impressive size, and iconic neoclassical design 
elements — symbolic as much as they are aesthetically pleasing — 
rank the coins among the most sought-after of all United States gold 
pieces. The modern-day demand for Pan-Pac fifties of both varieties 
is perhaps the greatest fulfillment of Charles C. Moore’s prediction 
upon seeing the first coin struck: “Numismatists will seek these coins 
with zeal.” 

Farran Zerbe, in charge of the Department of Coins and Medals 
for the Panama-Pacific International Exposition, was the primary 
distributor of the fifty dollar gold pieces, as well as the quarter eagle, 
gold dollar, and half dollar that were also issued for the San Francisco 
fair. Zerbe sold the coins individually and in sets through his Money 
of the World exhibit at the exposition. Robert R. Van Ryzin, in an 
April 1999 Coins Magazine article entitled “The ANA’s day at the 
fair,” wrote: 


“Zerbe’s now famous exhibit was highlighted not only 
by his own vast collection but by rare pieces on loan to 
him, including (according to the April 1916 issue of The 
Numismatist): ‘... some exceptionally rare pieces from 
the collection of H.O. Granberg, Oshkosh, Wis., which 
included the finest known Oregon Beaver $10 gold coin, 
United States pattern pieces, and the eight-daler copper 
plate of Sweden; some very choice gold bank notes from 
George H. King of Denver; a unique collection of Oriental 
porcelain tokens and other specimens from Elmer S. Sears, 
Swansea, Mass.; selections from the medallic collection of 
A.J. deLagerberg, Passaic, N.J., and some favors through the 
courtesy of Dr. George F. Kunze of New York.’ “ 


Zerbe was an effective salesman for the Pan-Pac commemoratives, 
although sales of the fifty dollar gold pieces were stunted by the high 
purchase price of $100 per coin. The Mint struck 1,500 Octagonal 
and 1,500 Round fifties for sale through the exposition, but Zerbe 
was only able to distribute 645 Octagonal and 483 Round examples. 
The remainders were melted after the close of the exposition. 

This Select Octagonal example showcases a sharp strike and 
rich, satiny orange-gold mint luster. No mentionable abrasions are 
present. The Octagonal Pan-Pac fifty was the more popular of the two 
varieties in 1915, and it remains comparably sought-after today. NGC

Cameo PCGS. CAC. The first 100 coins produced for the Jefferson and 
McKinley gold dollars were proofs, “affixed to imprinted cards, with 
the coins held under a waxed paper window secured with chords and 
a red wax seal,” according to Dave Bowers. The entire presentation 
was framed, signed by Coiner Rhine R. Freed and Mint Superintendent 
John H. Landis, and distributed to government and exposition 
officials, as well as well-connected insiders. Unfortunately, this PCGS 
certified example is not accompanied by its original packaging. The 
vast majority of known McKinley gold dollar proofs (about 80 to 90 
pieces survive) lack any sort of cameo contrast. A small group shows 
moderate contrast. Considering the unprecedented field reflectivity 
and thick frost on both sides of this incredible Premium Gem, we feel 
confident this must have been one of, if not the first impression from 
the dies. Myriad raised polish lines are apparent on the portrait and 
in the fields. Each side is a deep yellow-gold hue and almost perfectly 
preserved. Truly a monumental opportunity for gold commemorative 
specialists.

This is an iconic piece of North Carolina 
gold and a significant opportunity for specialists in the Territorial 
gold series. The Bechtler family was the premier private coiner in 
operation during the North Carolina gold rush of the 1830s. At a 
time when federal specie was virtually unseen in circulation, the 
Bechtlers successfully converted the gold mined in and around 
Rutherfordton and beyond into coinage suitable for local commerce, 
and of consistently high quality. It was a group of local miners who 
first petitioned Christopher Bechtler, a respected jeweler, to perform 
this assaying and coining service. According to Don Kagin, “this 
was quite agreeable to Bechtler, for on July 2, 1831, and for several 
weeks thereafter, he ran an advertisement which announced that he 
was ready to coin the products of the mines into $2.50 and $5.00 
pieces... .” Later, Bechtler would be the first to put gold dollars into 
the channels of American commerce. 

In late 1834, after Congress passed legislation reducing the 
statutory weight of federal gold coinage, Bechtler began stamping 
his coins with NORTH CAROLINA GOLD, CAROLINA GOLD, and 
GEORGIA GOLD, with each area representing a different quality 
rather than geographical location. Again, we cite Kagin: 


“Worded this way, it seems Bechtler used the geographical 
names as product ‘types,’ rather than as points of 
origination, though the three different degrees of quality 
may also have corresponded with the fineness of product 
from the noted region.” 


This particular variety, stamped NORTH CAROLINA GOLD 
around the obverse with 20.C. and 75.G. at the centers, is a major 
rarity in any grade. We are delighted to also offer the second finest 
example of K-8 as part of our Central States Signature auction, but this 
AU58 with CAC approval is similarly appealing. Green-gold surfaces 
display original reddish accents and strong detail throughout. Wear is 
almost nonexistent, and ticks are minimal. Listed on page 393 of the 
2019 Guide Book.

Throughout the entire Bechtler coinage era, 
lasting from 1831 until about 1850, the family coined nine varieties 
of two-and-a-half gold pieces. Based on current rarity ratings 
published in the March 2017 Kagin’s catalog featuring the Dr. Chris 
Allan Collection, no more than 200 examples survive from all nine 
mulings. Including all examples from those die parings, PCGS has 
certified 102 submissions, including just 25 Mint State pieces and 
only three finer than the present MS62, each graded MS63. The 
average grade of all PCGS certified Bechtler two-and-a-half dollar 
gold pieces is AU53. The present example is far finer than the typical 
survivor and is the second best of the Kagin-8 die pairing that PCGS 
has examined. The finest known example realized $123,375 in the 
March 2017 offering of the Allan Collection. 

This spectacular Bechtler gold piece, from the third striking series, 
ranks high among those that we, or anyone, has handled. The bold 
and well-centered impression includes a complete beaded border on 
both sides. Scattered marks and faint hairlines are inconsequential 
on this important North Carolina emission. The surfaces are brilliant 
with satin mint luster and excellent eye appeal.

XF40 PCGS. K-9, R.7. Christopher Bechtler, and his son, Augustus, 
were trained in the metallic arts in Germany, and immigrated to the 
United States in 1829. First settling in Philadelphia, news of gold 
discoveries in the southeast lured them to Rutherfordton, North 
Carolina a few months after their arrival in America. It was not 
long that the pair began making gold coins and earning the trust of 
the local community. Coinage began in the summer of 1831, and 
continued for many years, even after the U.S. government established 
a branch mint at Charlotte. Christopher Bechtler died in 1842, and 
his son, Augustus, continued the coinage venture until about 1850. 


The Bechtler Mint, now a local Historic Park, is located 45 miles 
southeast of Asheville, and about 75 miles west of Charlotte. Clearly 
there was no reason for local miners to travel to Charlotte, and the 
Bechtlers’ enjoyed a following from South Carolina and Georgia, as 
well. The majority of gold pieces struck were one dollar denomination 
coins and those are the most frequently seen today. Fewer five dollar 
gold coins were minted, and fewer still of the two-and-a-half dollar 
pieces. 


Edgar Adams knew of just one piece when he published his 1909 
Premium List, and he identified that coin as part of the Virgil Brand 
Collection. When Donald Kagin published his 1981 reference on 
private and territorial gold coins, he considered the Kagin-9 variety 
R.8 with just two or three known examples. In 1988, the cataloger for 
the Norweb Collection itemized five known examples. Kagin’s recent 
(March 2017) catalog of the Dr. Chris Allan Collection revised the 
rarity rating to R.7. PCGS has certified a VF30, three XF40s, an XF45, 
and an AUS53. 


We believe that the present piece is a sixth known example, 
lacking the star due to wear, and similar in that regard to only the 
H.O. Granberg coin that was illustrated in the 1914 ANS Exhibition 
Catalog, and for many years in the Guide Book. However, this 
example does not match those illustrations. Delicate blue patina 
resides on the light yellow-gold surfaces of this example that exhibits 
scattered surface marks. Two or three trivial rim marks are noted, 
and should aid in future pedigree research. This piece is imperfectly 
centered as the illustration shows. The specialized collector of 
Bechtler gold coinage, and Donald Kagin mentions four present-day 
major collectors of the Bechtler series, will want to bid aggressively 
to add this rarity.

A few pieces (the ultra-rare K-14) were struck before the 
Bechtler decided the 150 G designation was needed, and it was 
added to the reverse die just below 20.CARATS. The coins had a 
beaded border, and most pieces show a narrowly off-center strike. 
The coins were struck from North Carolina gold, which had 
lower fineness than either South Carolina or Georgia gold. The 
150-grain weight of each piece was high to offset relatively low 
20 carat fineness. This is a lovely, semireflective example with 
vibrant greenish-gold color and orange-gold overtones. The sharp 
strike is slightly off-center east. A lens reveals pinpoint marks and 
microscopic lines, but no significant abrasions.

G. 20 C. MS61 PCGS. K-15, R.7. Struck by Christopher Bechtler in 
the autumn of 1831, this variety is held in high esteem by collectors 
of Southern gold as the first half eagle produced by the Rutherford 
County, North Carolina coiner. Most of these initial strikings were 
soon melted, as two weight reductions occurred within a span of 
three years. The K-15 has long been regarded as a rarity and it is 
estimated that a mere 15 to 20 pieces are known. 

The first 150-grain five dollar pieces (Kagin-14 and 15) were 
struck with a beaded border — a device soon abandoned by Bechtler 
as he fine-tuned his coinage operation. Off-center strikes were 
glaringly obvious with the tight-fitting beads at the border. Bechtler 
experimented with different bead sizes on his early quarter eagles to 
no avail. By the time K-16 half eagles were issued, a more traditional 
rim was in place, lacking the beads. 


The Guide Book indicates only one or two K-14 pieces 
(without 150 G) are known. No doubt Bechtler quickly realized it 
was necessary to show the weight of his new half eagles, and he 
quickly added the missing information to the reverse die. He was 
a careful and conscientious person, but not overly concerned with 
aesthetics, thus the missing text was squeezed between curved lines 
in the legend below CARATS — more or less centered, the 15 larger 
than 0 in 150 because the smaller digit was a better fit in the space 
available. A scribe line was left visible on the finished die. 

This is a lovely, mildly reflective representative with full border 
beads that are only slightly askew on the obverse. Both sides show 
medium, natural green-gold color, with a subtle reddish blush across 
the center of the obverse. Surface marks are somewhat numerous, 
but generally light and nondistracting, and they fail to diminish the 
coin’s prooflike qualities. Several tiny planchet cracks are noticed at 
the borders. 


Often years pass without an opportunity to offer a Bechtler K-15 
in any grade. We note five Mint State pieces that have been certified 
by both services combined, although some crossover duplication 
may exist.

All Kagin Fourth Series varieties 
have a plain edge, except the rare K-16 variety, which has a reeded 
edge and no period after “RUTHERFORD”; almost equally rare, the 
K-18 shows RUTHERF: in its abbreviated format. The K-19 die pair 
is notably scarce, with 20 distant from CARATS and regular A’s in 
CAROLINA. 


This K-17 example was struck from misaligned dies. The upper 
right portion of the obverse and the lower right area on the reverse 
are weakly impressed, while the remainder of the coin is strong. Rich 
russet and orange accents surround the raised areas of this attractive, 
original green-gold Bechtler five dollar gold coin. Traces of luster 
remain among the devices, and the reverse is rotated 45° clockwise 
in relation to the obverse.

Prior to the private mint 
of Christopher Bechtler, the Southern Appalachian district where 
gold mines were located was populated by subsistence farmers 
and Cherokee Indians, and there were no large towns in the area. 
The economy was mostly based on a barter system, with almost 
no specie or paper money to facilitate economic transactions. The 
Bechtler assay services and private mint were of great importance to 
the region. 


Although rudimentary in design, the Bechtler family’s coinage 
was well-received by local commerce. Indeed, it often circulated far 
afield from its Piedmont origins. Bechtler changed the design of his 
coins frequently, responding to suggestions made by his depositors, 
as well as changes in weight standard adopted by the U.S. Mint. In 
all, he issued seven different series of five dollar gold coins, with 
many different die varieties. 


This K-17 five dollar gold piece is a coin with distinctive visual 
appeal. Both sides are primarily pale, yellow-gold color and flashy 
semireflective surfaces. The left reverse shows some light adjustment 
marks and slight weakness in the peripheral zone at CAROLINA. 
The obverse displays brief coppery accents of orange and crimson 
through the margins, which carry over to a lesser extent on the 
interiors. Listed on page 394 of the 2019 Guide Book. Population: 3

While Federal law 
prohibited individual states from engaging in coining operations, the 
government allowed the Bechtler family of private coiners to operate 
for more than two decades. The United States Treasury was well aware 
of the Bechtler operations, but did not act against them because the 
coins exceeded Federal weight and fineness. The Piedmont miners 
were also beneficiaries, since transporting bullion to the Philadelphia 
Mint was problematic. The situation was less concerning with the 
establishment of the Charlotte branch mint, which limited Bechtler’s 
services. 

Still, Bechtler coins circulated beyond the 1850s, with 
Christopher Bechtler’s descendents still minting coins as late as 1855. 
This prooflike five dollar gold piece is an early Bechtler issue from 
the “fourth series,” dated 1834. Bright, greenish-gold surfaces show 
a few file marks along the reverse margin and a corresponding weak 
edge on the obverse. The smooth, lightly hairlined surfaces retain 
considerable luster and overall sharpness.

Shipping gold ore to the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia was a daunting prospect, both difficult and dangerous. 

To provide the region with a standard medium of exchange, 
Christopher Bechtler, a German-born metallurgist, gunsmith, and 
jeweler, established a private mint in Rutherford County, North 
Carolina in 1831. Bechtler was scrupulously honest and a competent 
assayer, die engraver, and coiner. His family’s coins were widely 
accepted in the South as late as the Civil War. 

All of the fourth series Bechtler five dollar gold pieces, K-16 
through K-19, were produced with the date AUGUST 1, 1834 ina 
small circle inside the legend CAROLINA GOLD / CARATS., which 
rings the rims. The weight 140 / G. / 20. is in the center. On the K-17 
variety, the reverse reads C. BECHTLER. AT RUTHERFORD.*, and 
the edge is plain. 

This example is the finest K-17 at either of the leading grading 
services.

Before 1846, California was 
considered a remote area — sparsely populated, with a few ranches 
and areas of subsistence farming, but largely ignored economically 
by the rest of the country. Barter was an important means of exchange, 
and foreign coinage provided the only significant source of “hard 
money.” Gold and silver coins from Mexico and Peru were favored. 

War with Mexico brought volunteer soldiers to California from 
Utah and other points East, and the discovery of gold in 1848 soon 
launched a flood of adventurers and pioneers from throughout the 
world to Northern California. Soon gold dust became the means of 
exchange — but officially, it was not accepted for duties, taxes, sale 
of public lands, debts, or any sums due to the United States. 


While the State Assay Office of California and numerous 
private coiners provided a patchwork, partial solution to some of the 
financial infrastructure needed to support a burgeoning California 
population and economy, it was not until 1850 that the Federal 
government took action. A compromise bill providing for the United 
States Assay Office in San Francisco passed Congress after vigorous 
infighting. New York watchmaker Augustus Humbert was appointed 
United States Assayer. He arrived in San Francisco on January 30, 
1851, and the first coins of his office were produced the very next 
day. Production of octagonal $50 gold ingots began on February 14. 

This Mint State octagonal fifty is one of the few early ingots 
dated 1851 — with lettered edge — to survive that frantic period of 
Gold Rush history. The dies brought by Humbert to his new position 
as Assayer featured an eagle standing upon a rock within a beaded 
circle with UNTIED STATES OF AMERICA around, within a wide 
octagonal border; the reverse was an elaborate engine-turned design, 
with a small target in the center. Individual line punches were required 
to finish the struck ingots, imprinting AUGUSTUS / HUMBERT / 
UNITED / STATES / ASSAYER / OF GOLD / CALIFORNIA / 1851 on 
the eight-panel edge of the ingot. Numeral punches included 880 for 
the fineness (the numbers imprinted individually on the scroll before 
THOUS), and 50 for the denomination, imprinted below the eagle. 


Bright, greenish-gold color blankets the lustrous surfaces of this 
MS61 example. There are remarkably few marks or signs of contact 
for such a big, heavy coin.

The design elements exhibit just a trace of 
wear and the apricot-gold surfaces are lightly abraded for a large 
gold coin that spent some time in circulation. Some smoothing is 
evident in the field near the nose. Despite the noted damage, this 
coin remains an impressive relic of an important era in American 
history. 

Wass, Molitor & Co. was primarily an assay office, but they 
established an enviable reputation for honesty and were called upon 
by California merchants and bankers to issue private coinage on an 
emergency basis on several occasions. The distinctive round fifty 
dollar coins were issued only in 1855, at a time when the U.S. Assay 
Office of Gold was no longer in operation and the newly established 
San Francisco Mint was unable to meet the coinage needs of the 
region, due to a shortage of parting acids. The large denomination 
coins were very important in settling large transactions, as paper 
money was not authorized in the California economy.

As usual, the 
West Coast was in dire need of gold coinage, so the private firm 
of Kellogg & Company filled the void by striking twenty dollar gold 
pieces in February, 1854. 


The coinage was readily accepted in commerce, since both John 
G. Kellogg and G.F. Richter were former employees of the U.S. Assay 
Office. This Kagin-1a example is very nearly full Mint State, with 
minimally marked surfaces and little evidence of wear.

Gorham 
Blake was born in Boston in 1829. His partner, Johan A. Agrell, arrived 
in New York from Sweden on October 1, 1849. Gorham Blake and 
his cousin Frank W. Blake arrived in San Francisco on May 22, 1852. 
Blake and Agrell’s assay office in Sacramento was established in 
1855 but the partnership lasted less than two months. The successor 
company, also in Sacramento, was closer to the gold fields than was 
San Francisco (where most assayers were located), and assayers in 
that city enjoyed a brisk trade. Blake & Co. apparently only had one 
local competitor, Harris, Marchand & Co. Both firms were located on 
J Street. During 1856, Blake & Co. assayed 200,000 ounces of gold. 
The fineness of the ore they assayed varied considerably, according 
to the mine’s location. The highest fineness was from Michigan Bluff 
at $20.15 per ounce, the lowest was gold from Carson Valley that 
came in at only $12.13 per ounce. The gold in this particular ingot is 
among the higher-grade ores mined in the region, valued at $18.43 
per ounce. Confirmation of the high-grade ore can also be seen by 
the fineness stamped on the bar, 892 Fine. 


The surfaces show the usual care given to Blake ingots. The 
surfaces are all polished or finished to a nearly mirrorlike brightness. 
The edges are also beveled. These two touches in the production 
of these bars suggest they may have ultimately been intended as a 
circulating medium of exchange. This small, almost square ingot 
is 42 x 52 x 13 mm, confirming it was poured from Mold B-02. 
Only five fixed-sized molds were used for Blake ingots, in addition 
to the adjustable length “Twix Mold.” Mold B-02 is the smallest of 
the fixed-size molds. The top face reads: BLAKE & Co / ASSAYERS 
/ SACRAMENTO / 892 FINE / VALUE / $353.11. This is bar number 
5195, as stamped on the top side. The weight, 19.15 Oz, is stamped 
on the bottom side. Considerable ocean verdigris is on the back side, 
and that is also an area of considerable interest. The grayish-white 
incrustation, when closely examined with a loupe appears to have 
granules of raw gold ore that adhered to that side during its 132 years 
on the ocean floor.

503. Most passengers aboard the S.S. Central America were making 
the long journey back from California to the East coast. Many were 
hardscrabble forty-niners who had spent years toiling in the gold 
fields around San Francisco and Sacramento. A few were returning 
penniless, having never made any money or having lost what they 
had made, but many were transporting vast amounts of gold dust, 
coins, and ingots. This was not limited to the men traveling on the 
ship. According to Gary Kinder: 


“Many of the women traveled with a great deal of money 
they had not registered with the purser. All of them were 
now advised not to carry more than two twenty dollar gold 
pieces with them. Two women retrieved a satchel from 
their stateroom and upon returning to the cabin, opened 
the satchel, and weeping, shook eleven thousand dollars in 
gold onto the floor. Through the tears, they said that anyone 
who wanted the money could take what they please. ‘That 
money is all we made in California,’ they added. ‘We were 
returning home to enjoy it.’ “ 


The circumstances are almost impossible to fathom. On the 
night of September 12, 1857, the precious yellow metal for which so 
many had sacrificed so much became essentially worthless, a burden 
that served no purpose other than to hasten their demise. As Kinder 
explains in Ship of Gold in the Deep Blue Sea: 


“A red house brick weighed about four pounds; a gold 
brick of the same size weighed nearly fifty. Even in smaller 
amounts, gold could sink a weak swimmer or quickly 
exhaust a strong one. Yet some of the men had suffered 
great hardship since the summer of 1849 to accumulate the 
contents of that treasure belt or that carpetbag.” 


Thousands upon thousands of coins, hundreds of ingots and 
immeasurable quantities of gold dust were lost in the sinking of 
the S.S. Central America. Hundreds of victims also perished. The 
souvenirs and relics brought to the surface during the late 1980s 
and again in 2014 are highly sought-after reminders of both the vast 
amounts of wealth generated by the California Gold Rush, as well 
as the difficulties that settlers, miners, and seafarers endured in their 
pursuit of riches. 


The private assayers who had gold ingots aboard the Centra/ 
America numbered only five firms, and of those five Kellogg & 
Humbert was by far the largest and best known. It was also the firm 
with the largest number of ingots in the ship’s hold with 532 ingots 
recovered from 1988-1991. That this ingot is regarded as “medium 
to large size” tells us a great deal about the relative size and value 
of all the Kellogg & Humbert ingots aboard the $.S. Central America. 
The ingot is vertically laid out: No 643 / K&H hallmark / 48.74 Oz / 
809 FINE / $815.10. The back side repeats the serial number, but in a 
different font. The ingot measures: 43 x 95 x 21 mm.

3981 1869 Three Dollar, Judd-772, Pollock-857, R.7, PR64 Red 
and Brown PCGS. The obverse and reverse dies are the ones used 
to strike regular-issue three dollar gold pieces in 1869. Struck in 
aluminum with a reeded edge. The Judd and Pollock references call 
this issue a die trial, but USPatterns.com states they were struck for 
sale to favored collectors. These coins were apparently offered in sets, 
like the one in lot 235 of the Woodside Collection of Patterns (New 
York Coin & Stamp, 4/1892): 


“1869 Complete set 1C. to $20: like the regular issues but 
in aluminum: only five sets struck: proofs; 16 pcs.” 


It may be that a few examples were sold as individual pieces, 
in addition to the sets. USPatterns.com estimates three or four 
specimens are extant in copper. The design was also struck in 
aluminum (Judd-773) and nickel Judd-774). One factor contributing 
to the extraordinary rarity of the copper strikes is that this piece (the 
finest Red and Brown certified) has been off the market for 41 years. 
The surfaces are even red, just slightly mellowed from full Red status.

The 1869-dated patters 
of the three dollar gold design a rare. According to USPatterns.com, 
there are three or four known in copper (jludd-772), about six known 
in aluminum as offered here, and probably just one known in nickel 
(JIudd-774). NGC has certified six of these, including two in PR64, 
one in PR65+ Cameo, two in PR65 Ultra Cameo, and one in PR64 
Gilt (3/19). This lovely Gem exhibits deeply mirrored light gray 
surfaces that show frosted, lustrous devices and excellent field-to- 
device contrast.

3983 1869 Twenty Dollar, Judd-785, Pollock-870, High R.7, 
PR64 PCGS. CAC. Regular die trials issue struck in aluminum with a 
reeded edge. While traditionally termed a die trials striking, it is safe 
to say there was no actual thought given to producing double eagles 
in 1869 struck in aluminum, making these pieces deliberately struck 
by the Mint for collectors. Nevertheless, these strikes are extremely 
rare. Off-metal pieces were also struck in copper (half a dozen 
estimated extant) and nickel (believed unique). Like the copper 
strikes, only half a dozen aluminum pieces are believed known. 
With the infrequency the aluminum strikes are offered, there may be 
even fewer than six known. As with most aluminum patterns, there 
is significant field-device contrast visible, although it is undesignated 
on this piece because of the age of the holder. A few tiny contact 
marks can be found, but the most important identifier is a planchet 
flaw on the obverse rim near 4 o’clock. Exceptional rarity and quality 
are combined in this one pattern.

Numismatic tradition suggests that these pieces were dies trial struck 
to test the dies before striking proof examples in gold, although it is 
more likely that they were deliberately made for sale to collectors 
of the time. Whatever their original purpose may have been, these 
strikings are extremely rare and highly desirable today. This example 
displays profound field-device mirroring on each side. The planchet 
shows minute granularity, and there are three streaks that were 
incompletely polished away, located on the right side of the reverse.

Gilt NGC. CAC. A regular dies trial piece for the three dollar gold 
piece. Struck in copper and gilt with a reeded edge. Saul Teichman 
notes that: “The die trials of this date often have been gilded due to 
the extreme rarity of its gold counterpart.” He goes on to explain, 
“Although these are described as regular die trials pieces in the 
standard references, it is more likely that the off-metal ‘trials’ of this 
year were deliberately struck for sale to collectors as part of complete 
off-metal sets.” Only four or five copper pieces were struck, with an 
unknown number (undoubtedly small) that were gilt. This date is 
also known in aluminum. This piece retains much of the underlying 
brightness of the copper base, rendering the surfaces bright and 
closely resembling a gold coin. The gilt has only chipped away 
slightly in one place, just above the M in AMERICA.

The reverse dies were the adopted design for regular-issue quarters 
in 1877. Struck in copper, with a reeded edge. William Barber's 
celebrated “Sailor Head” first appeared on pattern twenty cent pieces 
in 1875 and was so well-thought-of that it was featured on several 
other patterns, including eagles and half eagles in 1875, dollars in 
1876, and dimes, quarters, and half dollars in 1877. Walter Breen 
observed that the profile of Liberty on Judd-1500 closely resembles 
the portrait on Queen Victoria’s “Young Head” coinage. 

The original orange-red surfaces of this delightful Gem show a 
few areas of light brown patina and are brightly reflective throughout.

Gilt NGC. The William Barber Flowing Hair motif graces the obverse. 
Liberty faces left, wearing a headband eponymously inscribed. E 
PLURIBUS UNUM is above, the date 1878 below. The reverse offers 
an eagle with lowered wings in the center, with UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and E PLURIBUS UNUM around. The arrows are long and 
slender, their tips extending behind and past the eagle’s wing, and the 
olive branch has six leaves. Struck in a larger diameter than regular 
half eagle issues, in copper, gilt, with a reeded edge. 

The series of 1878 half eagles, Judd-1568A through 1574A, were 
struck on larger-diameter, thinner planchets as anti-counterfeiting 
measures, in an effort to combat the plague of malefactors scooping 
out the center of a gold coin and replacing it with less-expensive 
metal (in the 1870s one of the less-expensive metals was platinum!). 


This is a lightly hairlined example. The gilt surface does little to 
impede the bright flash of the proof mirrors. The strike is generally 
strong, but it is clear that die opposition had not been thoroughly 
thought through with this design as there is slight high-point softness 
noted on each side.
